Vikram lander’s failure raises 
questions on manned mission 


As green dot went 
off course, it was 
clear lander was 
not slowing down

AT 1.50 am on Saturday morn¬ 
ing, more than 11 minutes after 
the Vikram lander of the 
Chandrayaan-2 mission began 
its final descent to the Moon, 
there was energetic applause 
from the scientists at the mission 
operations complex at the 
ground tracking centre in 
Bengaluru. The velocity of the 
lander had fallen below 200 
metres per second, brought 
down from the initial 1,680 me¬ 
tres/sec, and an important small 
milestone had been crossed. 

Vikram was on its way to 
land on the Moon as per plan. 
The bulk of the deceleration had 
already been achieved, and the 
next phase of the descent, 
during which the velocity was 
supposed to be brought down to 
about 2 metres/sec, was 
expected to be smoother. 

On a large screen, a green dot, 
representing the actual change 
in the velocity of Vikram, was 
moving exactly along the red line

NEARLY 24 hours after mission 
control lost contact with the 
Vikram lander, there was no 
clear statement from the Indian 
Space Research Organisation 
(ISRO) on the fate of the module 
that likely fell on the Moon’s sur¬ 
face in an uncontrolled fashion 
after failing to slow down suffi¬ 
ciently in its descent. 

ISRO issued a statement 
Saturday to emphasise that the 
Chandrayaan-2 mission was still 
on, and had a lot of science left in 
it, despite the setback. The state¬ 
ment threw no light on what 
could have happened to the lan¬ 
der, except for saying that com¬ 
munication with it had been lost. 

In an interview given to 
Doordarshan, ISRO chairman K 
Sivan said attempts to re-estab¬ 
lish contact with the lost lander 
would continue for the next two 
weeks. Another ISRO official told 
The Sunday Express that it was 
possible that contact with the 
lander is re-established. 

“We have not given up hope 
as yet. It is premature to assume

This was revealed by Pakistan

Qureshi on Saturday. “The Indian 
President had sought permission 
to use Pakistan’s airspace to travel 
to Iceland but we decided not to 
permit him,” Qureshi said in a 
statement, without giving 
further details. “The decision has 
been taken in view of India’s 
behaviour,” he said. 

Qureshi told Pakistani TV 
channels that the decision was

approved by Pakistan’s Prime 
Minister Imran Khan in view of 
the situation in Kashmir. 

Responding to a query on the 
issue, the Ministry of External

Ahead of Saturday ‘mulaqaat’, inm ates throng Tihar beauty parlour

BETWEEN 9 am and noon on a 
muggy day earlier this week, at 
least 22 clients had visited Grace 
Beauty Parlour for hair cuts, 
threading, face-packs and fruit 
facials. 

“It has been busy, but the 
biggest rush is on Fridays," said 
the 34-year-old woman from 
Manipur at the parlour that 
opened inside Tihar’s Jail no. 6, 
which houses women inmates, 


some two months ago. 

Fridays are busy because 
Saturdays are ll mulaqaaf’ days 
for inmates inside the women’s 
jail. “Members of the inmates’ 
families — husbands, children, 
parents, siblings — visit on 
Saturdays, and the women want 
to look their best, often for their 
children... It’s been quite success¬ 
ful,” Sarita Sabharwal, superin¬ 
tendent of the women’s jail, said. 

Jail no. 6 has, in fact, had a 
parlour for years. Grace Beauty 
Parlour is an extension of the 
existing one — bigger, with more 


sophisticated machines, and 
more services. The older parlour 
provided only limited services. 

The inmate from Manipur, an 
undertrial prisoner in Tihar, man¬ 
ages the parlour from 9 am to 5 
pm every day, along with two 
other undertrial women. The 
Manipuri woman faces charges 
of peddling drugs, the other two 
women are accused in cases of 
murder. A 30-year-old woman 
jail matron watches over them as 
they go about their business. 

“There are scissors, tweezers, 
nail filers at the parlour. I keep

them locked, and hand them 
over to the team of three when 
they’re needed. I also manage a 
product log, and buy the things 
that the women clients want. 
Bindis, mehendi, and plastic 
bangles are currently in high 
demand, so I need to re-stock 
those,” the matron said. 

A rate card for services hangs 
inside the parlour. Nailcutting 
services cost Rs 5, a scrub Rs 30, 
streaks Rs 200, and a “VLCC 
facial”, Rs 450. 

The Manipuri woman, who 
has been in Tihar for over two 


years, said that she worked in 
beauty parlours in Delhi and 
Bengaluru for eight years before 
circumstances brought her to 
Tihar Jail. “When I began work¬ 
ing at this parlour, I told my 
family that from 9 am to 5 pm, I 
feel like I am not even lodged in¬ 
side a jail,” she said. 

From noon to 3 pm every day, 
Jail no. 6 is in lockdown, with in¬ 
mates inside the barracks. That 
is the time for jail staff to avail of 
services at the parlour. 

The air-conditioned room 
has parlour chairs, a hair steamer 


for head spas, hair dryers, a facial 
bed, a choice of Aroma and VLCC 
face products, and a wide range 
of nail paint, the most popular 
product. 

Since June, at least 72 bottles 
of nail paint have been used at 
the parlour, the matron said, 
going through the register. “For 
the Saturday mulaqaat, most 
women request red nail paint. 
When they have a court hearing 
outside Tihar, they seem to like 
transparent paint the most, and 
foreigners want black nail paint,” 
the matron said.

media, were invited for the in¬ 
teraction in the Prime Minister’s 
Office. 

Replying to questions on 
the detention of scores of politi¬ 
cians, including three former 
chief ministers of J&K, Doval 
said the detentions were all 
preventive in nature and that 
no one has been charged with 
any criminal offence. “At this 
stage, we cannot allow politi¬ 
cians to address gatherings of 
large crowds,” he asserted. 
“Such a situation can be used 
by militants and it will be up to 
the state government to decide 
when to release them and 
when the environment is con¬ 
ducive.” 

He added that over the 
decades, politicians in J&K had 
no accountability towards the 
people and that at present, vil¬ 
lage leaders and sarpanches 
had gained in popularity. 

Doval said all the actions of 
the Centre were “justiciable”, 
hinting that issues such as the 


removal of statehood and the 
preventive detentions could be 
confronted legally. “Everything 
being done is justiciable and 
people can challenge the ac¬ 
tions in court like some have al¬ 
ready done. They can complain 
and attempt to get a redressal. 
We will explain in court or pay 
the cost.” 

Giving an assessment of the 
ground situation, Doval pointed 
out that restrictions had been 
lifted in 92 per cent of the area 
of Jammu and Kashmir and 
that, gradually, further restric¬ 
tions would also be removed. 
He, however, did not commit to 
any time-frame for this. 

He acknowledged that the 
absence of Internet and mobile 
telephony was causing pro¬ 
longed hardship but added, 
“People were not born with 
Internet. For us, it is more im¬ 
portant to protect the right of 
life of the people and keep 
them safe.” 

Elaborating on the hard in¬ 


telligence being gathered since 
signals from mobile towers lo¬ 
cated along the border can be 
intercepted, Doval revealed that 
they had recently received in¬ 
formation about 230 militants 
waiting to infiltrate into the 
Valley along 10 border posts. 
“Some of them have been ar¬ 
rested but some have also man¬ 
aged to infiltrate. Subversion is 
the only instrument available 
with Pakistan but we are deter¬ 
mined to stop them and pre¬ 
vent them from smuggling 
arms into India,” he asserted. 

He said he was particularly 
“disturbed” when on Friday 
night militants attacked the 
family members of Hamidullah 
Rather, an apple trader residing 
in Dangarpura, a village close to 
the fruit market of Sopore. The 
attack was aimed at stopping 
the transit of 750 trucks laden 
with apples to reach markets 
across the country. The trader’s 
son and grand-daughter were 
injured in the attack and the 


child was now being brought to 
the Capital for treatment, he 
said, adding that the militants 
were on the mn. 

The NSA spoke at length on 
the background to the abroga¬ 
tion of Article 370 and de¬ 
scribed it as an “internal 
arrangement” of India. He said, 
“The Constitution has been 
amended several times and 
this is an internal matter for 
India. This (the BJP) is the party 
which has come to power and 
abrogation is something that 
has been put on its election 
manifesto every time. Just 
prior to the 2019 elections, the 
Pakistani media was also re¬ 
porting that India would do 
something like this. The peo¬ 
ple of the state have been de¬ 
prived of their democratic 
rights for 70 years and this will 
finally give them their 
Constitutionally guaranteed 
rights. Article 370 did not give 
special status but ensured spe¬ 
cial discrimination.” 


Pak says President Kovind can’t use its airspace 


to France and back to India. But 
in June, when Pakistan had 
closed its airspace, Modi had to 
take a detour on his way to 
Bishkek in Kyrgyzstan — 
though Islamabad had granted 
permission for his flight. 

Sources said the govern¬ 
ment had decided to approach 
Pakistan for Kovind’s flight. But, 
with Islamabad’s refusal, 
sources said the government is 
unlikely to approach Pakistan 
later this month, when Modi 
goes to the US to attend the 
United Nations General 
Assembly and other engage¬ 
ments in New York and 
Houston. 

Pakistan had fully closed 


its airspace on February 26, af¬ 
ter the Indian Air Force fighter 
jets struck a Jaish-e- 
Mohammed (JeM) terrorist 
training camp in Balakot in re¬ 
taliation to the Pulwama at¬ 
tack on February 14. On July 
16, it opened its airspace for 
all civilian traffic. 

But last month, following 
tension between the two 
countries after India’s decision 
to scrap Jammu and Kashmir’s 
special status, the Pakistan 
government said it was once 
again considering closure of its 
airspace for Indian flights. 
However, it is yet to announce 
its decision so far. 

Kovind will embark on a 


visit to Iceland, Switzerland 
and Slovenia from Monday, 
during which he is expected to 
brief the top leadership in 
those countries on India’s “na¬ 
tional concerns”, especially in 
view of terror incidents this 
year, including the Pulwama 
attack. 

The latest round of diplo¬ 
matic tit-for-tat comes at a 
time when India has put across 
its point to the international 
community that J&K is India’s 
internal matter and any issues 
between India and Pakistan 
will be resolved bilaterally be¬ 
tween the two countries. 

Earlier, Pakistan decided to 
downgrade diplomatic ties 


and expelled the Indian High 
Commissioner. It has also 
stopped all bilateral trade. 
Pakistan PM Khan has said that 
he will raise the Kashmir issue 
at every international forum, 
including at the UN General 
Assembly next month. 

During airspace closure 
from February to July, Indian 
passengers and foreign tourists 
coming to India had to bear the 
burden of additional time and 
money, apart from inconven¬ 
ience caused to them. 

According to the govern¬ 
ment’s own admission, Indian 
airlines suffered losses worth 
Rs 548 crore due to airspace 
closure by Pakistan. 


KCR’s face 
etched on 
temple pillars, 
Oppn hits out

OPPOSITION PARTIES in 
Telangana have slammed Chief 
Minister K Chandrasekhar Rao 
for allegedly portraying himself 
as a god after inscriptions of his 
face were found etched on pil¬ 
lars on the Yadadri temple, 
which is being renovated and ex¬ 
panded. The TRS symbol (car) 
was also carved on some pillars. 

While the Congress and BJP 
called it a shameful act, the CEO 
of Yadadri Temple Development 
Authority, G Kishan Rao, said that 
some craftsmen etched KCR’s 
face on pillars in admiration. 
“Neither the CM nor the govern¬ 
ment interfered or asked them to 
do it. The workers did it on their 
own. There are also carvings of 
Mahatma Gandhi, Jawaharlal 
Nehru and Indira Gandhi. In any 
temple there are symbols to in¬ 
dicate the period during which it 
was built and the culture of the 
time. There is no political motive. 
If there are objections, we will re¬ 
move them,” Rao said. 

The Sri Lakshmi Narasimha 
Swami Temple at Yadagirigutta 
Hills, now known as Yadadri, is a 
famous temple in Telangana. 
KCR had launched a Rs 1,800 
crore expansion and renovation 
project for the temple to rival 
Tirupati temple. 

The temple’s chief architect 
Anand Sai pointed out that carv- 
ings of lotus and cycle (party 
symbols of BJP and TDP) can also 
be found on the pillars. “These 
are done by sculptors on their 
own. They carved KCR’s face out 
of admiration, not due to pres¬ 
sure. Carvings in temples are 
done reflecting the events of the 
period,” Sai said. 

However, BJP MLA T Raja 
Singh said KCR was trying to 
project himself as a demi-god. “I 
think they are even making idols 
of KCR to put in the temple. This 
is shameful. All such carvings 
and inscriptions should be re¬ 
moved,” he said. Congress 
leader Vijayashanti Srinivas said 
that KCR was behaving like a me¬ 
dieval king by getting inscrip¬ 
tions of his face on temple pillars. 
Former Congress MP G Narayan 
Reddy said KCR is an elected 
public representative and not a 
king. “Mixing religion with pol¬ 
itics is unconstitutional,” he said.

that represented the prescribed 
change in velocity for a safe 
landing. 

Less than a minute later, the 
green dot appeared to break 
away from the red line. It 
moved inwards, indicating that 
the rate of change in actual ve¬ 
locity, or deceleration, was hap¬ 
pening slower than what was 
prescribed. It meant that the 
lander was not slowing down 
at the required rate. 

The green dot’s movement 
was noticed by everyone, but 
no one showed any signs of 
worry. Probably because, barely 
half a minute earlier, the dot 
had appeared to move away 
from the prescribed line, but 
had got back on track. 

But this time was different. 
The green dot kept moving 
along an independent path for a 
few more seconds. About 15 
seconds later, the first signs of 
worry appeared on the faces of 
some scientists, as an an¬ 
nouncement was made that 
the signal from the lander was 
not being received. The an¬ 
nouncement was not heard by 
people outside the control 
room, and probably not under¬ 
stood by anyone other than the 
scientists. 

Instructions were ex¬ 
changed among scientists to 
make efforts to re-establish 
contact with the lander. But 
with the passing seconds, the 
anxiety on the faces of some of 
the scientists gave the first in¬ 
dications that something was 
amiss. At 1.55 am, 17 minutes 
after the descent began, and 
about a minute and a half after 
the loss of signal, ISRO chair¬ 
man K Sivan, sitting with a row 
of senior scientists in front of gi¬ 
ant screens, pushed his chair 
back, got up, and walked to¬ 
wards his predecessor A S Kiran 
Kumar, who was standing a few 
feet away. 

In the visitors’ gallery, vet¬ 
eran ISRO scientist B N Suresh, 
who was explaining some 
things to Prime Minister 
Narendra Modi, stopped and 
looked anxiously towards 
Sivan. Another veteran ISRO sci¬ 
entist, P S Goel, seated next to 
the Prime Minister, nervously 
got to his feet. The seniors could 
sense what was coming. 

As Sivan and Kiran Kumar 
held discussions with other sci¬ 
entists, another announcement 
was made that signals from the 
lander were still not being re¬ 
ceived. At the time contact was 
lost, Vikram was just about 2 
km above the moon’s surface. It 
was travelling at a speed of 
about 60 metres/sec, and drop¬ 
ping vertically at about 48 me¬ 
tres/sec. It was clear that if the 
velocity was not reduced im¬ 
mediately, the lander would 
meet the Moon’s surface at 
great speed within a few sec¬ 
onds. 

But contact with the lander 
had been lost, and scientists 
had no way to ascertain 
whether Vikram had deceler¬ 
ated as it had been pro¬ 
grammed to. Nor could they in¬ 
tervene from the ground 
station to control the speed, if 
the lander was not being able to 
do so on its own. They were 
helpless. 

At this point, the most opti¬ 
mistic hope was that the lander 
had actually completed its de¬ 
scent as planned, but its com¬ 
munication system had devel¬ 
oped a problem, because of 
which contact had been lost. 
And the worst case scenario 
was that it had hit the Moon at 
an uncontrolled higher speed. 

Even as Sivan and Kiran 
Kumar worked with the scien¬ 
tists trying to re-establish con¬ 
tact, the drooping shoulders 
and despairing faces told the 
story. Five minutes later, Sivan 
decided to finally break the 
news to the Prime Minister. 

He listened intently and, af¬ 


ter saying a few encouraging 
words to Sivan and his col¬ 
leagues, left for his hotel. But 
within an hour, he sent a mes¬ 
sage that he would be back in 
the mission room at 8 am to 
meet the scientists and talk to 
them. 

About 10 minutes after the 
PM left, Sivan decided to for¬ 
mally announce to the world 
what had happened. 

“Vikram lander descent was 
as planned and normal per¬ 
formance was observed up to 
an altitude of 2.1 km. 
Subsequently, the communica¬ 
tions from the lander to the 
ground station was lost. The 
data is being analysed,” he said 
in a choked voice. 

Later, when Modi visited 
again, he was visibly upset, and 
the PM held Sivan in a tight em¬ 
brace to console him. 

Manned mission 

to master crucial technologies 
within a tight deadline. 

The manned space mission 
is a little more tricky because 
there is absolutely no scope for 
any margin of error. Though 
ISRO has had an enviable record 
in the last couple of decades, 
the current debacle may force 
it to re-assess its capabilities, 
especially with regard to tech¬ 
nologies in a manned mission. 

An added complication for 
ISRO is that it is not executing 
the manned mission by itself. 
The astronauts are supposed to 
be picked from the Indian Air 
Force (IAF) and trained for life 
in space. The IAF, thus, would 
have an important say on all de¬ 
cisions taken on that mission. 
And though there is no reason 
to lose faith in ISRO, any poten¬ 
tial risk to human lives could 
force everyone to err on the side 
of caution. 

The deadline for Gaganyaan 


is barely three years away now. 
As of now, even the selection of 
candidates has not taken place. 
About 10 candidates, including 
women, are supposed to be se¬ 
lected, and all of them would 
undergo a comprehensive 
training programme that is 
likely to take two years. Of 
these, a maximum of three as¬ 
tronauts would be sent to space 
for seven days. 

Besides, some of the most 
crucial technologies for the 
mission are yet to undergo test¬ 
ing. Some essential features of 
a manned spacecraft are: the 
capability to re-enter earth’s at¬ 
mosphere, a special life support 
system in the module, and an 
escape system that can eject in 
case of a faulty launch. A couple 
of tests on the re-entry technol¬ 
ogy, a test on the escape system, 
and several tests on individual 
components and systems in the 
life support module have been 
carried out. But many more 
tests are required to be done 
over the next two-three years. 

It is possible that ISRO may 
feel compelled to squeeze in a 
Chandrayaan-3 mission in be¬ 
tween to demonstrate its capa¬ 
bility to land on the moon. That 
could force the diversion of 
manpower from its other mis¬ 
sions. A new Chandrayaan-3 
mission, even with the same 
mandate as Chandrayaan-2, 
could take up to two years to 
string together. Such exigencies 
could, in turn, lead to a re-as- 
sessment of current timelines, 
especially with regard to the 
manned mission. 

ISRO hope 

destroyed in the process. In fact, 
there are good chances that it 
might not have been de¬ 
stroyed,” this ISRO official said. 

This, the official said, was 
because when contact was lost, 


the lander was still decelerat¬ 
ing. “Maybe not at the rate it 
was required to decelerate at, 
but the speed was indeed com¬ 
ing down. So while it would 
most probably have not at¬ 
tained a suitable low speed to 
enable a safe landing, it is pos¬ 
sible that it came down to a 
speed at which an impact 
would not totally destroy it,” 
the official said. 

At the time contact was lost, 
the lander was moving at about 
60 metres per second, having 
been slowed down from its ini¬ 
tial velocity of about 1,680 
m/sec. To make a smooth land¬ 
ing, its speed was supposed to 
have been brought down to 
about 2 m/sec; it was designed 
to withstand the impact of a 
touchdown at upto 5 m/sec. 

“It is indeed possible that 
the lander module is lying on 
the Moon’s surface intact. It 
cannot be deployed, and cannot 
be used the way it was planned, 
but it is possible that contact 
can be re-established. All efforts 
are being made to do this,” the 
ISRO official said. 

He said that the Orbiter 
module, which is moving in a 
near circular orbit of 100 km 
around the Moon, could be de¬ 
ployed to search for Vikram us¬ 
ing its cameras and other in¬ 
struments on board. 

Another scientist, an astro¬ 
physicist who is not from the 
ISRO community, agreed that 
the Orbiter was indeed in the 
best position to look for the lan¬ 
der. 

“What we all saw is that at 
the time we lost contact, 
Vikram was not decelerating as 
fast as it should have. This 
means it would have gone on to 
hit the Moon’s surface not at 2 
metres per second as desired, 
but maybe 20 or 30 metres per 
second. Since we lost contact, 


we don’t know the exact 
speed,” this scientist said. 

He pointed out that what 
happened to Vikram would de¬ 
pend on the speed of the im¬ 
pact. 

“It was supposed to with¬ 
stand a maximum shock of 
landing at a speed of 5 metres 
per second. So, at any speed 
higher than that, it would not 
have been able to balance itself 
vertically... As of now, there is 
no way to know whether it lies 
intact, or has been partially or 
totally destroyed as a result of 
the hard landing. What is clear 
is that if it is not standing erect, 
the rover would not be able to 
come out of it,” the scientist 
said. 

It was much more difficult, 
the scientist said, to tell why 
Vikram failed to stick to its pre¬ 
scribed deceleration profile. 
“Maybe one or more thrusters 
did not work properly. But they 
were apparently working prop¬ 
erly for the first 13 minutes of 
the descent, because that part 
of the journey was made per¬ 
fectly. So something could have 
happened midway. Only a de¬ 
tailed scientific investigation 
would be able to diagnose what 
went wrong,” he said. 

“But it will be sad if 
Chandrayaan-2 is described as 
a failure because the lander did 
not land properly. I would say 
more than 90 per cent of the 
science is still intact in this mis¬ 
sion and we must not ignore 
that,” the scientist said. 

Child injured 

Asma, and her father Arshad 
Rather — are out of danger. 

The suspected militants 
commandeered a vehicle in 
which two small-time fruit 
growers, Mohammad Ashraf 
and Mohammad Ramzan, were 
headed home to Dangerpora 


village in Sopore. They forced 
the two men to drive to the 
home of a prominent local fruit 
trader, Hameedullah Rather. 

“There was a knock on the 
door of our house. When I 
opened the door, I saw them 
(Ashraf and Ramzan). They are 
known to me,” Arshad Rather, 
the son of Hameedullah Rather, 
said. “I also saw two gunmen 
with them. They (the militants) 
asked for my father.” 

Arshad said he went up¬ 
stairs to call Hameedullah 
Rather, whom he found offer¬ 
ing prayers. “I did not think it 
appropriate to disturb him,” 
Arshad said. 

“As I came down, I saw them 
(the militants) holding Ashraf 
and Ramzan to the ground. 
They shot them in their legs. As 
I reached downstairs, there was 
commotion, and they (the mil¬ 
itants) fired again. I was hit in 
my leg, and later learned that 
my daughter too, was injured,” 
he said. 

The three men and the girl 
were taken to Srinagar’s Bone 
and Joint (B&J) Hospital, where 
Asma was referred to the Sher- 
i-Kashmir Institute of Medical 
Sciences (SKIMS). 

Ashraf said the militants 
had fired at them with pistols. 
“It seemed that they wanted to 
warn us,” he said. “They (the 
militants) asked why we had 
opened our shops when they 
had warned us against doing so 
several times.” 

The Sopore fruit mandi is 
Asia’s second largest wholesale 
fruit market. 

On Saturday morning, J&K 
Police posted on Twitter: 
“Terrorists fired and injured 
four persons including a baby 
girl (Usma Jan) at Dangerpora, 
Sopore. All injured shifted to 
the hospital and stated to be 
stable. Police on spot and inves¬ 
tigation in progress.” 

DM Choudhary tweeted: 
“Baby Asma of 30 months is 
among the injured in militant 
attack on fruit merchants in 
Sopore. She didn’t deserve this. 
We’ve put in all efforts to get an 
air ambulance ASAP to take her 
to Delhi for advanced medical 
attention. Prayers are re¬ 
quested.” 

Asma’s uncle Ajaz Ahmad 
said: “Throughout the day, they 
(government officials) were 
trying to convince us that they 
would airlift her (Asma) to New 
Delhi but we didn’t agree. We 
told them that the doctors have 
told us she is fine and there is 
no need for sending her there. 
We told them if needed, we 
would take her outside 
(Kashmir) on our own.” 

SC employee 

don’t want any further action 
and there is no pressure on me. 
It is my personal choice, no one 
should worry for me.” 

While the woman could not 
be contacted, her husband said: 
“I am not aware of the closure 
report... Last I know is that the 
court dismissed their applica¬ 
tion to cancel my wife’s bail.” 

On Friday, the court of the 
Chief Metropolitan Magistrate 
dismissed the Delhi Police’s ap¬ 
plication after Kumar failed to 
appear in court for the third 
time. The court observed that 
“no fruitful purpose would be 
served by keeping the applica¬ 
tion pending”. 

Police had on March 10 ar¬ 
rested the woman in the al¬ 
leged cheating case and sent 
her to judicial custody the fol¬ 
lowing day. She was granted 
bail on March 12. On March 14, 
the investigation was trans¬ 
ferred to the Crime Branch and 
the complainant then sent an 
application to the DCP (Crime 
Branch), alleging that he was 
being threatened by the 
woman and her associates. 

In their closure report, po¬ 
lice are learnt to have men¬ 
tioned that they made efforts to 
connect the dots, but their in¬ 


vestigation got struck as a “mid¬ 
dleman”, who allegedly took 
money from Kumar, died. 

“Police have also attached 
Kumar’s statement wherein he 
has stated that he is satisfied 
with the investigation of the 
Delhi Police and believes they 
put in all efforts to solve the 
case, but since the man who got 
the payment is no more, he 
does not want any further legal 
action against the woman and 
wants to close the case,” a sen¬ 
ior police officer said, adding 
that they also stated in the clo¬ 
sure report that if they get fresh 
evidence in the future, they will 
reopen the case. Police are set 
to submit the closure report in 
the case to a Delhi court soon. 

When The Indian Express 
visited Kumar’s Jhajjar home in 
April, his mother Meena, 50, 
had said that she had told him 
“not to file the case” since it was 
“not wise to fight with powerful 
people”. According to his fam¬ 
ily, Kumar used to work as a se¬ 
curity guard at H L City Pvt Ltd 
in Jhajjar, earning Rs 15,000 a 
month. 

V-C resigns 

of a contractor. Dharurkar has 
denied the allegations and said 
the video clip was edited to 
make it look like he was taking 
a bribe. 

In his resignation letter, 
Dharurkar has blamed a section 
of media for “damaging the im¬ 
age of the university every day”. 
He has claimed that he was fac¬ 
ing problems from a “scrupu¬ 
lous person” against whom he 
had “taken action for corrup¬ 
tion”. 

Speaking to The Sunday 
Express, Dharurkar said, “The 
former Registrar in-charge of 
the university, Shanit Debroy, is 
behind the entire (sting video) 
episode. I had demoted him to 
the post of Deputy Registrar 
and did not allow him to apply 
for the post of Registrar as he 
did not have a Masters degree. 
He had a fake diploma in man¬ 
agement from Patna. He had 
moved the court, but recently 
we won the case in the Tripura 
High Court. He had already re¬ 
tired and was using his news¬ 
paper Aajker Fariyad and other 
local media houses against me. 
My decision to initiate an in¬ 
quiry into a Rs 10 crore e-book 
scam also went against me.” 

“The (video) recording was 
done two months before the 
Lok Sabha polls. The concocted 
video was aired on September 
5. Today, they played another 
clip. It relates to our plan to 
launch a Lord Mahavir Chair. 
Someone from Kolkata wanted 
to make a donation of Rs 30 
lakh and approached me re¬ 
garding that. That video was 
edited and they made it look 
like I am accepting bribe. The 
old one essentially shows a le¬ 
gitimate exchange of cash in¬ 
volving a contractor,” he said. 

When contacted, Debroy 
said, “I have already retired 
from the university. And the 
case in the HC has got nothing 
to do with his resignation. I run 
a newspaper which is in no way 
associated with News Vanguard 
(news channel) that aired the 
sting video.” 

The purported sting video, 
however, isn’t the only reason 
the government is unhappy 
with Dharurkar. Within 
months of his joining, the HRD 
Ministry received complaints 
alleging financial irregularities 
and against appointments of 
guest teachers made by 
Dharurkar. In April, the govern¬ 
ment sought a report from the 
university Registrar on the 
complaints. 

Last month, Dharurkar had 
hoisted a flag of the Akhil 
Bharatiya Vidyarthi Parishad 
(ABVP) during an event on the 
campus. Defending his action, 
he said the ABVP was a “social 
and cultural organisation” and 
“not related to any party”.

Queues lasting 10 hrs as vehicle owners 
scurry to get pollution certificates

QUEUES EXTENDING for more 
than 10 hours, squabbles over 
waiting time and hundreds of ve¬ 
hicles being checked for emis¬ 
sions — a week after the Motor 
Vehicles (Amendment) Act, 2019, 
came into force, pollution check¬ 
ing centres in Delhi-NCR have 
seen a sudden hike in customers. 

On Saturday, several pollu¬ 
tion checking centres in Delhi’s 
Kalkaji, Lodhi Road, Karol Bagh, 
Patparganj and nearby Noida and 
Gurgaon had hundreds of vehi¬ 
cles waiting in queues to take a 
test for the “pollution under 
check” (PUC) certificate. 

A senior Delhi transport de¬ 
partment official said more than 
50,000 PUC certificates were is¬ 
sued Saturday — far more than 


the roughly 10,000 a day from 
previous months. 

“There is a three-fold increase 
in the number of vehicles taking 
the tests at centres, and this is be¬ 
cause the penalty amount for vi¬ 
olating emission norms has also 
increased... This is a positive step 
and it will keep air pollution in 
check in the city,” the official said. 

Under the amended act, 


penalty for PUC violations has in¬ 
creased to Rs 10,000. The fine 
used to be Rs 1,000 for first of¬ 
fence and Rs 2,000 for subse¬ 
quent violations. An attendant at 
a Kalkaji pollution checking cen¬ 
tre said, “People who were not 
willing to wait even a minute are 
waiting for hours. A customer de¬ 
manded to be served first claim¬ 
ing he is a doctor, we told him to 


come back early tomorrow.” 

At a station near Lodhi Road, 
around 200 vehicles were wait¬ 
ing to be checked. Around 150 
would be checked by the end of 
day, attendants said, citing fre¬ 
quently crashing servers and 
commotion caused by people 
jumping the queue. 

Puya Lai (60), an autorick¬ 
shaw driver, was in queue near 


Lodhi Road since 10 am. “I came 
yesterday and all slots were filled. 
I returned today, they tested my 
rickshaw by 4 pm but told me it 
failed. I will have to wait four 
more hours to get it redone.” 

A PUC test involves checking 
for air pollutants emitted by vehi- 
cles, such as carbon monoxide 
and hydrocarbons. The test costs 
between Rs 60 and Rs 100. The 
validity of the certificate is one 
year for BSIV vehicles and three 
months for others. 

Noida 

Long queues were witnessed 
at checking centres in Sectors 10 
and 98. A staff member at a test¬ 
ing centre in Sector 10 said, “Till 
last month, we would sit idle in 
our cabin with a few vehicles 
coming in. Now there’s no time 
to eat lunch.” 

After closing time, vehicles 
that are still in queue have to 


come back the following day to 
queue again, and there is a first 
come first served policy. A resi¬ 
dent of Sector 93 said the closest 
checking centre in Sector 105 had 
long queues Friday and Saturday. 
“In front of the centre, there were 
some bike owners who had 
snatched the machine from the 
operator and were checking their 
bike exhausts themselves, with¬ 
out any regard for people wait¬ 
ing in queues,” he said. 

Gurgaon 

Babloo Kumar, a pollution 
check employee at a petrol sta¬ 
tion near IFFCO Chowk Metro 
station, said, “We used to get 10- 
15 cars per day; now it’s 40-50. 
But there is no jam as such, it is 
quite smooth.” Anil Kumar, who 
works at a petrol station nearby, 
also attested that while the msh 
was intense for the first two days, 
it has gone down now. 


Using plastic may soon attract fine up to Rs 50,000

HEFTY FINES have been proposed 
for non-recyclable plastic users 
under new bylaws drafted for 
controlling plastic waste in Delhi, 
which are expected to be notified 
by next week, Principal Secretary 
of Urban Development Manisha 
Saxena has said. 

Fines ranging from Rs 50,000 
for bulk users to Rs 2,000 for 
smaller businesses have been rec¬ 
ommended in the new laws. 
Consumers found accepting sin¬ 
gle-use plastic products could 
also be fined. 


This comes a month ahead of 
six single-use plastic products — 
including bags, cups and straws 
—being reportedly banned across 
the nation on October 2. 

“We have sent the draft to the 
law department for vetting. We 
are hoping to notify it by next 
week... We have asked local bod¬ 
ies to stay ready and would be 
running an awareness campaign 
as well,” Saxena said. 

An environment official said 
single-use plastic products would 
be identified under the bylaws 
and penalties imposed on those 
found using them. 

Local bodies and the Delhi 
Pollution Control Committee 


would be executing the laws, 
with the environment depart¬ 
ment acting as a regulatory body, 


the official said. 

"These are products that are 
unnecessary and everyday work 


can continue without them as 
well. They would be phased out 
as a ban would be imposed on 
them the same day the bylaws are 
notified," the environment offi¬ 
cial said. 

As per the Plastic Waste 
Management Rules 2016, local 
bodies were to seek assistance of 
producers that use plastic and set 
up a management system within 
one year from March. Local bod¬ 
ies were also to frame bylaws in¬ 
corporating the provision for 
these mles. 

"Other states already have 
such bylaws in place and are im¬ 
posing fines. In Delhi, it has faced 
a severe delay due to some rea¬ 


sons," the environment official 
said. 

"The rules are very compre¬ 
hensive and clearly define the re¬ 
sponsibility of each person and 
authority with regard to penal 
provision," the official said. 

According to the Central 
Pollution Control Board's esti¬ 
mates, the city produced more 
than 2.30 lakh tons of plastic in 
2016-17. This includes single-use, 
or disposable, plastic waste which 
often cannot be recycled and ends 
up choking landfill sites in the city. 

In 2017, the National Green 
Tribunal had banned plastic bags 
of less than 50 microns and dis¬ 
posable plastic across Delhi.

Accountant dead as 
godown full of oil 
goes up in flames

A 28-YEAR-OLD man died after 
a ‘massive’ category fire broke 
out at a three-storey lubricant oil 
godown in West Delhi’s Punjabi 
Bagh Saturday afternoon. At 
least 26 fire tenders and over 100 
firefighters were deployed to 
douse it, said Delhi Fire Services 
(DFS) chief Atul Garg. 

The charred body of Romit 
Kumar, an accountant at the 
godown, was found inside his 
cabin on the first floor at 8 pm. 
“We received a call at 4.57 pm, and 
around 8 pm, a man walked up to 
us and said he couldn’t find his 
brother who worked at the 
godown. The fire had been doused 
by then and the cooling operation 
was on,” said Ajay Sharma, divi¬ 
sional fire officer. 

Sharma said a team of fire¬ 
fighters was formed to find 
Kumar. “His body was found in¬ 
side his cabin. When we reached 
the spot, no one took responsibil¬ 
ity of the building, and as per pro¬ 
tocol, firefighters asked if anyone 
was trapped. We received no 
such information," said Sharma. 

Additional DCP (West) 
Sameer Sharma said Kumar’s 
family reached the spot after 
they couldn’t get through his 
phone. Kumar lived with his par¬ 


ents and brother in Prem Nagar. 

Garg said the fire spread to a 
godown next door as well, but 
was contained there. “The build¬ 
ings are 500 square yards in size 
and have no fire NOC," said Garg. 

Sharma said the setback area 
— three metres in size around 
the godown — had three tankers 
filled with oil. “One tanker had a 
capacity of 15,000-20,000 litres, 
and the other two had a capac¬ 
ity of 10,000 litres each. The area 
was used to store hazardous ma¬ 
terial,” said Sharma. 

The basement and the 
ground floor of the building had 
drums with 200 litres of oil each, 
and at least 12 oil drums burst in 
the presence of the firefighters. 
“We strategised and decided to 
begin cooling of the three 
tankers first,” said Sharma. 

Initially, five fire tenders were 
deployed. With the fire getting 
worse, by 7 pm at least 26 fire ten¬ 
ders were part of the mission. 
Garg said that the cause of the fire 
is yet to be determined. 
Additional DCP (West) said: 
“Investigation so far has revealed 
that the buildings are used to 
store lubricant oil. A case under 
IPC section 285 (negligent con¬ 
duct with respect to fire) against 
unknown persons has been reg¬ 
istered at Punjabi Bagh police sta¬ 
tion.” The godown owner is be¬ 
ing questioned, police said.

AT AROUND 11 pm, when 550 
out of the 5,762 votes polled in 
the Jawaharlal Nehm University 
Students’ Union (JNUSU) polls 
had been counted, the United 
Left Panel was leading comfort¬ 
ably in all four posts. 

For the post of President, 
AISA’s Aishe Ghosh was leading 
with 266 votes ahead of 
Ambedkarite BAPSA’s Jitendra 
Suna who got 108 votes. At the 
post of Vice-President, Secretary 
and Joint Secretary too, Left can¬ 
didates Saket Moon, Satish 
Chandra Yadav and Mohd Danish 
were ahead by 271,122 and 244 
votes respectively. 

While BAPSA-Fraternity al¬ 
liance was on second position in 
President and Secretary — the 
only two seats they are contest¬ 
ing — the ABVP was on the sec¬ 
ond spot in the positions of Vice- 
President and Joint Secretary. 

The election process was 


thrown into disarray following 
the Delhi High Court order ask¬ 
ing for a stay on the declaration 
of the poll results — the counting 
of votes, which was to begin at 9 
pm Friday, finally began at 3 pm 
Saturday, EC officials said. 

A part of the delay was due to 
the deadlock between the 
Election Committee (EC), student 
organisations and the adminis¬ 
tration. The problem continued 
through the day. 

In JNU, elections are held on 
ballot papers, and voting trends 
are announced by the EC after the 


counting of every few hundred 
votes. The EC decided Saturday 
that while the final result will not 
be announced, voting trends will 
continue to be announced until 
a certain point. 

“After several meetings with 
all student organisations, and an 
internal meeting of EC officials, it 
was decided that counting 
agents of the parties will have to 
sign an undertaking that they 
will not make public the last 150 
votes for the central panel seats, 
and the last bundle of votes 
(around 50) for the Councillor 


seats,” said an EC official, adding 
that the cumulative result at the 
end would also not be an¬ 
nounced. 

The tussle between the ad¬ 
ministration and students began 
late last night, when the EC, after 
deliberations, decided to begin 
counting at midnight. 

CEC Shashank Patel said, “The 
counting process which was 
started on September 6 at 11:55 
pm, had to be put on hold be¬ 
cause of a deadlock situation be¬ 
tween the students’ community 
decision about not following the 
GRC recommendations of under- 
taking to be given by counting 
agents, and also in regard to the 
declaration of final results.” 

“Because a consensus could 
not be reached after so many 
hours, Election Committee de¬ 
cided to resume the counting 
process with declaration of 
trends but the final result will be 
withheld," he added. 

GRC chairperson Umesh 
Kadam did not respond to calls 
and texts seeking a comment. 


In DUSU manifesto, ABVP hopes to tap 
into Article 370, AISA into fake degree

THE AKHIL Bharatiya Vidyarthi 
Parishad (ABVP) and the Left- 
wing All India Students’ 
Association (AISA) Saturday re¬ 
leased their manifestos for the 
upcoming Delhi University 
Students’ Union polls, to be held 
on September 12. 

ABVP, which is currently in 
power, is focussing on “five Ps” — 
parisar (campus), which includes 
construction of new hostels and 
establishment of East and West 
campuses: pathyakram (curricu¬ 
lum), which includes student rep¬ 
resentation in the DU Academic 


Council, remedial classes for SC, 
ST, OBC, and EWS students and fa¬ 
cilitating national integration un¬ 
der Centre’s Ek Bharat Shreshtha 
Bharat program; pravesh (admis¬ 
sion), which includes a cen¬ 
tralised hostel admission form 
and ‘one course one fee’ across 
different colleges; pareel<sha (ex¬ 
amination) involving supple¬ 
mentary examination for final- 
year students across all 
undergraduate and postgraduate 
courses and extra exam time for 
specially abled students; and 
parinam (result), which will en¬ 
sure pre-fixed dates for declara¬ 
tion of exam results. 

ABVP is also hoping to gain 
from the Centre’s decision to re¬ 


move Article 370 in Kashmir. Yogit 
Rathi, ABVP’s candidate for the 
post of Secretary, said, “ABVP’s 
protracted fight that began in 
1992 for abrogation of the dis¬ 
criminatory provisions of Article 
370 culminated in their revoca¬ 
tion on August 5. ABVP restates its 
commitment towards protecting 
as well as expanding the funda¬ 
mental right to freedom of speech 
and expression but solemnly 
warns against its abuse”. 

On the other hand, AISA’s 
campaign is, to a large extent, built 
on removing ABVP from campus. 
It is also raking up the issue of 
Ankiv Baisoya’s degree fiasco, al¬ 
leging that the ABVP hands out 
tickets to people with fake de¬ 


grees. “For the last few years, the 
ABVP has spread terror on cam¬ 
pus and indulged in violence... 
From threatening professors in 
the syllabus-making committee 
to illegally setting up the statue of 
Savarkar in Arts Faculty, the ABVP 
has resorted to unprecedented vi¬ 
olence on students,” the AISA said. 

Damini Kain, their presiden¬ 
tial candidate, said DUSU mem¬ 
bers had “fought against us (stu¬ 
dents) rather than for us”. On its 
agenda are Metro concessional 
passes, elections by ballot paper, 
hostels for all, among other 
things. AISA vice-president can¬ 
didate Aftab Alam said, “ Our fo¬ 
cus will be on removing PG mafia 
and constmcting hostels for all.

Professors enjoy Excise Dept

THE JAWAHARLAL Nehru 
University administration last 
month asked historian Romila 
Thapar for her CV in order to re¬ 
view her status as Professor 
Emerita. She is among 12 profes¬ 
sors who received the letter as 
they were over the age of 75. 

The move came after JNU’s 
Executive Council in August last 
year revised the varsity’s rules to 
ensure that a committee ap¬ 
pointed by the council would re¬ 
view the continuation of Emeritus 
Professors after they turn 75, 
“considering her/his health sta¬ 
tus, willingness, availability, uni¬ 
versity needs, etc so that more po¬ 
sitions will be available to other 
potential candidates”. 

TheJNU administration, in its 
statement last week, cited the 
case of Princeton University and 
MIT to argue that universities did 
“review academic contributions” 
of Emeritus Professors and even 
had the right to “rescind” such ap¬ 
pointments. The Sunday Express 
looks at where top universities — 
ranked among the top 10 in the 
latest QS Rankings 2020 — stand 
on the honorary status issue: 

■ Harvard University, at rank 
3, states that the title is "for life". 
"A faculty member assumes the 
emeritus/a status upon retire¬ 
ment when the faculty member 
(a) retires from a tenured faculty 
position and (b) has reached the 
age of 60 or more. If these two 
conditions are met, the faculty 
member's title automatically be¬ 
comes Professor of [Department], 
Emeritus/a upon retirement. If 
the individual held an endowed 
chair while active, that title also 
carries forward with the 
Emeritus/a designation. This ap¬ 
pointment remains active for the 
professor's lifetime," Harvard 
mles state. 

■ MIT (rank 1), which JNU had 
quoted, only says that those 
Professor Emeriti “who remain 
active at MIT” have to “report 
their outside professional activi¬ 
ties to their department heads

annually”. It does not talk of re¬ 
viewing the title of those not ac¬ 
tive at the university. 

■ Cambridge University, at 
rank 7, makes every retiring pro¬ 
fessor an Emeritus Professor: “A 
Professor or Reader who retires af¬ 
ter the age of sixty shall become 
an Emeritus Professor or Emeritus 
Reader, as the case may be, with¬ 
out statutory duties or powers”. 

■ Stanford University, at rank 
2, also doesn’t mention anything 
about a review. “Faculty mem¬ 
bers who become official 
University retirees receive the 
emeritus or emerita title autho¬ 
rised by the Board ofTrustees, and 
Academic Council members be¬ 
come Senior Members of the 
Academic Council with privileges 
of the floor and of service on com¬ 
mittees, but without the right to 
vote or hold office.” 

■ Oxford University, at rank 4, 
also simply states that the title is 
bestowed on “any person who 
has retired over the age of 60 from 
a professorship, including a per¬ 
sonal or titular professorship” and 
“any person who has retired from 
a professorship and on whom the 
title has been conferred by resolu¬ 
tion of Council”. 

■ The University of Chicago, 
at rank 10, also has no mention of 
a review period. “Faculty may re¬ 
tire at age fifty-five. A Faculty 
member who retires from a posi¬ 
tion on indefinite tenure or who 
retires from a Faculty position af¬ 
ter serving as a Faculty member 
for twenty years shall be desig¬ 
nated a Member Emeritus of the 
faculty,” university’s mles state. 

JNU Registrar Pramod Kumar 
said, “In JNU, the number of 
Emeritus Professors in every 
school is lopsided. Even within the 
school, some centres have more 
Emeritus professors. We wanted 
to re-evaluate how many people 
should get it, and for how long.”

THE EXQSE department raided an 
upmarket Thai restaurant and bar, 
Bo Tai Qutub, in South Delhi's 
Mehrauli early Saturday morning 
and seized non-duty paid liquor. 
The raid began at 1.40 am and a to¬ 
tal of six violations were found by 
police. The restaurant manager has 
been apprehended, said police. 

ACP (Excise Intelligence 
Bureau) Alok Kumar said: “We 
found at least 12 bottles of cham¬ 
pagne Dom Perigon Vintage 
2004, which is non-duty paid 
liquor (for sale in Haryana). Seven 
more suspected bottles have 
been seized.” 

Police said that the restaurant 
was mnning beyond permissible 
time limit of 1 am, and added that 
two bar counters were found op¬ 
erational and full bottles were 
served on tables. 

Kumar said that other viola¬ 
tions included an arrangement of 
79 seats, which is more than the 
permissible limit, and liquor on 
display at the show window of 
the restaurant. Kumar said, “The 
department will process the can¬ 
cellation of L17/L17F licence of the 
restaurant.” 

When The Sunday Express 
reached out to the owner of the 
restaurant, he said he was abroad, 
and refused to give a statement. 

Four wanted 
men arrested 

Ghaziabad: Four wanted men car¬ 
rying a reward of Rs 25,000 each 
were arrested by police following 
shootouts in three separate inci¬ 
dents since Friday evening. All the 
four arrested men and two po¬ 
licemen suffered gunshot injuries 
in the incidents.

In meetings with BJP leaders, 
workers push for GST cut 

Other suggestions include regularisation of unauthorised colonies, land pooling

DELHI BJP workers, in their 
meetings with Union ministers 
Prakash Javadekar, Hardeep 
Singh Puri and Nityanand Rai, 
who are overseeing Assembly 
poll preparation in the capital, 
have suggested that senior lead¬ 
ers reduce GST on some items, 
extend land-pooling policy to 
villages in green belts, and expe¬ 
dite the process of giving legal 
status to unauthorised colonies. 

A senior BJP leader said 
workers in the West district em¬ 
phasised on extension of the 
land-pooling policy, under 
which owners or groups of own¬ 
ers can pool land parcels of any 
size for development. Workers 
in another district-level meeting, 
on the other hand, suggested a 
decrease in GST on some items 
under the 18% tax slab. 

Several workers also said reg¬ 
ularisation of unauthorised 
colonies could be a game 
changer for the party in the elec¬ 
tions. Puri, the Union Urban 
Affairs Minister, had earlier an¬ 
nounced the Centre’s plan to 
confer ownership rights to resi¬ 
dents of unauthorised colonies 


in Delhi. The issue may be 
brought to the Cabinet soon. 

Delhi BJP general secretary 
Rajesh Bhatia said the three lead¬ 
ers are taking meetings in groups, 
and at least seven of the 14 dis¬ 
tricts have been covered. He said 
that besides feedback, the ses¬ 
sions are meant to send out a 
message that the party respects 
workers. District presidents, 
councillors, mandal presidents 
and officer bearers attend these 
meetings. 

Senior leaders present at the 
meet said Javadekar asked the 
workers to take help from Puri 
and Rai to get their problems 


solved. 

The Delhi BJP, which won all 
seven seats in the Lok Sabha 
polls, faces a harder task in the 
Assembly elections, where it will 
take on the Aam Aadmi Party. 

Recently, senior leadership 
of the party had told its state 
unit not to criticise various 
“freebies” being doled by AAP 
in the run-up to the polls, and 
to speak in “one voice” when it 
came to issues concerning the 
capital. Javadekar has till now 
met with Delhi BJP chief Manoj 
Tiwari, state general secretary 
organisation Siddharthan and 
MPs from the state. 


Protest near CM 
residence 

Members of BJP’s youth wing, 
the Bharatiyajanta Yuva Morcha, 
Saturday staged a protest near 
Chief Minister Arvind Kejriwal’s 
residence demanding that the 
Delhi government give prosecu¬ 
tion sanction in the 2016 JNU 
sedition case. The activists tried 
to move past a barricade near 
Kejriwal’s Flagstaff Road resi¬ 
dence, but were stopped by po¬ 
lice and taken to a nearby police 
station, from where they were re¬ 
leased later. They also raised slo¬ 
gans against the Delhi govern¬ 
ment and tore down posters and 
banners outside the Chief 
Minister’s residence. 

As reported by The Indian 
Express, the Delhi government is 
set to turn down a request for 
sanction to prosecute former 
JNU Students’ Union president 
Kanhaiya Kumar and others in a 
2016 sedition case. 

Kejriwal had Friday said the 
Delhi government has not yet 
taken any decision on the prose¬ 
cution sanction against Kumar 
and others. He added that the 
home department will take an 
appropriate decision after con¬ 
sidering all facts.

1 year on, key accused in 
Paytm case still at large

SONIA DHAWAN, a vice-presi¬ 
dent at Paytm who was arrested 
last year for allegedly conspiring 
to blackmail the company’s 
founder, has rejoined the organi¬ 
sation. But Noida Police, for the 
last one year, has struggled to 
gather evidence against a key ac¬ 
cused in the case, Kolkata resident 
Rohit Chomal, an NGO owner 
who had allegedly made extor¬ 
tion calls to the firm’s founder 
Vijay Shekhar Sharma and his 
brother Ajay Shekhar Sharma. 

Apart from Sonia, her hus¬ 
band Roopakjain, and Paytm 
staffer Devendra Jain were ar¬ 
rested on October 23, after a com¬ 
plaint was filed by Ajay alleging 
personal data theft and extortion 
at Sector 20 police station. They 
were arrested for allegedly trying 
to extort Rs 10 crore from Vijay. 

According to officers, Vijay’s 
elder brother Ajay Shekhar 
Sharma had already paid the ac¬ 
cused Rs 69 lakh. “Ajay named 
four accused in his complaint and 
alleged Chomal made the extor-

tion calls from his phone. He al¬ 
legedly made the first call to Ajay 
on September 20, and then a 
WhatsApp call to his brother 
Vijay. He asked them to transfer 
Rs 10 crore to his bank account, 
and threatened to make certain 
information public if they did not 
comply,” an officer said. 

Police claimed that the data, 
which was in the possession of 
Chomal, included passwords, 
bank details and company infor¬ 
mation. After arresting the trio, 
police had conducted several 
raids in Kolkata to nab him, but he 
remained untraced. He then ob¬ 
tained a stay order on his arrest 


from the Allahabad High Court, 
which stated police needed “suf¬ 
ficient evidence” to arrest him. 

“The investigation is over and 
the charges are being framed. The 
case rests with the prosecution 
and we will provide every coop¬ 
eration as and when required 
during trial. A chargesheet had 
been submitted in December 
which elaborates the findings of 
the police against the accused, in- 
cluding Rohit Chomal,” said 
Vaibhav Krishna, SSP (Gautam 
Budh Nagar). 

The then SSP (Gautam Budh 
Nagar) Ajay Pal Sharma had ear¬ 
lier said it had come to light dur¬ 
ing investigation that Chomal was 
Devendra’s friend. “He was hired 
after being assured of 20% of the 
extortion amount of Rs 10 crore... 
the phone numbers were pro¬ 
vided to him by Devendra, who 
also visited Kolkata several 
times,” the SSP said. 

An officer said Chomal’s arrest 
could shed more light on the case 
and help “tie up loose ends”. 

Sonia Dhawan, when con¬ 
tacted, said she is not in a position 
to comment on the case or her re¬ 
joining the company.

Woman 
‘sexually 
assaulted at 
gunpoint’ 

New Delhi: A 22-year-old man 
was arrested for allegedly sexu¬ 
ally assaulting a woman at gun¬ 
point, along with a friend in 
Rohini, said police. The accused, 
Kashim, is a resident of Kirari 
Suleman Nagar area, and was ar¬ 
rested Thursday. The other ac¬ 
cused is absconding. 

Police said the 20-year-old 
woman had filed a complaint on 
July 26 at Raj Park police station, 
alleging she was raped by two 
persons. “She alleged Kashim in¬ 
vited her to his birthday party at 
his flat, where the other accused 
was waiting. They allegedly sexu¬ 
ally assaulted her at gunpoint,” a 
senior police officer said. 

Kashim was allegedly pres¬ 
suring the woman to withdraw 
the complaint, said police, 
adding that he threatened to kill 
her if she didn’t. He had been ab¬ 
sconding since police registered 
an FIR against him. 

“During questioning, Kashim 
said he has two previous cases 
against him. He was out on bail 
when he allegedly raped the 
woman. He had been abscond¬ 
ing ever since,” said DCP (Rohini) 
S D Mishra. A country-made pis¬ 
tol and two live cartridges were 
recovered from the accused, he 
added. ENS

“BUILDINGS AND roads alone do 
not make a city,” said Balbir 
Singh Malik, a former govern¬ 
ment employee, at a press con¬ 
ference at Museo Camera mu¬ 
seum Saturday. With the 
Haryana Assembly elections ap¬ 
proaching, a group of profession¬ 
als and experts have pooled in 
their expertise for a Citizens’ 
Charter of Demands, with a fo¬ 
cus on the seats of Gurgaon and 
Badshahpur. Listing 11 areas of 
focus, the charter would be sent 
to each contesting candidate in 
the two seats to derive a com¬ 
mitment from them that it 
would be fulfilled. 

“Gurgaon is a planning disas¬ 
ter. Even smaller cities are better 
planned,” said Sarika Panda, an 
architect, demanding a public 
consultation process for the 
Master Plan of2030, and fixing a 
permanent deadline for it. 
Education and healthcare were 
among issues discussed. “In the 
past few decades, there has been 
a neglect of government schools 
and private schools have cropped 
up,” said Malik, demanding that 
government schools in all sectors 
of Gurgaon and four district-level 


hospitals be set up, along with 
community health centres. 

Highlighting environmental 
degradation and its link to wors¬ 
ening water and air, the group 
demanded that the Aravallis be 
declared protected under the 
Punjab Land Protection Act, to 
stop constmction work there. “If 
Aravallis suffer degradation, the 
city will become unlivable,” said 
Arti Jaiman, a former journalist. 

“Every year, groundwater 
level in Gurgaon drops by 2 me¬ 
tres... Rainwater harvesting is 
key,” said Khushpar Dahiya, a rep¬ 
resentative of the Gurgaon Water 
Fomm. Kalpana Viswanath from 
Safety Pin NGO demanded more 
walkable spaces with adequate 
lighting and better public trans¬ 
port with last-mile connectivity 
to ensure safe mobility of women. 

Shubhra Puri from Gurgaon 
First NGO emphasised on a de¬ 
centralised system of waste 
management. IshraqThameem, 
a former corporate sector profes- 
sional, highlighted that there 
was a lack of places of worship 
for minority communities. 

Nisha Singh, a city councillor, 
said that “over the last five years, 
the MCG has been weakened by 
taking away the funds and func¬ 
tions”. She also demanded that 
vacant posts be filled. 


12 men held 
for duping 
over 225 



The accused cheated the 
people of Rs 13 crore in two 
years, said police

TWELVE MEN were arrested for 
allegedly duping over 200 peo¬ 
ple by making them invest in bo¬ 
gus insurance plans and bene¬ 
fits. Police said they had allegedly 
cheated around 225 people of 
Rs 13 crore in the last two years. 

Police said the accused in¬ 
clude Prabhat Singh, Rupesh, 
Jitender, Robin Mathew, Dalip 
Singh, Vishal, Ranjan Garg, Vicky 
Dhawan, Raj Kumar, Ram Gopal, 
Jitender Singh and Kanhaiya 
Rajput. 

Police said a 63-year-old re¬ 
tired bank manager lodged a 
complaint on July 26, and alleged 
that the accused had cheated 
him of more than Rs 20 lakh by 
inducing him to invest in various 
insurance plans. The com¬ 
plainant had deposited the 
amount in the various accounts 
from April 20,2018, to May 21, 
2019. 

But when he asked for the 
money in May, the accused 
avoided him and demanded 
more investments, after which 
he reported the matter to police. 

During investigation, police 
analysed the alleged account 
statements, and found that over 
Rs 13 crore was transferred in 
these fake accounts from over 
225 people across the country. 
“Prabhat was arrested while he 
was withdrawing money from 
one of the accounts. On his in¬ 
stance, the other ten accused 
were arrested from Gurgaon and 
Faridabad,” said S D Mishra, DCP 
(Rohini). 

Explaining their modus- 
operandi, police said they first 
opened bank accounts using 
fake names and addresses and 
passed the details to their associ¬ 
ates, who were running the fake 
call centres. 

“The ‘call centre’ employees 
would contact the people and 
convince them to invest in their 
fake investment plans. When 
they would transfer the money 
into their bank accounts, the call 
centre owners would pass the 
information to their associates, 
who later withdrew the 
amount,” police said. Eight SIM 
cards, four cheque books and five 
ATM cards have been recovered 
from their possession. 


SDMC’s solar plant project at Faridabad in 
limbo as Haryana govt puts new charges

THE SOUTH Delhi Municipal 
Corporation’s (SDMC) Faridabad 
solar power plant project has hit 
a roadblock as the Haryana gov¬ 
ernment has imposed extra 
charges that were not part of the 
initial agreement, officials said. 

The plan to construct a 2.5 
MW solar plant in Faridabad was 
chalked out last December when 
certain surcharges had been 
done away with under the new 
solar policy. DMRC and some vil¬ 
lages in Faridabad would have

been supplied power from the 
plant. 

“We made this plan when the 
solar policy of the Haryana gov¬ 
ernment allowed a few subsidies 
but the charges have increased 


now. We sent a letter to the 
Haryana government two 
months ago about the estimate 
and haven’t heard back yet, but 
the project seems unviable,” said 
SDMC chief engineer (electrical) 
R K Sharma. The plant was to be 
spread over nine acres and re¬ 
quires funding of around Rs 15 
crore. 

Last year, the SDMC and the 
Solar Energy Corporation of India 
(SECI) entered into an agreement 
to develop a 27.5 MW grid-con¬ 
nected solar power project. The 
105-acre Ghumanhera project in 
Najafgarh, worth over Rs 100 
crore, will have a capacity of 25 


MW, and the Faridabad plant of 
2.5 MW. 

T K Sharma, Chief Engineer of 
Haryana Power Purchase Centre, 
said,“New surcharges were 
added to Haryana’s solar policy 
in March. Solar power works only 
in the daytime and it takes 24 
hours to start a thermal plant. We 
cannot have too much solar 
power as it cannot work at night, 
and thermal power plants shut 
down if it goes under 50% pro¬ 
duction capability. This was a 
limitation. But we are encourag¬ 
ing solar power in the state.” 

The Delhi government did 
not comment on the matter.

The New York Times lauded India’s 
“engineering prowess and decades 
of space development”. “While 
India may not have stuck the 
landing on its first try, its attempt 
highlighted how its engineering 
prowess and decades of space 
development have combined with 
its global ambitions,” the report 
said. “The partial failure of the 
Chandrayaan-2 mission — an 
orbiter remains in operation — 
would delay the country’s bid to 
join an elite club of nations that 
have landed in one piece on the 
moon’s surface,” it said.

The Washington Post in its 
headline “India’s first attempt to 
land on the moon appears to have 
failed” said the mission had been a 
source of “immense national 
pride”. “Social media erupted in 
support of the space agency and its 
scientists despite the setback...” it 
said. “One of the successes of 
India’s space program has been its 
cost-effectiveness. Chandrayaan-2 
cost $141 million, a small fraction 
of what the United States spent on 
its historic Apollo moon mission,” 
the report said.

The BBC wrote the mission had 
made global headlines because it 
was “so cheap”. “The budget for 
Avengers: Endgame, for instance, 
was more than double at an 
estimated USD 356 million. But 
this isn’t the first time ISRO has 
been hailed for its thrift. Its 2014 
Mars mission cost USD 74 million, 
a tenth of the budget for the 
American Maven orbiter,” it said. 

ALJAZEERA 

Under the headline ‘India’s space 
hopes dashed for now with loss of 
lunar lander’, A1 Jazeera’s article 
read, “The moment India had 
waited years for...arrived as a time 
of silence and bitter 
disappointment”. The article also 
noted the low-cost budget of the 
project, stating, “This achievement 
on the moon would have been 
even more astonishing because 
after a series of very expensive 
setbacks — including an aborted 
initial launch.”

SEEKING TO rally the nation around the 
Indian Space Research Organisation (ISRO), 
Prime Minister Narendra Modi on Saturday 
said there would be a “new dawn and 
brighter tomorrow very soon”. 

In an address that was broadcast live 
hours after ISRO’s plan to soft land 
Chandrayaan-2’s Vikram module on the lu¬ 
nar surface did not go as per script, Modi 
told ISRO scientists that the nation was 
proud of them and stood with them. 

“We came very close but we need to 
cover more ground in the times to come. 
Learning from today will make us stronger 
and better. The nation is proud of our 
space programme and scientists. The best 
is yet to come in our space programme. 
There are new frontiers to discover and 
new places to go. India is with you,” 
he said. 

“I can proudly say the effort was worth it 
and so was the journey. It will make us 
stronger and better. There will be a new 
dawn and brighter tomorrow very soon... I 
am with you, nation is with you.” 

Modi watched the proceedings at the 
mission operations complex in Bengaluru as 
the lander began its descent around 1.40 am 
on Saturday, and came back at 8 am to ad¬ 
dress the scientists. 

“I could feel and sense your despon¬ 
dency and emotions last night. I was 
among you when communication was lost. 
There are several unanswered questions, 
but I am sure you will find the answers,” he 
said. “You came as close as you could, look 
ahead.” 

After his address, Modi gave a long and 
tight hug to the visibly disappointed and 
emotional ISRO chief, K Sivan. 

Modi also recalled ISRO’s several suc¬ 
cessful missions, including the Mars Orbiter 
Mission, to assert that there is no failure in 
science, but only experiments and efforts. 
He called ISRO an “encyclopedia of suc-

cesses” and said a few moments of disap¬ 
pointment could not push its flight “out of 
trajectory”, and that nothing could stop 
India from realising its dreams in the 21st 
century. 

Later in the day, the PM repeated his 
observations in Aurangabad in 
Maharashtra. 

The unwavering dedication and determi¬ 
nation displayed by ISRO scientists was an 
attribute that leads and makes the nation 
great, he said, adding that India’s space scien¬ 
tists were more determined than ever to pur¬ 
sue their mission of landing a spacecraft on 
the Moon. 

“All of us know about Chandrayaan. Our 
scientists had set a huge goal. They made 
every effort, and worked relentlessly for 
years. They gave their best. But some prob¬ 
lem developed... Yesterday night and today 
morning, I was with our scientists at ISRO. 
They had become emotional. But they were 
also more determined. Ready to take up the 
challenge with renewed energy and deter¬ 
mination, taking lessons from what hap¬ 
pened,” Modi said. 

Modi was on a day’s visit to Mumbai and 
Aurangabad where he inaugurated Metro 
and AURIC (Aurangabad Industrial City) proj¬ 
ects respectively.

The men and women behind India’s Mission Moon 


From developing launch rockets to configuring 
and assembling spacecraft systems, they are 
among those who played a key role in the project 


K SIVAN, CHAIRMAN, ISRO 

A month before the launch of Chandrayaan-2 mission, the phleg¬ 
matic rocket scientist from Tamil Nadu, did not mince words 
when he said that the final descent towards the surface of the 
Moon by the Vikram lander would be among the most terrifying 
moments in ISRO's history. Since taking over as chairman in 2018, 
Sivan, 62, has driven the Chandrayaan-2 mission to realisation 
despite multiple delays, including technical problems with the Vikram lander. The 
ISRO veteran has spent over 36 years in the organisation and served in the past as di¬ 
rector of Vikram Sarabhai Space Centre and the Liquid Propulsion Systems Centre 
— the primary centres for development of rocket technologies for the space agency. 

His innovations to mission design in ISRO’s workhorse and highly consistent 
PSLV rocket programme has been a bedrock for the development of bigger rockets 
such as GSLV Mk II and III. “He is the chief architect of 6D trajectory simulation soft¬ 
ware, SITARA, the backbone of real-time and non-real-time trajectory simulations 
of all ISRO launch vehicles. He was responsible for commissioning world-class sim¬ 
ulation facility in ISRO for mission synthesis and analysis, which is used for mission 
design...” says Sivan’s ISRO profile. 

A PhD in aerospace from IIT Bombay, Sivan has a Masters in aerospace from IISc 
and is an aeronautics engineering graduate from IIT Madras. 



LAUNCH VEHICLE TEAM 

SSOMANATH, 
DIRECTOR, VIKRAM

Somanath is one of the 
key rocket scientists be- 
hind development of 
ISRO's heaviest rocket, 
GSLV Mk III, which launched Chandrayaan- 
2, and is being geared for launch of the first 
Indian human space mission, the 
Gaganyaan mission, around 2022. After 
Chandrayaan-2 mission experienced a hic¬ 
cup on July 15 this year, when the launch 
was aborted due to a technical glitch, 
Somanath's team put the GSLV Mk III back 
on track in a week for launch on July 22. 

Somanath has also been involved in de¬ 
velopment of throttle-able engines for 
ISRO's space programme, which allows it 
to develop new rockets. The throttle-able 
engine technology was present on 
Chandrayaan-2's Vikram lander — it was 
key to reducing the lander's velocity before 
landing on the Moon. Somanath was also 
the project director for a December 2014 
GSLV Mk III development mission where a 
Crew Module Atmospheric Re-Entry 


Experiment — a precursor to the human 
space flight — was successfully demon¬ 
strated. 

An ISRO veteran, with over 30 years of 
service, Somanath has a Masters' degree in 
aerospace engineering from the IISc. 

V NARAYANAN, 
DIRECTOR, LIQUID 
PROPULSION 
SYSTEMS CENTRE 

Shortly after GSLV Mk III 
rocket successfully put 
Chandrayaan-2 space¬ 
craft in its desired orbit in space on July 22, 
ISRO's Liquid Propulsion Systems Centre 
(LPSC) put out a message congratulating its 
scientists for the the successful launch. 
“L110 and C25 stages delivered by LPSC per¬ 
formed brilliantly during the launch,” the 
message said, in a reference to the perform¬ 
ance of the twin L110 or liquid fuel Vikas 
engines and the C25 cryogenic engine — 
both designed and developed by LPSC. The 
centre's director, Narayanan, is one of the 
foremost experts on cryogenic propulsion 
technologies — a technology denied to 
India in the past — and is a former project 
director for the C25 cryogenic project.

A longstanding 
member of the digital systems group at 
ISRO's U R Rao Satellite Centre (formerly 
ISRO Satellite Centre), she served as associ¬ 
ate director for Chandrayaan-2 mission be¬ 
fore being appointed as the project director. 

Vanitha won the best woman scientist 
award from the Astronautical Society of 
India in 2006 and was featured by interna¬ 
tional science journal Nature among its list 
of scientists to watch out for in 2019. 

RITU KARIDHAL, 
MISSION DIRECTOR, 
CHANDRAYAAN-2 

An aerospace engineer, 
Karidhal has been re¬ 
sponsible for guiding 
Chandrayaan-2 space¬ 
craft through its space 
journey. She held overall responsibility for 


insertion of the spacecraft into the lunar or¬ 
bit, and for its final descent on Moon. She 
was an operations director, assisting mis¬ 
sion director V Kesava Raju for ISRO's Mars 
mission in 2013-14. 

Karidhal has a Masters degree in aero¬ 
space engineering from IISc and comes 
from Lucknow.

The Sena chiefs comments 
come amid reports that the BJP 
and Sena are hardening their po¬ 
sitions on sharing of seats. As per 
reports, the Sena wants the BJP 
to adhere to the 50:50 formula, 


however, poll managers of the 
BJP are arguing for more seats to 
accommodate leaders from 
Opposition parties and its 
“growing political might”. Of the 
total 288 seats, the BJP and the 
Sena have agreed to allocate 18 
seats to smaller allies, but a for¬ 
mal deal is yet to be worked out.

Selja takes charge of 
Haryana Cong, will 
not contest polls

HARYANA CONGRESS'S newly 
appointed president Kumari 
Selja on Saturday sought to pres¬ 
ent a united face of the faction- 
ridden party, which she said, will 
fight the Assembly polls collec¬ 
tively by moving in “fast-forward 
mode”. Selja said she will not 
contest the state election. 

“Elections are near. We need 
to enter jointly in the electoral 
field. Due to paucity of time our 
challenges have increased. We 
will collectively fight the assem¬ 
bly polls by moving in fast for¬ 
ward mode. I will, however, not 
contest the election,” Selja said 
after formally taking charge as 
the state party chief here. 

Addressing the media, Selja 
admitted that she got the respon¬ 
sibility a “little late”, but “we ac¬ 
cept the challenge”. She mled out 
any alliance for the polls that are 
likely to be held in October. 

Former state party president 
Ashok Tanwar and former 
Congress Legislative Party (CLP) 
leader Kiran Chaudhary did not 
attend the event. 

Selja, however, said that “all 
are part of party and will work 
collectively in the coming days”. 


Haryana Congress in-charge 
and party general secretary 
Ghulam Nabi Azad, who was 
present, too downplayed the ab¬ 
sence of the two key party lead¬ 
ers. “They could not have come 
because of some reason,” Azad 
told reporters, adding “It (change 
in organisation) is a continuous 
process. Change is there always 
in organisation.” 

Azad, however, praised both 
Tanwar and Chaudhary for their 
contributions in strengthening 
the party. “The party felt the re¬ 
sponsibility should be given to 
those who have long experience 
in administration and organisa¬ 
tion. But it does not mean that 
the former CLP leader or the for¬ 
mer state unit president were 
weak leaders,” he added. 

In a bid to end factionalism in 
Haryana, the Congress earlier this 
week named Selja as state party 
chief and appointed former chief 
minister Bhupinder Singh Hooda 
head of the election manage¬ 
ment committee. Congress pres- 
ident Sonia Gandhi also ap¬ 
pointed Hooda as the CLP leader, 
and by virtue of that Leader of 
Opposition in the Assembly. 

Hooda was present when 
Selja, a four-time Lok Sabha MP 
and currently member of Rajya 
Sabha, took charge.

He con¬ 
tinued, “I am saying this is an ex¬ 
citing time because transparency 
in the system is coming during 
Modiji's stint as Prime Minister. 
We are moving ahead in the di¬ 
rection of a transparent life. 
Because of this, the image of the 
forest department that was not 
very good is also changing.” 

The minister said that 
foresters have been given smart¬ 
phones with an application that 
records whether each of them 
has walked at least 10 km every 


day. “New accountability is be¬ 
ing set,” he said. 

India has 24 per cent tree 
cover and 15,000 sq km tree 
cover has increased in the past 
five years, he said, adding that 77 
per cent of the world's tigers are 
in India, the country has 30,000 
elephants and 2,000 rhinoceros. 

Speaking about the Centre's 
policies, Javadekar stressed that 
mles and regulations need to be 
framed so that people encourage 
tree planting. He said that by ens¬ 
uring adequate food and water in 
the forests, the problem of man- 
animal conflict can be tackled. 


People’s Tribunal starts hearing on NRC

A SEVEN-MEMBERjury, includ¬ 
ing former Supreme Court judge 
Madan B Lokur and former Chief 
Justice of Delhi High Court 
Justice A P Shah, began a two- 
day public hearing on the Assam 
citizenship issue on Saturday. 

The People's Tribunal, a pub¬ 
lic hearing on “Constitutional 
processes and human cost”, is 
being organised by civil society 
groups. The jury will hear indi¬ 
vidual testimonies of people 
from Assam participating in the 
process of updating the National 
Registry of Citizenship (NRC) and 


legal experts. 

The hearing is aimed at edu¬ 
cating the public “on what is be¬ 
ing called the largest citizenship 
purges in history,” advocate 
Prashant Bhushan said. 

Terming citizenship “the 
right to have rights”, advocate 
Gautam Bhatia told the jury 
about what he called the lack of 
transparency in the Supreme 
Court's supervision of the 
process. He also criticised the 
time-lines set by the top court to 
publish the updated NRC. 
“When people's citizenship is in 
question the criterion must be 
fairness, not fitness,” Bhatia said. 

Testifying before the tribunal, 
Masuma Begum, a 25-year-old 


social activist from Assam, said 
she was left out of the NRC even 
as her parents and siblings fea¬ 
tured in the list. “If people like 
me, who have access to informa¬ 
tion and legal resources, have 
been left out unfairly, what 
about the poor and uneducated 
in the state,” she asked. 

Discussing the legal 
processes involved in updating 
the NRC, lawyers and people 
from Assam criticised the work¬ 
ing of the Foreigners' Tribunals 
in the state. “There is a pattern of 
religious and linguistic bias in 
the functioning of the tribunals,” 
activist Teesta Setalvad said. 

Justice Shah said, “The term 
for members of the Foreigners' 


Tribunal must be increased from 
one year, and their transfers 
must be handled by the High 
Court to ensure due process.” 

Besides Justices Lokur and 
Shah, the tribunal jury com¬ 
prises Prof Faizan Mustafa (vice- 
chancellor of NALSAR University 
of Law), Syeda Hamid (former 
member of Planning Commi¬ 
ssion), Deb Mukherjee (former 
ambassador to Bangladesh), Gita 
Hariharan (founder-member of 
Indian Writers' Forum) and Prof 
Monirul Hussain (Chair 
Professor at the Centre for North 
East Studies and Policy Research 
at Jamia Millia Islamia). The jury 
will present its findings and an¬ 
nounce a decision on Sunday.

Predator more powerful than 
his prey, Ramani tells court

JOURNALIST PRIYA Ramani on 
Saturday told a Delhi court that 
her tweet against former Union 
Union minister M J Akbar was 
meant to highlight “the fact that 
we normalise sexual miscon¬ 
duct”, and “we do not take it se¬ 
riously" unless such action re¬ 
sults in physical assault. 

Ramani made the submission 
while recording her statement in 
the criminal defamation com¬ 
plaint filed by Akbar against her. 

Appearing before Additional 
Chief Metropolitan Magistrate 
Samar Vishal’s court, Ramani said, 
“I used the word predator (in 
tweet) in the context of my per¬ 
sonal experience with Akbar and 
shared experiences of many other 
women. I also used the word to 
emphasise and highlight the dif¬ 
ference in age, influence and power 
between Akbar and myself." 

Talking about Akbar, who was 
her editor at The Asian Age news¬ 
paper when the alleged miscon¬ 
duct took place, Ramani said: “I 
was a young journalist. He was a 


famous editor, 20 years older 
than me, who called me to his 
bedroom in a hotel for a job in¬ 
terview. A predator is more pow¬ 
erful than his prey.” 

In 2018, Ramani had levelled 
allegations of sexual misconduct 
and harassment against Akbar, 
who subsequently resigned as 
the Union Minister of State for 
External Affairs and filed the 
defamation case. 

On Saturday, Ramani made the 
deposition under oath during her 
examination-in-chief. The court 
adjourned the matter for Monday, 
when her examination-in-chief is 
expected to conclude and her 
cross-examination by Akbar’s 
counsel is expected to commence. 

Ramani was talking about her 
tweet dated October 8,2018, in 
which she wrote, “I began this 
piece (her article in Vogue maga¬ 
zine) with my MJ Akbar story. 
Never named him because he did¬ 
n’t “do” anything. Lots of women 
have worse stories aboutthis pred¬ 
ator — maybe they will share.” 

Ramani was asked by her 
counsel, senior advocate Rebecca 
John, whether she wrote the 
tweet. She replied in the affirma¬ 


tive and said, “Almost exactly a 
year after my Vogue article, the 
MeToo movement began gaining 
momentum in India on 
Twitter...many women... began 
naming people who sexually ha¬ 
rassed them at workplace.” 

Ramani told the court that af¬ 
ter seeing all these women she 
was compelled to speak up about 
her alleged experience with 
Akbar in 1993. “So I removed 
anonymity that I had given Akbar 
in Vogue article one year ago and 
named him as the editor who had 
sexually harassed me. I tweeted 
linking my Vogue article. I 
tweeted that I began this piece 
with my MJ Akbar story. I have ex- 
plained that only the first four 
paragraphs of the Vogue article 
were about the 1993 incident. I 
said I never named him because 
he did “not” do anything.” 

She submitted: “I used the 
inverted commas to denote sar¬ 
casm. Sexual harassment can 
take many forms... By saying he 
did not “do” anything, I was hon¬ 
estly disclosing that there was no 
overt physical attack. But that did 
not excuse Mr Akbar’s sexually 
coloured behavior...” 


On CJ’s decision to quit, 
jurists’ opinion divided, 
lawyers plan protest

A DAY after the resignation of 
Madras High Court Chief Justice 
V KTahilramani, opinion was di¬ 
vided among jurists in Tamil 
Nadu over the Supreme Court 
collegium’s decision to transfer 
her to a much smaller Meghalaya 
High Court, even as Madras HC 
lawyers prepare to abstain work 
on September 10 to protest what 
they called an “arbitrary” deci¬ 
sion of the collegium. 

Tahilramani, who was a judge 
in Mumbai HC, became Madras 
HC Chief Justice in August 2018. 

After Justice Tahilramani os¬ 
tensibly disclosed her decision to 
resign to her colleagues at a din¬ 
ner on Friday, and it was con¬ 
firmed that she had sent her res¬ 
ignation to President Ram Nath 
Kovind, senior lawyer of Madras 
High Court RVaigai on Saturday 
said that the collegium’s decision 
was “arbitrary, to say the least.” 

The SC, she pointed out, had 
set some relevant factors for such 
transfers: “If the judge is mired in 
controversies, or their relatives 
(are) practising in the same court, 
or if there is a litigation against 
the judge, or for better adminis¬ 
tration of justice.” 

Among these, she said, the 
first three can be “ruled out eas¬ 
ily” in Chief Justice Tahilramani’s 
case. “If the fourth factor (better 
administration of justice) is the 
reason for her transfer, she was 
already working as the acting 
Chief Justice of Mumbai HC be¬ 
tween 2017 and 2018. She was 
found suitable to head Madras 
HC by a collegium in which the 
current CJI was a member. When 
there was no controversy against 
her, what new factor has 
emerged to disturb her position 
now,”Vaigai asked. 

But retired judge of Madras 
High Court, K Chandru, said, 
“When the Madras HC has the 
dubious distinction of having 
over 6 lakh cases pending and the 
decision of transfer was taken by 
a collegium comprising senior- 
most judges in the country, it has

to be accepted.” 

Two other senior jurists of 
Madras HC, who spoke to The 
Sunday Express on the issue on 
the condition of anonymity, had 
different opinions on collegium’s 
decision. While one of them 
agreed with the collegium’s de¬ 
cision and cited several reasons 
to justify Justice Tahilramani’s 
transfer, his colleague said it is 
easy to attribute motives and 
criticise the collegium’s decision 
since the alleged reasons about 
her performance as CJ for the 
transfer was applicable to others 
too, who got elevated to SC in¬ 
stead of facing a transfer. 

Vaigai said that Justice S 
Manikumar of Madras HC, who 
is now recommended to become 
CJ of Kerala HC by the collegium, 
was junior to Justice Tahilramani. 
“Justice Tahilramani was not con¬ 
sidered to head any bigger high 
courts, but only a smaller HC in 
Meghalaya with just two judges. 
Justice Mittal, who is to replace 
Justice Tahilramani in Madras HC, 
was considered unfit by Justice 
Gogoi-led collegium in January 
2018 to become the CJ of 
Himachal Pradesh HC. His junior 
was later posted as Himachal CJ. 
Justice Mittal, with very little ex¬ 
perience and who became a High 
Court Chief Justice only this year, 
is now being posted in Madras HC 
now. How can you say Justice 
Tahilramani’s transfer to 
Meghalaya was for ‘better admin¬ 
istration of justice’,” she asked. 

Meanwhile, a group of 
lawyers in Madras HC have de¬ 
cided to organise a protest on 


Monday against the collegium’s 
decision. 

This will come after Punjab 
lawyers had expressed discon¬ 
tent and demanded a fair deal for 
Justice Mittal by giving a “better 
HC” than Meghalaya, and 
Telangana lawyers protested two 
days ago against the transfer of 
Justice P V Sanjay Kumar, the sen¬ 
ior-most judge of the court, to 
Punjab and Haryana HC as a jun- 
iorjudge. 

Criticising the protests, re¬ 
tired Justice Chandru said such 
transfers have taken place in the 
past as well. He took the exam¬ 
ples of Justice Kannan 
Krishnanmoorthy, who was 
transferred to Punjab and 
Haryana HC and served his full 
term, apparently over opposition 
to the appointment of one more 
Brahmin judge in Madras HC by 
certain political parties when K 
Balakrishnan was the CJI. 

Chief Justice of Manipur HC, 
R Sudhakar, was transferred re¬ 
cently from the position of CJ of 
a much biggerjammu & Kashmir 
HC but there was no protest, 
Justice Chandru pointed out. 

He also noted that senior 
judges of Madras HC have mostly 
been appointed only in High 
Courts of Kerala, Karnataka, 
Andhra Pradesh, Gujarat, 
Rajasthan, Jharkhand, 

Chhattisgarh and Odisha, but 
never get appointed as CJs of 
Bombay or Madhya Pradesh or 
Kolkata HCs. 

“No one explains vagaries be¬ 
hind this decision-making 
process,” he said. “Also, when 
judges from smaller HCs like 
Jharkhand and Chhattisgarh 
were appointed as CJ of Madras 
HC, it was often (seen as) a quan¬ 
tum jump for them, as they come 
from a three-member HC to a 75 
member High Court. When 
Justice Tahilramani’s transfer was 
made by the collegium consist¬ 
ing of senior-most judges, when 
there was no malafide attributed, 
when there is no involvement of 
government in the process, one 
cannot presume that Justice 
Tahilramani’s transfer was a vic¬ 
timisation,” he said. 


Court spells out steps to record Cong says facts should emerge,

A DELHI court hearing the 
Unnao rape and accident case on 
Saturday issued instructions to 
hold in-camera proceedings at 
the AIIMS trauma centre to 
record testimony of the victim. 

District and Sessions Judge 
Dharmesh Sharma directed that 
recording of testimony of the 
victim will begin on September 
11 and continue on a day-to-day 
basis until it is completed. 

This comes after the Delhi 
High Court granted the trial court 
permission to hold trial proceed¬ 
ings inside Jai Prakash Narayan 
Apex Trauma Centre of AIIMS. 

Expelled BJP MLA from UP 
Kuldeep Singh Sengar is accused 


in the rape case and has also been 
booked for murder in the accident 
case, in which the victim and her 
lawyer sustained serious injuries 
while her two aunts died. 

In his order, Judge Sharma 
said the CBI counsel, Ashok 
Bhartendu, and counsel for the 
complainant should reach AIIMS 
by 10 am for the proceedings. 
The court also directed that 
CCTV cameras installed inside 
the seminar hall or court will re¬ 
main switched off, while they 
should be functional outside the 
temporary courtroom. 

“The victim/survivor shall be 
brought on a stretcher/trolley 
and shall be stationed at the right 
side of the dais in the seminar 
hall so that she faces the court 
and not the learned counsel for 
the parties,” the order read. 


The court also directed that 
only one associate for the com¬ 
plainant, and not more than two 
associates for both accused per¬ 
sons — MLA Sengar and co-ac¬ 
cused Shashi Singh — should be 
present to assist the main coun¬ 
sel in conducting the victim’s 
cross-examination, and they 
need not be present in robes. 

“It is directed that MS Trauma 
Centre, AIIMS, and doctors attend¬ 
ing upon her shall appear every 
morning on the day of deposition 
of the victim/survivor in the sem- 
inar hall at 10 am and make a 
statement certifying [her] med¬ 
ical condition,” the court said. 

It asked Tihar Jail authorities to 
make special arrangements and 
ensure that both accused reach the 
venue. The CBI has been directed 
to ensure security arrangements.

judges cannot be considered a 
routine transfer and is a virtual 
demotion,” senior CPM leader 
Brinda Karat said.

“WE NO longer have to beg or 
steal from the men to pay tuition 
fee for our children,” says Samsa 
Begum, 34, as the women 
around her nod in agreement. 

The women, part of a Self 
Help Group (SHG) from 
Arakhapalli village in Khordha 
district, are elated that they have 
made Rs 1.7 lakh in profit this 
year after selling the harvest 
from a pisciculture project set up 
last year under the Odisha gov¬ 
ernment’s Mission Shakti. 

Now overseeing six lakh SHGs 
with 69 lakh women, Mission 
Shakti, which the Naveen Patnaik- 
led BJD government began in 
2001, ensures government de¬ 
partments help SHGs with sus¬ 
tainable income practices and 
lifestyle changes. This is an im- 
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provement over the usual thrift- 
and-credit mechanism of SHGs, 
where women lend to each other 
or leverage bank loans. 

In Arakhapalli village, 
women SHGs have been encour¬ 
aged to take up pisciculture, with 
Mission Shakti and the state 
Fishery Department leasing 
ponds to women for Rs 2,000 
per acre per year, against market 
rates of about Rs 50,000. 

The government also provides 
around 60 per cent of the project 
cost as subsidy. In the case of the 
Arakhapalli SHG, that works out 


to Rs 90,000 in subsidies to pur¬ 
chase fingerlings, food and medi¬ 
cines for the fish. The subsidy, the 
women members say, helped 
them make a windfall profit in the 
first year of the project. 

“Money in the hands of mral 
women or semi-poor, urban 
women has a far greater impact 
on communities than money in 
the hands of men,” says 
Commissioner-cum-Director, 
Mission Shakti, Sujata 
Karthikeyan. “Industrialisation 
does boost the state economy, but 
the micro economy has to be 
boosted with the help of women.” 

Explaining the need for sub¬ 
sidies and low rents (on ponds), 
Karthikeyan adds, “The aim is also 
that SHGs graduate to micro en¬ 
terprises. The government has to 
handhold up to a level, but after 
that, the SHGs will be able to fully 
compete in the free market”. 

To increase the lure of eco¬ 



nomic ventures for Odisha’s 
women, Mission Shakti is incu¬ 
bating those that combine food 
security with an income source. 
“Women-led pisciculture is also 
a food-security project because 


their children and the larger 
community get to eat some of 
the fish cultivated, fresh and 
without any additional ex¬ 
pense,” says Shri Pati, a consult¬ 
ant with Mission Shakti. 



Several SHGs under Mission 
Shakti also run Take Home Ration 
(THR) units, where they produce, 
pack and sell ‘chhatua’, a nutri¬ 
tious food made by mixing 
roasted wheat, Bengal gram, nuts 


and sugar in a mandated propor¬ 
tion. While the income from 
THRs are modest, women work¬ 
ing there say they are happy to be 
doing the work because chhattua 
mixed with milk is an inexpen¬ 
sive and effective deterrent 
against child malnutrition. 

“We feed the children of a 
cluster of villages as well as our 
own,” says Sudiptaa Sahu, who 
works with a THR unit in 
Bolagarh. “Money comes second.” 

Mission Shakti is in the process 
of setting up a Management 
Information System (MIS) that will 
give details of how many of its six 
lakh SHGs are engaged in a partic¬ 
ular economic activity. 

In its 2019 election mani¬ 
festo, the BJD had promised to 
provide business worth Rs 5,000 
to women SHGs, with a profit of 
about Rs 500 crore. 

A few kilometers away, in 
Ghorodia village, another SHG 


registered under Mission Shakti 
reads electricity meters in the lo¬ 
cality. Women, many of whom 
haven’t studied beyond high 
school, use smart phones to gen¬ 
erate bills, collect fees and sub¬ 
mit the collection to electricity 
distributor FEDCO (Feedback 
Energy Distribution Company). 

“We (women) make better 
collection agents because peo¬ 
ple cannot turn us away when 
we ask them to settle electricity 
dues. Even when the man of the 
house is away, we as women can 
step into the customer’s kitchen 
and catch hold of his wife,” 
laughs Sushama Sahoo, 50, 
member of Maa Mangala SHG.

Andhra govt starts pilot 
project to deliver ‘quality’ 
PDS rice at doorstep 


SREENIVAS JANYALA 

HYDERABAD,SEPTEMBER7 

ANDHRA PRADESH Chief 
Minister Y SJagan Mohan Reddy 
on Saturday launched a pilot 
project to deliver quality PDS rice 
at the doorstep of beneficiaries 
in an effort to do away with adul- 
teration at ration shops and 
eliminate middlemen, accord¬ 
ing to the government. 

As part of the scheme, ‘village 
volunteers’ reemited by the state 
government — at a monthly 
salary of Rs 5,000 — will be 
tasked with identifying eligible 
beneficiaries in each village and 
personally deliver sealed bags of 
rice weighing 5,10 and 15 kg 
every month. 

Beneficiaries would continue 
to purchase the rest of commodi¬ 
ties from ration shops under the 
Public Distribution System. The 
pilot project was launched at 
Palasa, in Srikakulam district, and 


will be rolled out gradually all 
over the state, according to the 
government. 

Under the PDS scheme, the 
government is providing 
‘Swarna’ quality rice, which costs 
Rs 23 per kg in open market, at 
Rs 1 per kg to eligible beneficiar¬ 
ies, State Civil Supplies Minister 
Kodali Venkateswara Rao said. 

“Rice distributed by the pre¬ 
vious government had a lot of 
adulteration and was not of good 
quality — about 10-15 varieties 
of rice was mixed and distrib¬ 
uted through PDS. People com¬ 
plained to (Chief Ministerjjagan 
Mohan Reddy that the rice dis¬ 
tributed was often inedible. So 
we decided to provide only one 
variety of quality rice,” the min¬ 
ister said. 

By the end of April 2020, the 
state government aims to pro¬ 
vide rice at the doorstep of 
nearly 1.50 crore beneficiaries 
across the state through this 
scheme. 


Uttar Pradesh: 2 cops booked for 
‘harassing’ Kyrgystan woman 

Women alleged she was sexually harassed for 5 months

LUCKNOW,SEPTEMBER7 

A 45-YEAR-OLD woman from 
Kyrgystan, who has been resid¬ 
ing in Uttar Pradesh for the past 
two decades after marrying a 
man from the state, has alleged 
that two police constables had 
sexually harassed her for the 
past five months. 

Police said the woman al¬ 
leged that she came in contact 
with police constable 
Dharmendra Giri, when she 
was on her way to Lucknow to 
complete her visa formalities 
around five months ago. 
Dharmendra later introduced 
her to another police constable, 
Ashish Pawar, added police. 

An FIR was registered 
against Dharmendra and 
Ashish on rape and criminal in¬ 
timidation charges, said a sen¬ 


ior police officer. No arrests 
have been made yet. 

Dharmendra Giri is attached 
to the Government Railway 
Police, Agra while Ashish is 
posted at UP Police’s intelli¬ 
gence bureau office in Agra. The 
case details were sent to the 
senior officers concerned, said 
police. 

A police officer said that 
the woman claimed that she 
married to a man hailing from 
Uttar Pradesh, who she had met 
in Kyrgystan around two 
decades ago. 

“She has been staying in 
India since marriage but is yet 
to get Indian nationality. She 
claims that around five months 
ago, constable Dharmendra told 
her he would help in complet¬ 
ing her visa formalities,” said 
the officer. 

“She claims after her work 
was completed, Dharmendra 


told her to wait at a hotel. In the 
FIR, the woman said 
Dharmendra raped her in a 
room at the hotel and also made 
a video clip of the crime on his 
cellphone,” said Singh. 

“She claims that since then, 
Dharmendra sexually assaulted 
her several times, threatening 
her that he would upload the 
video clip online. Dharmendra 
later introduced her to his 
friend, constable Ashish Pawar. 
She told us that Ashish also sex¬ 
ually assaulted her after mak¬ 
ing similar threats.” 

A senior police officer said 
the medical examination of the 
victim could not be done be¬ 
cause she refused to undergo 
one. 

“Her statement will be 
recorded before a magistrate,” 
said the officer. A search was on 
for the two constables, he 
added.

Booked for wife’s 
murder, UP IAS 
officer writes to 
SSP on ‘blackmail’, 
seeks counter-FIR 


EXPRESS NEWSSERVICE 

LUCKNOW,SEPTEMBER7 

TWO DAYS after an FIR was 
lodged against IAS officer Umesh 
Pratap Singh, director of Uttar 
Pradesh’s State Urban 
Development Agency, for al¬ 
legedly killing his wife, Singh on 
Saturday wrote to Lucknow’s 
Senior Superintendent of Police 
(SSP), accusing the cousin of his 
late wife, who has accused him 
of murder, of blackmail and 
urged the police to lodge an FIR 
in the matter. 

The cousin, Rajiv Kumar 
Singh, had lodged a complaint at 
the city’s Chinhat police station, 
alleging that Singh murdered his 
wife Anita Singh, 42, because she 
was opposed to his alleged affairs 
with other women. 

He has been booked under 
IPC Sections 302 (murder) and 
201 (causing disappearance of ev¬ 
idence of offence, or giving false 
information to screen offender). 

Singh has denied the allega¬ 
tions. 

In his letter, the IAS officer 
stated, “The complaint lodged 
against me is fake and has been 
lodged by Raj iv Singh with the in- 
tention of blackmailing me. 
Hence, I request you to to lodge 
an FIR against Rajiv Singh under 
relevant sections of IPC and action 
should be taken against him.” 

Alleging that Rajiv is a “land 
mafia” and has business interests, 
Singh also wrote, “During my im¬ 
portant postings, Rajiv had put 
pressure by sending his men to 
ask me to do legal and illegal 
works for him. I didn’t succumb 
to the pressure and refused each 
time. Hence, he has lodged a fake 
complaint against me...” 

Singh told The Sunday 
Express, “No FIR has been lodged 
against Raj iv on my complaint till 
now. He used his influence in the 
police department to get an FIR 
lodged against me. I request the 
police to book him for blackmail¬ 
ing me.” 

Gomti Nagar Circle Officer 
Awaneeswar Chandra Shrivastav 
said the complaint has been 
lodged with the SSP and once it 
comes to him he will investigate 
the issues raised by Umesh Singh. 

Shrivastav said that during in¬ 
vestigation Singh’s father-in-law 
has told the police that he is be¬ 
ing framed. 

Rajiv maintained that Singh’s 
letter is a ploy to divert the probe. 
“Till yesterday, he was saying he 
doesn’t know me. Today, he is 
saying I used to ask him for 
favours. He should make public 
my phonecalls (to him), or even a 
single SMS from me,” he told The 
Sunday Express. “I have never 
asked him for anything. If I did, 
why did he not lodge a complaint 
against me at the time?”

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SC judge: Criticising executive, judiciary, 
bureaucracy cannot be called sedition

AS CITIZENS, Indians have the 
right to criticise the government, 
and criticism cannot be con¬ 
strued as sedition, Justice 
Deepak Gupta of Supreme Court 
said on Saturday, adding that 
stifling such criticism will make 
us a police state. 

Clarifying at the onset of his 
speech — on “Sedition and free¬ 
dom of expression” — that views 
expressed are his own as an in¬ 
dividual, and not as a Supreme 
Court judge, Justice Gupta said, 
“Criticism of the executive, the 
judiciary, the bureaucracy, the 
armed forces cannot be termed 
sedition. If we stifle criticism of 
these institutions, we shall be¬ 
come a police state instead of a 
democracy.” 

He said, “For me, there is a 
very important right which is 
not spelt out in the Constitution... 
the right of freedom of opinion, 
the right of freedom of con¬ 
science, by themselves, include 


the most important right — the 
right to dissent. Every society has 
its own rules, and over a period 
of time, when people stick to 
only age-old rules and conven¬ 
tions, the society degenerates; it 
doesn’t develop.” 

He continued, “New thinkers 
are born when they disagree 
with well-accepted norms of the 
society. If everybody follows the 
well-trodden path, no new paths 
will be created and no new vistas 
of the mind will be found. If a 
person doesn’t ask questions and 
raise issues questioning age-old 
systems, no new systems will 
develop and horizons of the 
mind will not expand.... New 
thoughts and religious practices 
have developed only when they 
have questioned the old.” 

Therefore, the judge said, 
“don’t ever give up on inquisi¬ 
tiveness. Always question — 
‘why this belief? Why not some¬ 
thing new?’ Only then, the soci¬ 
ety will develop.” 

Justice Gupta was in 
Ahmedabad to address a work¬ 
shop of lawyers on the topic of 


“Law of sedition in India and the 
Freedom of Expression”, organ¬ 
ised by the Praleen Public 
Charitable Trust and Justice P D 
Desai Memorial Lecture 
Committee at Gujarat Law 
Society on Saturday. 

He said that in a secular coun¬ 
try such as India, a non-believer, 
an atheist, an agnostic, ritualistic 


or a spiritualist person all have the 
right to expression. “When you 
talk of dissent, who can forget 
Justice H R Khanna in the habeas 
corpus case. That dissent is more 
important than any decision that 
may have come before or after it. 
Today, it is the mle of law.” 

In the case he referred to, a 
five-member bench was adjudi¬ 


cating on the matter of those de¬ 
tained during the Emergency in 
1975, and Justice Khanna was 
the lone dissenter, while the four 
other judges in the bench al¬ 
lowed unrestricted powers of 
detention during the Emergency 

Emphasising the importance 
of freedom to criticise all institu¬ 
tions, Justice Gupta said, “We 
have the right to criticise the gov¬ 
ernment in power, whichever 
government it may be. The mis¬ 
use of the sedition law is against 
the very principle that our free¬ 
dom fighters fought for.” 

Maintaining that those in 
power have to “develop thick 
skins”, he said, “They can’t be 
oversensitive to people who 
make fun of them. Humour is a 
very vital part of our life. 
Parliament has become a battle 
of loudest of voice and not bat¬ 
tle of wits.... We all have to be 
open to criticism. The judiciary 
is not above criticism and I wel¬ 
come introspection within the 
judiciary. If we look within our¬ 
selves. That is the only way we 
can improve.”

In a video circulated on so¬ 
cial media, Vishal, one of the 
journalists who were booked, 
claimed, “We received a call 
from one Premchand Valmiki 
of Basi village on September 4. 
He claimed that some influen¬ 
tial persons of the village had 
threatened him and his family 
not to use a hand pump near 
their residence. Thus, they (the 
family) put up posters saying 
‘house for sale’. We went to the 
village to collect facts and pub¬ 
lished a report in this regard.” 

The other journalist who 
was booked on Saturday was 
identified as Rashid, police said. 

Alleging that the two jour¬ 
nalists were being “made tar¬

Our campaign is 
against reporting of fake 
news.” 


The editor of Jansandesh 
Times (Varanasi edition), Vijay 
Vineet, said, "Jaiswal is working 
as a stringer in the newspaper. I 
have spoken about the matter 
with senior government officials 
and they promised to look into 
the matter." He added that action 
againstjaiswal was taken on the 
basis of his reports he had filed 
against a police officer posted in 
Azamgarh. "Jaiswal also tweeted 
about it" said Vineet. 

"The arrest of Jaiswal was 
based on the evidence collected 
against him. It is wrong to say 
that the arrest was because of his 
reports in the newspaper and 
tweets," said Shankar.

The bandh threw life out of 
gear in parts of the state as mar¬ 
kets remained shut and several 
incidents of violence were re¬ 
ported, including a shopkeeper 
allegedly shooting at a pro¬ 
tester. 

The Valmiki Action Commi¬ 
ttee claims the serial, airing on 
Colors TV, contained derogatory 
remarks against the ‘Bhagwan 
Valmiki’, thereby hurting reli¬ 
gious sentiments. The organisa¬ 
tion has demanded the serial's 
telecast be banned countrywide 
and its director and cast ar¬ 
rested. 

Warning against attempts to 
disturb peace and communal 
harmony, Chief Minister Capt 
Amarinder Singh late Saturday 
ordered immediate ban on the 
telecast of the serial. He also 
asked the DGP to ensure strict 
vigil and crack down on disrup¬ 
tive elements. 

Earlier in the day, commercial 
establishments were closed in 
Jalandhar, Amritsar, Hoshiarpur, 
Kapurthala, Phagwara and Feroz- 
epur. 

In Jalandhar's Nakodar, a

Normalcy evading Valley due to ‘civil 
curfew’ of radical youths: J&K BJP leader

EVEN THOUGH the Jammu and 
Kashmir administration has 
tried to ease many restrictions 
initiated on August 5, after spe¬ 
cial status for the state under 
Article 370 was scrapped, life 
does not seem to be returning to 
normal in Kashmir due to “civil 
curfew” enforced by “a section 
of radicalised youths backed by 
terrorists,” J&K BJP spokesperson 
Brigadier Anil Gupta (Retd) 
stated on Saturday. 

The statement came after 
National Security Adviser Ajit 
Doval told a group of journalists 
in Delhi that ^at least 92.5 per 
cent of the geographical area of 
Jammu and Kashmir is free of re¬ 
strictions”. 

Radicalisation is the root 
cause of alienation, which needs 
to be addressed first to restore 


normalcy, Gupta said. He held 
the National Conference and the 
Congress responsible for creat¬ 
ing the present impasse and said 
facts speak to the contrary de¬ 
spite claims by both parties to be 
secular and worst victims of mil¬ 
itancy. 

Gupta maintained that radi¬ 
calisation picked up momentum 
in Kashmir after re-emergence 
of Sheikh Abdullah on the polit¬ 
ical horizon with “full backing” 
of the Congress. It gained impe¬ 
tus after 1977, ostensibly with 
the backing of Pakistan when Zia 
ul Haq was busy giving shape to 
the implementation of “bleed 
India through a thousand cuts” 
doctrine, he added. 

Sheikh’s successor and son 
Farooq Abdullah, the BJP leader 
asserted, first hobnobbed with 
radical Islamic parties through 
an alliance to contest the 1983 
elections against the Congress, 
and later joined hands with the 


Congress and allegedly turned a 
blind eye to destruction of Sufi 
culture and growth of radical¬ 
ism. 

The “bungling” of the 1987 
polls by the NC-Congress al¬ 
liance led to large-scale exodus 
of Kashmiri youths for arms 
training and Farooq Abdullah 
was again found wanting, Gupta 
said. When militancy erupted in 
1989-90, Farooq deserted 
Kashmiris and left them to face 
terrorists’ bullets, he said. “When 
Kashmir was burning, Farooq 
was golfing in London,” he main¬ 
tained. 

According to Gupta, while 
the Army was able to control and 
neutralise Pakistan’s proxy war, 
when Omar Abdullah came to 
power in 2008, Pakistan success¬ 
fully managed to change mili¬ 
tancy in the Valley into an 
“Intifadda-type” of movement of 
agitations, uprising and stone- 
pelting.

ASHUTOSH SHARMA: The good news is 
that our budget has been doubled. So you 
can’t complain about a lack of resources. In 
terms of scientific output, India is at No. 5 
position in the world. That’s a very positive 
story. Now, while we are doing good in 
terms of numbers, we also need to enhance 
the quality of our research, especially dis¬ 
ruptive research... For that we have to move 
from incremental research to profound re¬ 
search. Ten per cent of our research budget 
has been kept aside for dismptive ideas. 

The other weakness that we want to 
address is related to technology translation. 
So while we are very good at knowledge 
generation, we are not equally good at 
knowledge consumption. Most people 
think innovation is some great invention... 
Invention produces knowledge, but inno¬ 
vation is using this knowledge to create 
new economic and socio-economic oppor¬ 
tunities. This is where our knowledge sys¬ 
tem has been a little bit weak... We need to 
complete this circle of knowledge, from in¬ 
vention to innovation. At the same time, 
we need to strengthen our innovation 
ecosystem. For that we have made about 
70 new incubators in the last four years — 
the same number was set up in 40 years 
before that... We are looking at mentoring 
people, creating business plans for them, 
providing pre-incubation binding, fellow¬ 
ships... and connecting start-ups with es¬ 
tablished industries. We are strengthening 
every part of the chain with new schemes. 

AMHABH SINHA: Even though the 
budget seems to have increased over 
the last five years, we hear voices from 
within the scientific community about 
fund cuts at both individual and 
institutional levels. 

A part of the problem related to budg¬ 
ets and funding is perceptional. There has 
been an increase in fellowships, for exam¬ 
ple, varying from 15 to 35 per cent. 
Secondly, any increase is tagged with infla¬ 
tion. So if inflation is 10 per cent, then the 
increase (in funding) has to be more. We 
have to look at the indices, and there has to 
be a logic to it. We could obviously do with 
more, but this (current budget) was a rea¬ 
sonable raise — logical and rational. 

Secondly, do we need more resources 
for scientific research? Certainly, and it has 
been growing. But, we must keep in mind 
the absorption capacity. If you look not just 
at research funding but research funding 
per scientist, then India would compare 
favourably with many countries. It’s be¬ 
cause the number of our scientists is also 
much more limited. For example, we are 
almost six times smaller than China. 

There are other factors too: one is the 
purchase power parity. If you look at it in 
terms of human resources, there is a huge 
differential. For example, a PhD student at 
MIT might cost about US $100,000 per year. 
So when you say that a million-dollar grant 
is typical in the US, the fact is that it only 
supports some PhD students. Here, all of 
that comes for free. A large number of our 
PhD students get fellowships from the gov¬ 
ernment, different agencies, from the 
Department of Science and Technology 
(DST), Ministry of Human Resource 
Development, the University Grants 
Commission, and this is not factored in the 
research funding. About 80,000 PhD stu¬ 
dents in our country are supported through 
full fellowships. If you multiply this with 
$100,000 every year, you will see that the 
budget is actually much more than what is 
visible on the surface. 

Having said that, we certainly do need 
more funding. Now that means we must 
define large missions which are relevant, 
of quality, and which would be useful in se- 
curing our future. There are three-four 
large-scale missions being formulated now 
and these will bring exciting new oppor¬ 
tunities and more funding. 

AM1TABH SINHA: What are these new 
missions? 

One of them is quantum devices and 
technologies. It’s for the future. We need to 
be ready for the future 10 years from now... 
The other is the clean energy mission. Clean 
energy in the Indian context has a some¬ 
what different meaning than other places. 
We have lots of coal but the only way we 
are using it is for generating power, which 
is a ‘dirtier’ option. So we need to have a few 
things done immediately. One is clean coal 
production or clean power production us¬ 
ing coal, which is called advanced ultra su¬ 
per-critical technology. We started work¬ 
ing on it two years ago. In the next couple 
of years, all new power plants are going to 
use this technology, which increases the ef¬ 
ficiency of power conversion and decreases 
the emission. 

Another mission that is underway is 
‘Map India’. It’s a huge technology mission. 
We could not have done this five years ago 
—to map every nook and comer of India at 
10 cm accuracy, in terms of both height and

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lateral mapping, and then geotag all our as¬ 
sets, all our boundaries. It would be a game 
changer because something like this hasn’t 
happened in a hundred years. 

AMITABH SINHA: Why doesn’t India 
have a world-class journal of its own? 

It’s partly because of our cultural 
legacy... (We feel) that the things that we 
produce or have are not as good unless they 
are certified by somebody from outside. 
We need to work on this mindset. Today’s 
generation has much more confidence 
than my generation did. But there is this 
cultural legacy as per which we cannot be 
as successful in science as the so-called de¬ 
veloped nations. For a century or more, our 
scientists have been going out. Now, we 
have introduced a new scheme under 
which the best global scientists can come 
here and work. It has been hugely success¬ 
ful. These scientists get integrated with our 
universities and IITs, spend up to three 
months every year in our country, and 
guide our PhD students. So, instead of send¬ 
ing a 100 students out, if one big scientist 
comes here, it produces a culture that in¬ 
fluences 100 people right here. The scheme 
is called VAJRA (Visiting Advanced Joint 
Research) Faculty scheme. We had about 
500 applicants and we chose only 50. The 
scheme has brought about a big change. 

As for producing world-class journals, 
there is no differentiation now between in¬ 
ternational and national journals because 
all of them are held by multinationals. 
There is no country specificity. All journals 
are judged by the same yardstick—impact 
factor, citation rate etc. So, as we improve 
the quality of our journals, it will not be a 
question of who is publishing them. In fact 
our best journal, Indian journal if you may 
call it, was from the Indian Academy of 
Sciences, Bengaluru. It is now being pub¬ 
lished by an international conglomerate as 
well because it has greater reach. So what 
we need to strengthen — it doesn’t matter 
where it is published, don’t call it a national 
journal or international journal — is the 
quality and utilisation of our knowledge, 
and then many journals will come out. 

ABANT1KA GHOSH: How does the HRD 
Minister asldng IIT engineers to look 
into how Ram Setu was built impact 
the knowledge ecosystem? 

I will not comment on what an individ¬ 
ual has said. I think the larger issue here is 
that should we reject all traditional wis¬ 
dom or knowledge outright. That would 
not be scientific. Clearly, there are issues re¬ 


lated to sustainable growth, water conser¬ 
vation, traditional medicinal herbs, lifestyle 
choices such as yoga and meditation... we 
need to have a good scientific understand¬ 
ing and investigation into our traditional 
wisdom. We must not reject it simply be¬ 
cause it is traditional wisdom. Some coun¬ 
tries like China have monetised it. They 
have done a lot of research related to 
lifestyle choices, especially herbal treat¬ 
ments. In our case, we have Ayurvedic 
treatments. It requires scientific investiga¬ 
tion. To reject it would be unscientific. 

AMITABH SINHA: What would the 
Chandrayaan-2 mission mean for 
Indian science? 

(The Idea Exchange was held on September2, 
before the missionfailed.) 

It’s a very good example of a mega proj - 
ect where you define the deliverables — 
this is the objective, this is the mission, and 
I have to bring all kinds of science and tech¬ 
nology together to make it successful. India 
is a partner in many international mega 
projects. For example, CERN’s Large Hadron 
Collider, the Thirty Meter Telescope, the 
largest telescope facility coming up in the 
world. Also in LIGO, which is detecting 
gravitational waves. Typically these are 
driven by the DST and the Department of 
Atomic Energy (DAE). We are typically 50- 
50 partners. And, in the future, if we were 
to set up this or the components of this 
technology, we would have the knowhow... 
We want that our industry should start bid¬ 
ding more and more for international proj¬ 
ects based on the knowhow that is gener¬ 
ated and passed on to them. So there are 
these big international tenders coming

from CERN etc. Our industry must compet¬ 
itively participate in that process. 

AMITABH SINHA: But unlike in other 
countries, we haven’t seen a very 
thriving private space industry in 
India. Why is technology diffusion not 
happening here? 

There is absolutely no doubt that such 
a situation is very desirable because it is the 
muscle of the industry that drives the econ¬ 
omy forward. But it is happening more and 
more. Perhaps 10-15 years ago the missions 
were very inwardly focused. (Now) the 
DRDO (Defence Research and 
Development Organisation), ISRO (Indian 
Space Research Organisation), what you 
call the strategic departments dealing with 
science and technology, they are interfac¬ 
ing with the industry more and more. That 
is certainly a desirable direction and I am 
hopeful that more of it will happen. 

RITIKA CHOPRA: There have been 
complaints from colleges of not 
getting enough students in pure 
sciences. Then, more than half the 
seats in engineering colleges in the 
country are vacant Does that worry 
you as far as the future of science and 
technology is concerned? 

We do need some very fundamental 
changes in our school education, in the 
sense that we need to become more criti¬ 
cal, instead ofjust mugging up everything 
in the books and reproducing it in exams. 
What have we really learnt from school 
education? We have learnt to crack exams. 
If you ask someone, why are we actually 
going to school, they will say to get into IIT. 


And what after IIT? They will say I will get 
a job. The meaning of education, the ca¬ 
pacity to learn in a changing world, has 
been reduced to this bottomline. It is not 
very conducive to either growth of knowl¬ 
edge or growth of the economy. The two 
are intertwined. 

We have to produce thinking, living 
people — young people who have energy. 
It’s too late by the time you get to a PhD or 
get a job. That foundation starts from nurs¬ 
ery. For example, if you want to get admis¬ 
sion to MIT (Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology), what do you do? They (the 
university) doesn’t just rely on a grade or a 
single school exam, they go ahead and con¬ 
duct an interview. They look at extracur¬ 
ricular activities, they would look at what 
is the potential of this person. Can we do 
that? You would immediately see the prob¬ 
lems in translating this idea in the context 
of the reality that we have. But it has to be 
addressed. There is absolutely no other op¬ 
tion. We cannot be producing a large num¬ 
ber of zombies. What we have is the indi¬ 
vidual brilliance of people, a desire to grow, 
a desire to be creative in finding solutions... 
How do we leverage that? 

About the less interest in science, it has 
something to do with societal values and 
the industrial jobs that are available. If the 
industry was more knowledge-based, 
then you would have had more people 
pursuing science. It is a question of supply 
and demand. It’s the same for less interest 
in mathematics. There is a cultural aspect 
to it. I know that a lot of young girls are told 
in high school that mathematics is not for 
them, that their brains are wired differ¬ 
ently. This is complete nonsense. So they 
opt for biology, medicine, but not mathe¬ 
matics. When people look at job opportu¬ 
nities in mathematics...they don’t realise 
that there are a lot of contemporary areas 
such as artificial intelligence, machine 
learning, Internet of Things, all of that is 
mathematics. So if we present mathemat¬ 
ics in this way, it will be inspirational for 
our young people because they will then 
see the excitement and opportunities in 
the field. 

What also worries me is that anybody 
who is bright is either doing medicine, en¬ 
gineering or MBA. Why are they not pur¬ 
suing history, archaeology, philosophy? It 
is because of the societal values (attached 
to the) Arts. The top 10 per cent people of 
the country are only being drawn into cer¬ 
tain professions and that makes for a very 
distorted society. So what is true of math¬ 
ematics, is also true of the Arts. 


RAJ KAMALJHA: Is there an 
institutional way for the DST to 
convey some of these concerns to 
school boards such as the CBSE 
orICSE? 

There are. Under the umbrella of sci¬ 
entific social responsibility, there are a 
whole lot of things that go on. But finally, 
it is change within the society which leads 
to transformation. It does not come from 
the government. 

AMITABH SINHA: You are a product of 
the IIT system. In the last 15 years, IITs 
have seen a huge expansion. Is it a step 
in the right direction? 

It is true that for many decades we did 
not build anything. There were these five 
IITs... It would have been best if we had 
continued to build quality institutions. So 
if your question is do we need more (IITs), 
we certainly need more. Look at China. 
They have the same population as us. 
When I went to China 20 years ago, I said 
that they are far worse than us. We had 
better institutions than them. Then, they 
used to visit our IITs. I remember there 
was a delegation and they looked at what 
made IIT great etc. They looked very care¬ 
fully into every process and then said that 
they would make a 100 next year. 

So we certainly need more (institu¬ 
tions). Having said that, we have to pay 
attention to not just creating a brand 
but sustaining that brand. We need to 
get the right kind of faculty... The foun¬ 
dation should be strong. If you miss out 
on the right kind of human resources in 
the beginning, then it takes nearly a 
generation or two before you can bring 
about any change. 

NANDAGOPAL RAJAN: Technology is 
always moving really fast, and policy 
seems to be lagging behind. Many 
companies are exploiting this, 
including data firms. Is there an 
effort to reduce this lag? 

One has to be far more responsive to 
technology challenges today. I think 
there is a greater awareness of this in our 
bureaucratic mechanisms. Disruptive 
technology changes are coming at faster 
and faster speeds. Artificial intelligence, 
the rise of intelligent machines, is a very 
good example of it. So our scientists also 
have to wake up to the scale, speed and 
pervasiveness of the changes. These dis¬ 
ruptive technology changes require that 
I be aware of not only what I do, but also 
all the proximal areas of technology. 
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O N SEPTEMBER 2, when 
Karnal Singh, former 
Director of the Enforcement 
Directorate (ED), issued a 
press statement denying 
charges of alleged bribery levelled against 
him by a former deputy, the first to take a dig 
at him was Karti Chidambaram. He wrote on 
Twitter: “I feel the pain of Karnal Singh 
against “unsubstantiated allegations” 
@dir_ed (ED’s official twitter handle). The 
chickens come home to roost.” 

Karti’s jibe was in reference to the INX 
Media case, in which he is a key accused 
and his father, former finance minister 
P Chidambaram, is injudicial custody in 
Delhi’s Tihar Jail. The entire INX media case 
is the result of a proactive ED chasing the 
Chidambarams for more than half a 
decade now. 

In December 2015, ED had conducted 
searches at offices allegedly linked to Karti in 
Chennai and elsewhere. The raids were con¬ 
ducted in connection with the agency’s 
money laundering probe into the Aircel- 
Maxis deal. During the searches, the agency 
stumbled upon documents that suggested 
that a company “indirectly controlled” by 
Karti had received payments from INX 
Media in the period that it was granted 
Foreign Investment Promotion Board (FIPB) 
approval for FDI. 

The agency promptly sent a reference, 
along with the seized documents, to the CBI, 
which registered a case in the matter in May 
2017. The ED followed this up with a case of 
money laundering against Karti based on the 
CBI FIR. (Under the statute that governs the 
agency, the ED cannot initiate a money laun¬ 
dering probe against anyone unless an FIR has 
been registered by another agency or state 
police on charges with financial implications.) 
In February 2018, the CBI arrested Karti. 

The ED further sent a reference, along with 
documents, on payments made by as many as 
four companies to some of Karti’s alleged firms 
around the time they received FIPB approvals. 
CBI sources now say the agency is probing the 
father-son duo in these cases as well. 

The series of events since 2015 is a pointer 
to how the ED has emerged as arguably the 
most proactive of Central investigative agen¬ 
cies, now at the centre of several high-pro¬ 
file cases, many of these involving members 
of opposition parties. Increasingly dreaded 
in the power corridors, it is now referred to as 
“the new CBI”. 

As an ED officer put it: “Just listen to the 
statements of opposition leaders when they 
attack the government on ‘misuse of agen¬ 
cies’. Earlier, it used be ‘the government has 
unleashed CBI, IT and ED against its oppo¬ 
nents’. These days, the order invariably is the 
ED, CBI and IT.” 

Enforcement Directorate chief S K Mishra 
declined to offer his comments for this story. 

A long list of cases 

The ED’s swift, often bullish, approach has 
been evident in the way it has dealt with sev¬ 
eral other cases, among them the one involv¬ 
ing Ratul Puri, nephew of Madhya Pradesh 
Chief Minister Karnal Nath. In July, Puri em¬ 
barrassed the ED by escaping from its office 
where he had been called for questioning in 
connection with the Rs 3,600 crore 
AgustaWestland chopper deal case. Puri ex¬ 
cused himself to visit the washroom and 
then never came back. By afternoon, he ap¬ 
proached a Delhi court for anticipatory bail. 

In subsequent days, the court saw un¬ 
precedented drama where, in a bid to win his 
custody, the ED went on to claim that a wit¬ 
ness in the case may have been murdered. 

With the anticipatory bail plea going on 
to linger in the Delhi High Court, the ED had 
the last laugh. Before the High Court could 
pronounce a verdict on August 20 on Puri’s 
anticipatory bail plea, the ED arrested him in 
another case, that of bank fraud. That after¬ 
noon, even his bail plea was rejected. 

On September 3, the ED arrested 
Congress leader and former Karnataka mi¬ 
nister D K Shivakumar after questioning him 
for over 30 hours starting August 30. The ED 
probe against Shivakumar is based on a 
chargesheet filed last year by the Income Tax 
Department alleging tax evasion. 

Even in the AgustaWestland case, the ED 
has been steps ahead of the CBI in terms of ar¬ 
rests or legal submission in the form of 
chargesheets. While the CBI registered an HR 
in the case in March 2013 and the ED initiated 
its money laundering probe only later, it was 
the ED that made the first arrest in the case — 
middleman Gautam Khetan was held in 
September 2014 and the agency subsequently 
filed the first prosecution complaint (equiva¬ 
lent to a chargesheet) in the case. It even 
chargesheeted British middleman Christian 
Michel much before he arrived in India. 

The CBI, on the other hand, made its first 
arrest in the case—that of former IAF chief SP 
Tyagi — only in May 2016. It has since filed 
multiple chargesheets in the case. 

While probing former Haryana Chief 
Minister Bhupinder Hooda or the Gandhi 
family too, the ED has shown greater alacrity 
than the CBI. 

In July 2016, taking cognisance of a 
Haryana Vigilance Bureau FIR registered in 
May that year, the ED registered a case of 
money laundering against Hooda for allot¬ 
ting a plot in Panchkula to Associate Journals 
Ltd (AJL), the publisher of National Herald 
newspaper. AJL is owned by Young India, 
which in turn is run by the Gandhi family. 
The ED has since not only taken possession of 
the land but even filed a prosecution com¬ 
plaint against Congress leaders Motilal Vora 
and Hooda. The CBI registered a case in the 
matter only in April 2017. 

Similarly, in the case of Robert Vadra, son- 
in-law of Congress president Sonia Gandhi, it 
was the ED which first raided the offices of 
Skylight Hospitality, a company at the heart 
of several dubious land deals in Rajasthan 
and Haryana and owned by Vadra. 

In December 2018, the ED raided the of¬ 
fices of Skylight Hospitality, claiming the

ED’s long arm

searches were in connection with certain 
properties owned by Vadra in London through 
controversial arms dealer Sanjay Bhandari. 
Vadra has denied these charges. The agency 
was also the first to question Vadra and has in¬ 
terrogated him eight times following the raids. 

Even in the Bikaner land scam case, the 
ED registered a case even before the CBI 
could, taking cognisance of state police FIRs 
in 2015. The CBI registered a case only in 
August 2017. 

It was again based on a reference sent by 
the ED and the evidence provided by the 
agency that the CBI in June registered a case 
against Sanjay Bhandari and Swiss company 
Pilatus Aircrafts Ltd for alleged bribery in the 
2012 deal for purchase of 75 trainer aircraft 
from Pilatus at a cost of Rs 2,895 crore. It has 
already sent details of alleged bribery in an 
ONGC-Samsung Engineering deal associated 
with Bhandari to the CBI for further action. 

Even in the Rs 14,000 crore bank fraud 
case against Gujarat businessmen Chetan and 
Nitin Sandesara of the Sterling Biotech group, 
while it was the CBI which registered a case 
first, the ED has taken the lead by questioning 
Congress leader Ahmed Patel’s son Faisal and 
son-in-law Irfan Siddiqui in the case. 

In 2016, it was based on references sent 
by the ED that the CBI began probing the role 
of former CBI directors A P Singh and Ranjit 
Sinha in the Moin Qureshi case. 

A new, aggressive ED 

For much of its existence since 1957, the 
ED remained a small enforcement agency 
with its domain limited to the corporate 
world and often prosecuting civil offences. It 
was only in 1973, with amendments brought 
into FERA, that the ED acquired some teeth. 

Over the next three decades, it handled 
many high-profile cases, and booked the 
likes of Maharani Gayatri Devi, J Jayalalithaa, 
TT V Dhinakaran, Hema Malini, Feroz Khan, 
Vijay Mallya (then just a liquor baron), 
Reliance rival Orkay Group, Weston TV and 
then BCCL chairman Ashok Jain for alleged 
FERA violations. 

“FERA, 1973, was a very powerful law. It 
allowed even an Enforcement Officer (equiv¬ 
alent to an inspector) to arrest anyone and 
enter any business premises without a war¬ 
rant. Even an Assistant EO could search any 
vehicle or person without a warrant. With 
so much power, the ED then even courted al¬ 
legations of third-degree torture in custody. 
But even then, the ED’s domain was largely 
limited to the corporate world. It remained a 
dreaded agency among businessmen until 
the ’90s,” says a senior ED officer who has 
spent close to 30 years in the agency. 

With the liberalisation of the economy, 
FERA began to be viewed as an excessively 
coercive and obsolete law and was repealed 
in January 2000. It was replaced by the 
Foreign Exchange Management Act (FEMA), 
which turned forex violations into civil of¬ 
fences, compoundable after payment of a 
fine. The move served to defang the ED as 
it could no more arrest or take people 
into custody. 

“At that time, even a debate had begun 
whether an agency like the ED was needed. 
The staff which was used to taking coercive 
action had its morale down. Officers stopped 
coming on deputation to the agency,” the ED 
officer says. 

This was also the time, however, when 
9/11 attacks brought international focus on 
terror financing. The Financial Action Task 
Force (FATF) had already been established 
and there was pressure on India to bring in 
mechanism to deal with money laundering.

And thus was born the Prevention of Money 
Laundering Act (PMLA). 

Much of the ED’s current aggression, fol¬ 
lowed by frenetic media coverage, has come 
about in the past one decade since the ED be¬ 
gan to handle political cases under the PMLA. 
Ironically, much of it happened during the 
tenure of P Chidambaram as Finance 
Minister. It was under him that the PMLA 
came into force in 2005 — though it was the 
Atal Bihari Vajpayee government that 
brought the PMLA Bill to Parliament, which 
passed it in 2002 — and the ED acquired 
criminal prosecution powers that had been 
snatched from it after the repeal of FERA. 

It was under Chidambaram that the ED be¬ 
gan to frequently take up political cases and 


regularly hit headlines with actions in the 
Madhu Koda case, the 2G scam probe, the 
Aircel-Maxis case, the CWG case, the Sahara 
case, the Bellary mining case involving the 
BJP’s Reddy brothers, the Vanpic projects case 
involving Y S Jagan Mohan Reddy and cases 
against Baba Ramdev during the UPA regime. 

The cases against Ramdev were closed af¬ 
ter the NDA came to power. The Madhu Koda 
case became the first in the history of the 
agency to end in conviction. The 2G scam case 
has fallen through in court and the accused 
in the Aircel-Maxis case have been dis¬ 
charged. The CWG case and the Sahara case 
are still on. In the cases against the Reddy 
Brothers andjagan, there have been no major 
developments since the NDA came to power. 
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PMLA: New, 
strengthened

IN THE backdrop of legal setbacks in 
high-profile corruption cases like 2G 
spectrum scam and Aircel-Maxis 
deal, the government had strength¬ 
ened the PMLA in July this year. 

In December 2017, Special Judge 
O P Saini of a Delhi special court had 
acquitted all accused in the CBI’s 2G 
case and discharged those in the 
Aircel-Maxis case. As the predicate 
offence (the offence that is part of a 
larger offence) fell, Saini had simply 
dismissed the ED’s money launder¬ 
ing investigations. The ED had chal¬ 
lenged this in the High Court, and 
sought that the law be amended to 
let money laundering be free of 
predicate offences. 

In July 2019, the government 
widened the definition of‘proceeds 
of crime’ in the form of amendments 
to the Finance Bill, 2019. 

The ramification of the definition 
was two-fold. First, the ED could 
now prosecute persons or entities, 
even if the ‘proceeds of crime’ were 
not under the PMLA. This meant 
‘proceeds of crime’ were no more a 
standalone crime under the PMLA 
and assets created through any 
criminal activity were treated as 
‘proceeds of crime’. 

More importantly, the govern¬ 
ment also deleted provisions related 
to search and seizure in the PMLA, 
doing away with the pre-requisite of 
an HRor chargesheet by other agen¬ 
cies authorised to probe the offences 
listed in the PMLA. 

The other amendment related to 
the insertion of an explanation in 
Section 44 of the PMLA. “A new pro¬ 
viso is being added to only make 
sure that where a case exists in one 
court and hearings are going on 
there, and where in a different court 
there could be proceedings happen¬ 
ing, this cannot be clubbed together 
and treated as one,” the Bill said. 

This meant proceedings initiated 
by the IT against Shivakumar, for ex¬ 
ample, would be treated separately 
from the money laundering case un¬ 
der the PMLA. 


Some other cases, which both the CBI and 
ED have been probing, include the chit fund 
scams against former Trinamool leader 
Mukul Roy and former Congress leader 
Himanta Biswa Sarma. Investigations against 
both have seen no significant development 
since these leaders joined the BJP. Similarly, 
no legal action has been reported against for¬ 
mer TDP MP Sujana Chowdhary in a money 
laundering case associated with bank fraud 
since he joined the BJP in June. 

The PMLA’s ambit was increased through 
amendments in 2009 and 2013, giving the 
ED the teeth it now has. Its provisions prac¬ 
tically make the ED far more powerful than 
the CBI. It’s the only Act in the country where 
a statement recorded before an investigat-

What gives the 
ED its teeth 


ARMED WITH the Prevention of 
Money Laundering Act, a law that 
has been strengthened over the 
years since it came into force in 
2005, the Enforcement Directorate 
has fast risen to be a powerful 
Central agency. The statute's provi¬ 
sions — granting the agency powers 
to arrest, and attach properties and 
assets of the accused, its stringent 
bail conditions, and making a state¬ 
ment recorded before an investigat¬ 
ing officer admissible in a court as 
evidence, among others - have 
made the ED far more powerful than 
the CBI. Despite securing just eight 
convictions since 2005, over the 
past five years, the ED has been 
more proactive than the CBI in going 
after the accused in several key po¬ 
litical cases, the most recent being 
the INX Media case against 
P Chidambaram and the alleged 
money laundering case against 
Karnataka Congress leader 
D K Shivakumar. 


ing officer is admissible in a court as evi¬ 
dence. Laws with such provisions, such as 
TADA and POTA, have long been repealed. 

In 2011, the ED underwent massive re¬ 
structuring, becoming a force of 2,067 offi¬ 
cers (sanctioned strength) and staff, up from 
758 earlier, even as its offices increased from 
21 to 49 across the country. In comparison, 
the CBI has 4,000 officers and staff. 

Until 2017, the Act had a provision that an 
arrested accused could be granted bail only 
if the court was satisfied that the accused was 
not guilty. The provision was struck down by 
the Supreme Court on the ground that it pre¬ 
supposed the trial at the stage of bail itself. 

Until this provision was in force, those ac¬ 
cused under the PMLA rarely got bail before 
an incarceration that could last anywhere be- 
tween two and three years. Given that 
money laundering offences attract between 
three and seven years of punishment in jail, 
this was considered practically like serving 
the sentence. Almost no one got bail until a 
chargesheet in the case was filed. Of the over 
120 persons accused by the ED and arrested 
under the PMLA between 2005 and 2017, no 
more than two or three people secured bail 
in a matter of months. 

Kashmiri separatist leader Shabbir Shah, 
who was booked by the ED in connection 
with an alleged terror funding case in 2017, is 
still behind bars. NCP leader Chhagan 
Bhujbal, arrested in March 2016 in a money 
laundering case, was granted bail in May 
2018 after two years of incarceration. 

But the most potent and coercive tool that 
the Act grants the ED is the power to attach 
properties of the accused. The PMLA also puts 
the burden of proof on the accused as it pre¬ 
sumes intent. Under the statute, if a person 
possesses a property that the agency can 
prove has been bought with the proceeds of 
a crime, it is not bound by law to prove that 
the person had an intention to launder 
money. Similarly, Section 22 states that where 
any property or records are seized from any 
person under this Act, it shall be presumed 
that such a person is the owner of such prop¬ 
erty or records. 

These properties, often worth crores of 
rupees and sometimes residences of the ac¬ 
cused— 50% of Chidambaram’s Jor Bagh bun¬ 
galow has been attached by the ED — can be¬ 
come out of bounds for the accused for years 
if the agency takes possession of it. 

In contrast, the CBI can only arrest and 
prosecute people. 

Only 8 convictions since 2005 

However, for all its powers and show of 
strength, the agency has a rather poor record 
in terms of taking cases to the logical conclu¬ 
sion. Of around 2,400 cases that it has regis¬ 
tered under the PMLA since 2005, only eight 
have ended in conviction. Its investigation 
too has remained tardy, with prosecution 
complaints having been filed in only 688 
cases till June 2019. 

It’s this record that has remained a mat¬ 
ter of concern for the Ministry of Finance. In 
2016, then Revenue Secretary Hansmukh 
Adhia had chided the agency for slow inves¬ 
tigations and no convictions. In reply, then 
ED Director Karnal Singh had said that ED 
cases were delayed because they were asso¬ 
ciated with “influential people”. 

Agency sources said poor conviction did 
not reflect on the agency but rather on the 
judiciary. “Till date, there has been just one 
acquittal in PMLA cases. All our prosecution 
complaints have been taken cognisance of. 
Our investigation is tardy because we have 
just 1,000 staff,” a senior officer says. 

Besides, they point out, the PMLA 
came into effect only in 2005, and 14 years 
is not a long time to secure convictions in 
Indian courts. 

For a small agency, the ED has been 
punching way above its weight. It continues 
to work under severe stress with close to 50% 
vacancies even as the number of cases en¬ 
trusted to it keep on rising. The agency does 
not even have its own building. With no de¬ 
tention rooms of its own, unlike the CBI, the 
ED sends arrested accused to dingy lock-ups 
of local police stations — the reason why 
many politicians resist an ED custody more 
forcefully than the CBI’s.

Roads are deserted, worker colonies empty, eateries shut as Jagan govt halts all work at 
Naidu’s Rs 1.09-crore dream capital city, citing irregularities. SREENIVASJANYALAon the 
future of Amaravati, even as the new Andhra govt stalls some other projects 



F ORTHE past fortnight, hundreds 
of 16-wheeler flatbed trucks 
have been making their way out 
of Amaravati, carting away 
tonnes of steel rods, moveable 
equipment and material. On the six-lane 
roads going in the opposite direction, neo¬ 
rich farmers zip past in their swanky cars, 
down stretches that once had rows of con¬ 
struction trucks headed in. A workforce of 
more than 50,000 has left gradually, leaving 
the workers’ colonies empty; all the eateries 
and hotels are shut; the con¬ 
crete plants and mixers that 
once hummed round the 
clock stand silent; while site 
offices of the Andhra 
Pradesh Capital Region 
Development Authority 
(APCRDA) are deserted. 

During his 1995-2004 
reign, N Chandrababu Naidu 
had transformed 

Hyderabad into hi-tech 
Cyberabad. With that city 
going to Telangana in the 
state split, Naidu as CM of 
the truncated Andhra had 
promised a new capital city 
that would be “world-class”. 

To make possible his Tomorrowland’, Naidu 
had roped in both celebrated Baahubali di¬ 
rector Rajamouli and famed British archi¬ 
tects Foster and Partners, putting their de¬ 
signs through several changes, even as the 
deadline kept getting pushed. 

Now, the trouncing in the Assembly 
polls seems to have also put paid to Naidu’s 
Amaravati ambitions. 

The signs have been there since Y S R 
Jagan Mohan Reddy came to power. Soon 
after, the YSRCP government stopped all

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regularities” in awarding contracts by the 
TDP regime. It also proceeded to dramati¬ 
cally pull down ‘Praja Vedika’, a hall built by 
Naidu to meet people and hear their griev¬ 
ances, in Amaravati, and issued notices to 
owners of the Lingamaneni Guesthouse 
that was the official residence of Naidu. 

On July 17, the World Bank withdrew 
from the Amaravati capital project, dropping 
its plan to lend $300 million. The Asian 
Infrastructure Investment Bank which was 
to partner with the World Bank to give $715 
million for Amaravati 
pulled out next, leaving the 
project with no financial 
backing. The Singapore gov¬ 
ernment which helped pre¬ 
pare the seed capital plan 
has also kept away since the 
regime change in Andhra. 

Any remaining doubts 
were laid to rest on August 
29. Emerging from a meet¬ 
ing on Amaravati called by 
Jagan, Minister for 
Municipal Administration 
and Urban Development 
Botsa Satyanarayana said 
only those projects in the 
city which were 70 per cent 
complete would continue, while tenders for 
the rest stood cancelled. With no word on 
bills worth Rs 2,800 crore owed to construc¬ 
tion companies, or if the government would 
continue to develop Amaravati as the capital, 
work has come to a halt even on the projects 
that met the 70 per cent mark. 

Speaking to The Sunday Express, Botsa 
said, “The previous government awarded 
contracts worth Rs 53,000 crore without 
any tie-up with any financial institution to 
fund projects. From where will we get the 
lese tenders are can¬ 


celled. We will take a decision later." 

But construction giants like L&T, 
Shapoorji Pallonji and NCC, with crores 
stuck, are not waiting around. Calling the 
uncertainty “disappointing”, a site in¬ 
charge of L&T, which is doing the maximum 
projects, said on condition of anonymity, 
“The groundwork had been done to build a 
well-planned capital city, and the new gov¬ 
ernment could have taken it further... We 
are moving machinery, material and men 
to other sites outside Andhra. Over 20,000 
of our workers and thousands of tonnes of 


steel and machinery have already left.” 

Even the BJP, which had an acrimonious 
parting with the TDP and Naidu, has ex¬ 
pressed concern. “The lack of coherence on 
Amaravati and other issues has caused a lot 
of uncertainty and negative atmosphere in 
Andhra," says BJP MP G V L Narasimha Rao. 


Amaravati city was meant to come up 
over 217 sq km, with a core capital area of 
over 16.94 sq km. Land was acquired over a 
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laborious 14-month-plus period, through a 
unique pooling scheme that provided farm¬ 
ers and landowners 800 to 1250 sq yards at 
an alternative place similar to the land they 
gave up, plus compensation ranging from 
Rs 30,000 to Rs 50,000 per annum for 10 
years, with 10 per cent hike every year. The 
package also compensated tenant farmers 
and farm labourers, who lost livelihoods. 

Over 60 per cent of Naidu’s dream cap¬ 
ital was to be covered with water bodies 
and green cover. Canals would facilitate wa¬ 
ter transportation, while battery-operated 



or electric vehicles, and pedestrian and cy¬ 
cling tracks on roads, would help fight pol¬ 
lution. Provisions were made for amenities 
within 10-15 minutes walking distance 
from residential areas, and for all the city's 
power, telecom and Information 
Technology cables to be laid underground. 

Foster and Partners, an award-winning 
British architect team behind iconic struc¬ 
tures such as the Imperial War Museum in 
the UK and Kuwait International Airport, 
was selected to realise Amaravati. At 
Naidu’s insistence, the architects met S S 
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Rajamouli of Baahubali fame to lend their 
design some “Telugu touches". 

The Naidu government even hired 
European design and engineering group 
Dassault Systems to build a “virtual 
Amaravati”. Speaking at a World Cities 
Summit in Singapore, Naidu said the virtual 
simulation model would help monitor air 
quality and wind direction as well as disas¬ 
ter management. Separately, a Singapore 
start-up used interactive hologram tech¬ 
nology to incorporate citizens’ inputs into 
the Amaravati master plan. 



Among the projects that are now 70 per 
cent complete in the city is housing for the 
All India Services Officers’ and MLA/MLCs, 
while the six-lane access roads to the core 
capital are fully laid. Besides this, 238 km of 
320-km roads in the capital region are un¬ 
der construction. 

However, in the core capital area, only 
30 per cent of the work is complete. At the 
Secretariat, meant to comprise one tower 
of 50 floors and four towers of 40 floors

each, only the raft foundations stand. The 
Andhra Pradesh High Court, Legislative 
Complex, and bungalows for bureaucrats 
and judges are all incomplete. 

The Andhra government is currently 
functioning out of an Interim Government 
Complex (IGC) at Velagapudi — with the 
CM’s office, ministers’ chambers and offices 
of all secretaries and heads of departments 
— and an interim Legislative Complex. 

Sources in the Andhra Chief Minister’s 
Office said Jagan may keep the existing IGC 
capital buildings as these are in Amaravati 


but not go in for further development. 
“Most likely Amaravati will be just an ad¬ 
ministrative capital rather than the grand 
capital city that was envisaged. The govern¬ 
ment is looking at decentralised develop¬ 
ment,” an official said. 

In the process, institutions that have al¬ 
ready started functioning from Amaravati 
are wondering about their future. Among 
them the Vellore Institute of Technology- 
Andhra, SRM University, NID, Amity, NIFT, 
AIIMS at Mangalagiri, the Indo-UK Institute 
of Health, and a 2,250 bed multi-super spe¬ 
ciality hospital of the Mata 
Amritanandamayi Trust. 

“They will be cut off if Amaravati is 
stopped. These are part of the capital’s eco¬ 
system and will be put to hardships without 
transportation and other facilities,” Naidu 
told The Sunday Express last month. “Even 
the direct Vijayawada-Singapore flight has 
been stopped by this government.” 

Justifying it, minister Botsa 
Satyanarayana said the state had been “un¬ 
necessarily” paying Viability Gap Funding 
of up to Rs 3 crore per month to Indigo to 
operate two flights to Singapore. 


The halting of work at Amaravati is hav¬ 
ing a cascading effect in neighbouring 
Vijayawada and Krishna and Guntur dis¬ 
tricts too, which had seen a boom in con¬ 
struction in the capital’s wake. 

Said an official at the Andhra Pradesh 
Chambers of Commerce and Industry 
Federation (APCCIF), “The five-six big infra¬ 
structure companies involved in the con¬ 
struction of Amaravati had sub-contracted 
a lot of work to local companies. There was 
a boom in small hotels to accommodate 
guests arriving at Amaravati. People pur¬ 
chased trucks, tractors and autorickshaws 
to ply in the capital region." 

R Satyam, a real-esate agent, said 
Hyderabad-based techies, businessmen, 
government employees and others formed 
groups to purchase land, driving up prices 
from Rs 80 lakh to Rs 2 crore per acre in the 
Amaravati region. “The value has now 
crashed by 40-50 per cent.” 

The fact that the YSRCP government is 
unable to specify the "large-scale irregular¬ 
ities" it had cited to stop awarding contracts 
in Amaravati, even three months later, is 
adding to the uncertainty. The reasons cited 
now, like the recent flooding of Amaravati 
during the monsoon, and the need for de¬ 
centralisation and uniform development, 
don’t convince many. 

While Botsa too talks of using the exist¬ 
ing infrastructure to make Amaravati the 
“administrative capital”, he adds, "we may 
look at developing other areas too across 
the state". However, asked to elaborate, he 
had nothing to say. 

Regretted A Siva Reddy, the Chairman 
of the Confederation of Real Estate 
Developers’Associations of India (CREDAI)- 
Andhra Pradesh, “The decisions that the 
government has taken so far do not inspire 
confidence. Investors and businessmen feel 
Andhra has become a risky venture... A new 
government should continue the projects 
started by the previous government, taking 
action if there are any irregularities. But 
shutting down the entire system is detri¬ 
mental to the state.” 

Siva Reddy claimed a “drastic" decline 
in enquiries for investments and real-estate 
projects in Vijayawada, Krishna and Guntur. 
“Buyers and investors wonder whether it 
would be prudent to put their money here 
if the capital is not developed further." 

Andhra Pradesh Chambers of 
Commerce and Industry Federation (APC¬ 
CIF) president G Sambasiva Rao echoed 
Reddy’s views. “The ease of doing business 
has taken a big hit in Andhra. In the last 
three months, no new investment propos¬ 
als have come. Entrepreneurs and business¬ 
men are wary.” 

Denying this, Industries Minister 


Goutham Reddy said, “The Andhra Pradesh 
Industrial Infrastructure Corporation is re¬ 
ceiving lots of proposals. We have started a 
single-window clearance system and one 
special officer will be available daily to deal 
with enquiries." He named sectors such as 
infrastructure development, education, 
healthcare, SMEs and marine products as 
core investment areas. 


But Amaravati isn’t the only worrying 
news as far as investors are concerned. The 
APCCIF’s Rao questioned the cancellation 
of the old sand policy, saying it had “crip¬ 
pled" the construction industry and was 
having a ripple effect on related sectors. 
“The new government should have first 
prepared own sand policy. Even after the 
new policy is announced, it may take three 
months to set it in motion," he pointed out. 

Siva Reddy of the CREDAI-AP added, 
“Sand is the main ingredient for construc¬ 
tion, which is now unavailable in all 13 dis¬ 
tricts. A workforce of over 20 lakh skilled 
and semi-skilled people and labourers have 
lost livelihoods in the last three months. 
There are reports that large numbers are 
migrating to Hyderabad and Bengaluru.” 

The YSRCP had scrapped the policy 
claiming the existence of a sand mafia 
headed by TDP members. Sticking by that, 
Mines Minister Peddireddi Ramachandra 
Reddy claimed that a new, radical policy 
will be implemented shortly. “We have cre¬ 
ated 46 godowns in all the 13 districts 
where sand is being stored. It will be sold 
through Andhra Pradesh Mineral 
Development Corporation 
at Rs 375 per tonne. People 
can order sand online and 
private transporters will de¬ 
liver it by charging a fixed 
amount per kilometre. The 
TDP looted thousands of 
crores with illegal sale of 
sand. Our policy is very 
transparent.” 

Others cite the Jagan 
government’s decision to 
ask the industry to reserve 
75 per cent jobs to locals. O 
Naresh Kumar, Member of 
the Information 

Technology Association of 
Andhra Pradesh, warned 
that placing restrictions on 
the entry of skilled people would impact 
investments and employment. “Take 
Bengaluru, where attracting highly tal¬ 
ented people in IT is a priority and skilled 
people are given importance. Andhra pro¬ 
duces lots of unskilled engineers, and if 
someone wants to start an IT company, he 
will end up recruiting freshers with no skill 
sets. If any state has to develop, and ours is 
a new state, it needs both capital and 
skilled manpower. I believe that if you hire 
one skilled person, he will create the 
ecosystem for creating 10 local jobs." 

Labour, Employment, Training and 
Factories Minister P Gummanur Jayaram 
said there will be no rethink in the govern¬ 
ment, and that the provision is meant to en¬ 
sure employment for local youth. “There 
are apprehensions that non-locals will lose 
jobs... that cannot be helped. Our stand is 
that the industry will still employ 25 per 
cent non-locals. If locals do not have the re¬ 
quired skills, they should be trained." 

Now, like Amaravati, there is a cloud 
over the Rs 55,548.87-crore multi-purpose 
national project of Polavaram, in the works 
since 2004. On July 29, the Jagan govern¬ 
ment cancelled the contract to Navayuga 
Engineering Company Ltd (NECL), despite 
objections by the Centre that is funding the 
project meant to provide water for irriga¬ 
tion, industry, and drinking purposes to 
cities like Visakhapatnam. 

NECL went to the Andhra Pradesh High 
Court, which ordered a stay on the cancel¬ 
lation and directed the state government 


not to go in for fresh tendering. However, 
on September 5, the government reiterated 
its stand. 

With the government stopping pay¬ 
ments to NECL, nearly20,000workers have 
lost jobs, while over Rs 1,000 crore of ma¬ 
chinery is lying unused. NECL CEO Satish 
Agnihotri said machinery and equipment 
would be moved to their other projects. 

Sainur Haque, a labour contractor from 
Goalpara, Assam, who engaged over 200 
workers from Assam, Odisha and 
Jharkhand at Polavaram, said they had not 
been paid in three months. “We have di¬ 
verted many labourers to projects outside 
the state, but several want to go home for 
some time and are demanding their wages. 
Shortly all workers will have to vacate the 
housing colonies.” 

Questioning the government’s logic, an 
official previously associated with the 
Polavaram project said, “The Andhra gov¬ 
ernment has no option but to compensate 
NECL if it wants to cancel the contract. No 
other firm will quote the same rates as 
NECL, which accepted the project at very 
old rates (of 2004) regarding concrete, 
earthfill and spillway, just because of the 
prestige associated with it. The Andhra 
government will have to lure some com¬ 
pany to accept Polavaram at old rates with 
a promise to allocate another project to it." 

A top NECL executive asked which in¬ 
frastructure firm would agree given the 
new rule requiring all contracts worth over 
Rs 100 crore to be first reviewed by a judi¬ 
cial commission. 

While refusing to talk about the above 
concerns, Irrigation Minister P Anil Kumar 
said the government has 
time till end of October to 
sort the matter, as work is 
usually stopped due to 
monsoon floods in the 
Godavari. 

The Andhra Pradesh 
Chambers of Commerce 
and Industry Federation 
has also raised concerns 
over the Jagan government 
ordering a review of PPAs 
(power purchase agree¬ 
ments). In a letter to Chief 
Secretary L V 
Subramanyam on June 7, 
Secretary, Ministry of New 
and Renewable Energy, 
Anand Kumar had said that 
cancelling or revisiting PPAs was not good 
for the confidence of investors. 

Even Japanese Ambassador to India 
Kenji Hiramatsu had written a letter to the 
CM requesting him not to revisit the PPAs 
as it would affect investor confidence and 
growth. Japan has investments in two so¬ 
lar companies in the state. 

A Vijayawada-based industrialist, who 
refused to be named, said there is a pattern 
to all this. “The thinking in the YSRCP camp 
is that if Jagan continues to build the capi¬ 
tal as planned by Naidu, then the former 
CM will take all the credit, and Jagan would 
not want that. That is the reason Amaravati, 
Polavaram, PPAs... everything that has 
Naidu’s stamp on it... is being stalled." 

Naidu has the same fear. Speaking to 
The Sunday Express on August 30, he said, 
“A successor government should not scrap 
everything initiated by the previous gov¬ 
ernment without a solid reason... I don’t 
think Y S Jagan Mohan Reddy is interested 
in development of the state.” 

While Jagan has not spoken openly 
about his plans for Amaravati, sources say 
that in conversations with Cabinet col¬ 
leagues, he has stressed the importance of 
not concentrating development there but 
taking it to places like Srikakulam and West 
Godavari. 

Jagan gives the example of Hyderabad 
to show why development should not be 
focused at one place. 

That would just add insult to Naidu’s 
injury.

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‘Reviewing emeritus status a bid to show regime’s muscle’ 

In an interview to SEEMA CHISHTI, historian ROMILATHAPAR speaks about the row over JNU asking for her CV to review her Professor Emeritus status, 
laments the state of the university, talks of a “creeping fear” among people in asserting their rights, and says history is more complex than just a past narrative

You have been asked for your CV. As a 
historian, what does this tell you about 
the questioners? 

Nowhere in the world is an Emeritus 
Professor ever reconsidered for the status. The 
status can be negated if the person has com¬ 
mitted a crime that embarrasses the univer¬ 
sity. But the status is not routinely reviewed... 
Nor is there a quota. Since the post is hon¬ 
orary, the number does not matter at all. It in 
no way blocks the appointment of more 
Professors Emeritus. 

Further, the demand for re-evaluation by 
a university committee is a slur on the Centre 
QNU’s Centre for Historical Studies), since the 
Centre originally recommended the name. 

I am puzzled as to why suddenly in the last 
few months, the university administration de¬ 
cided to go back on the terms and conditions 
of the Emeritus as these have existed since the 
beginning of the university in 1970. To main¬ 
tain that a changed rule can apply retrospec¬ 
tively shows little understanding of legal sys¬ 
tems. The other obvious aspect suggests that 
this may have been an attempt to show the 
muscle of the new regime... and reject those 
who had been honoured earlier. 

I have greatly appreciated being an 
Emeritus Professor atJNU, both because I en- 
j oyed the continuity of exchanging ideas with 
younger scholars and colleagues as I have al¬ 
ways done, and of course I felt close to an in¬ 
stitution that I helped found. Those of us who 
joined the university when it began had a 
deep commitment to the idea that we as 


Indians were capable of building a university 
which would be a world-class university and 
adhere to all the principles of a great univer¬ 
sity — free-thinking, free-questioning... To our 
great delight, we succeeded in doing that. So 
one can’t help but feel that actions like the 
present one and similar other recent actions, 
where the administration has asserted itself 
as being the decision-maker in the university 
even in academic matters, are largely at¬ 
tempts to undo all that was invested in JNU 
previously and reduce it to a pedestrian in¬ 
stitution of education. 

What does the state of Indian universities 
tell us about the state of the nation? 

As a society, we are in a situation where 
we are being encouraged to be anti-thinking, 
anti-intellectual, anti-academic. Students are 
discouraged from asking questions, organising 
debates and discussions, and expressing opin¬ 
ions in various fora. This is the beginning of 
undermining what is meant by a university. 

The freedom to debate, the freedom to 
read what you want to read, is essential to a 
university. I think the kind of thinking behind 
this last order from the Registrar, and other 
similar orders, are attempts at trying to assert 
the authority of those running the university 
over teachers and students, who form the in¬ 
tellectual core of the university. 

This is not just happening atJNU. Why 
are college teachers, who make a critical 
two-sentence statement in class, arrested? 
If they write something on Facebook that is 


disagreeable to the government, they are 
picked up. Why is there an attempt to equate 
the government and nation, which are dis¬ 
tinct entities? Surely, a remark that is criti¬ 
cal of a government policy is not automati¬ 
cally anti-national. 

Maybe we should redefine, and repeat¬ 


edly so, what we mean by saying that we are 
a democracy. It is said that as a democracy 
we are in some ways more effective as com¬ 
pared to quite a few other nations that are 
only theoretical democracies. But when it 
comes to people asserting their democratic 
rights, there is now a creeping fear. 


Intellectuals and professors are now 
being seen as the new ‘elite’. How do you 
view this? 

I wish we were the elite! What this last 
JNU episode shows is that academics are far 
from being the elite since their status is being 
consistently down-graded by the adminis¬ 
tration. Yes, intellectualism in a sense is ‘elite’, 
but only in societies that respect intellectuals, 
writers and those who think critically outside 
the bounds of convention. We are busy these 
days in describing such people 
as ‘Urban Naxals’ and shoving 
them into jails. 

What we really have to 
caution against is the attitude 
of anti-intellectualism that is 
evident in society today. One 
of the indicators of this is the 
role of trolling as a form of 
persuasion — and the more 
abusive it is, the better it 
works — keeping in mind the 
formula of Goebbels that if 
you tell a lie sufficiently often 
and effectively, it will be 
taken as the truth. 

Part of the reason for the 
anti-intellectualism is that people are not en¬ 
couraged to think about alternatives to better 
their lives. Making money and acquiring sta¬ 
tus is not illegitimate, but surely there are 
other aspects that need nurturing, such as un¬ 
derstanding what is meant by creating a hu¬ 
mane society and abolishing mob-rule and 


lawlessness, by insisting on social justice and 
social equality. These are the basics of a dem¬ 
ocratic system. 

How do you look at how history is now 
being written and taught? 

History is far more complex than we as¬ 
sume. It is no longer just a narrative about a 
past event—who won or lost a battle. We are 
now interested in explaining what were the 
antecedents to a battle, who actually fought 
the battle, for what purpose, 
who constituted the armies 
and what was the extended re- 
sult. When the battle at 
Haldighati is historically inves¬ 
tigated, it becomes evident that 
Rana Pratap did not win the 
battle and much more than 
that is also revealed about who 
fought on which side and what 
was the politics involved in the 
confrontation. These are reve¬ 
lations that the myth-makers 
prefer to keep under wraps. In 
any case, there are far more im¬ 
portant issues in the study of 
medieval India than the ques¬ 
tion of who won the battle of Haldighati. The 
purpose of emphasising this event is not for 
reasons of improving our historical under¬ 
standing of what happened but for using it in 
current politics.

‘Bachcha chor aa gay a ’ 

In Uttar Pradesh, child-lifting rumours have led to mob violence and 82 arrests. What happens to a village in 
grip of such rumours? Children stop going to school, parents live in fear and every outsider is a suspect

AROUND NOON on August 25, Choti Devi, a 
tailor, was hard at work on her sewing ma¬ 
chine, rushing to finish pending orders. Her 
four children, the eldest nine years old and the 
youngest three, were sitting around in the 
one-room house, fiddling with their books 
and toys. 

Just then, there was a knock on the door. 

“I was suspicious... scared... My husband 
would return only in the evening,” says the 
27-year-old. As she gingerly opened the door, 
she saw a woman in worn-out clothes and 
frazzled hair. “She told me, ‘Do you have chil¬ 
dren?... Give them these biscuits’.” 

That was it—Devi’s worst fears had come 
true. “Bachche churane waali ab hamaregaon 
mein aa gayi (The child lifter had now come 
to our village). I began to scream and warned 
my children not to step out. All the 
WhatsApp messages I had been receiving for 
the past weeks had warned me against this. 
My children had not been going to school for 
at least a week. I didn’t want to lose them,” 
she says, standing outside her house, one of 
38 rooms in a building at Echar village in 
Uttar Pradesh’s Greater Noida area that 
mostly houses security guards, labourers, tai¬ 
lors and their families. “And, this women par¬ 
ticularly resembled one of the two women 
whose picture I had got recently,” says Devi, 
whose husband has a “company job”. 

She then pulls out her Samsung smart¬ 
phone, the one she bought for Rs 6,000 ear¬ 
lier this year, to show a picture her sister-in- 
law had sent her. It is a grainy selfie of two 
women, one in her 50s and the other in her 
late 30s. The older woman has her head cov¬ 
ered with a dupatta, while the younger one 
has a thick line of Vermillion on her head. 

A message accompanied the picture: “Ye 
do ladies ke photos jitna ho sake share karo. Ye 
school, mohalle ke baharse chote bachchon ko 
kidnap kar taskari karti hain( Share this picture 
as much as possible. They kidnap little chil¬ 
dren from neighbourhoods and schools and 
smuggle them).” 

“The woman who came with the biscuits 
looked like the older one,” says Devi, over a 
week after the incident. 

Later, the alleged child lifter was report¬ 
edly beaten up by residents and handed over 
to the police. “We just held on to her till the 
police came, we didn’t beat her... We were a 
group of 15-20 women, we were all crying,” 
says Devi. 

However, when Sub-Inpector Naseem 
Ahmed from Echar Police Station investigated 
the case, it turned out that the ‘child lifter’ was 
in fact a “mentally unstable woman who had 
strayed from her family”. “The family is from 
Nepal but they worked in Ghaziabad. When 
we realised she was mentally unstable, I took 
her to the women’s cell in Meemt and put out 
her pictures in newspapers. That is how we 
tracked her family. They have returned to 
Nepal now,” he says. “No one has been kid¬ 
napped in the Greater Noida area,” he adds. 

In the past month, fuelled by fake mes¬ 
sages and morphed videos, photographs and 
undated newspaper clippings on WhatsApp 
and Facebook, mmours about child kidnap¬ 
pers have led to panic in pockets of Uttar 
Pradesh, the National Capital Region, and 
Delhi, and also led to incidents of mob vio¬ 
lence in many cases. In almost all instances,

no child has been found to be kidnapped. 

On August 29, Director General of Uttar 
Pradesh Police O P Singh warned that the 
National Security Act would be invoked 
against rumour-mongers, 82 of whom have 
been arrested by the state police so far. 

Gautam Buddha Nagar Superintendent of 
Police Vineet Jaiswal, under whose jurisdic¬ 
tion Noida-Greater Noida falls, admits the ru¬ 
mours have been a concern. “In all the cases 
that have been reported to us, no one’s child 
has been kidnapped. We have already started 
drives to spread awareness. We are using loud¬ 
speakers to inform residents that these are just 
rumours. We have also reached out to village 
heads. There have been arrests of rumour- 
mongers too,” he said. There have been at least 
10 incidents of mob attacks and commotion 
over child-lifting mmours in the past fortnight 
in the Noida-Greater Noida region. 


Most of the incidents have 
been reported from villages 
such as Dankaur, Bhatta, 

Hoshiarpur, Morna, Nagli 
Wazidpur and Bhooda — all 
settlements that supply man¬ 
power to plush neighbour¬ 
hoods that have come up in the 
region in the past decade — 
where literacy rates are not 
very high, but almost everyone 
has access to a smartphone. 

Like the other residents of 
Echar village, Devi’s fears took 
root many weeks ago, when 
she first saw a long Facebook 
post. “ Gharelu mahilayon se anurodh hai Id ldsi 
bhi ajnabijaise kabadi walajeri waala, baba, 
ya bhikhari ke liye darwaza na kholein, aurgalti 
se bhi na kahein, ‘Abhi koi ghar mein nahi hai’. 


Apne bachchon ka dhyaan 
rakhein... (Housewives are re¬ 
quested not to open their doors 
to strangers such as scrap col¬ 
lectors, vendors, godmen and 
beggars, and never say, ‘There is 
no one at home’. Protect your 
children).” 

That message, says 46- 
year-old security guard Raju 
Kumar, was widely shared on 
WhatsApp later and went on 
to state that “a group of 500 
men and women are out on 
the prowl for small children”. 
That is when, he says, most 
women stopped sending their children, at 
least the younger ones, to school. “I have now 
opted for night shifts so that I am home dur¬ 
ing the day,” says Kumar, who has two

teenaged children. 

His 15-year-old son Ankit Kumar promptly 
pulls put his phone to show a newspaper clip¬ 
ping that has a photograph of a godman with 
the headline: Kasba Elam mein sadhu ke vesh 
mein aaye the apharankarta (In Elam hamlet, 
kidnappers had come dressed as godmen)”. 
“This message came two weeks ago. I shared 
it with everyone,” says the teenager, sitting on 
a parked bike and scrolling rapidly through 
his phone. 

Devi, who is standing nearby, jumps at the 
mention of the message. “Hadn’t a similar 
man come to our building too?” she says. “I 
was washing clothes outside, and my children 
were alone in the room. A man dressed in saf¬ 
fron clothes kept knocking on our door. I 
mshed in and told him to leave... I also alerted 
everyone about him. Bachcha chor tha (He was 
a child lifter),” she says as the other residents, 


who have by now gathered around her, nod 
in agreement. 

One of them is Chandrakala, 32, who has 
just picked up her child from school. As her 
son, a Class 1 student, hides behind her, she 
says, “Their school is close by. But for the past 
few weeks, I have been picking and dropping 
them. I made them stay at home for a few 
days, but for how long could I have done that?” 

But Mohd Naushad Ali, 30, isn’t taking 
chances. He had got his daughter admitted to 
Nursery earlier this year, but recently with¬ 
drew her admission. “She can start the session 
next year. Mahaul bahut kharaab ho gaya hai 
abhi (The situation is very bad now). They are 
children, they get lured by toffees, biscuits. 
They don’t understand the danger,” he says, 
holding his four-year-old in his arm. 

Apart from the videos and messages, what 
stoked Ali and Chandrakala’s fears was an au¬ 
dio message that they received on WhatsApp, 
which had a man narrating a kidnapping in¬ 
cident. “He also said that the kidnappers 
pulled out children’s organs and sold them,” 
says Chandrakala. 

A few metres away, at the Chandrakanta 
School that has 450 students across Classes 
Nursery to 8, principal Saurabh Kumar says 
they have become more alert following the 
mmours. “When classes end, we get teachers 
to stand at the gates to ensure that no one 
apart from the parents speaks to the children. 
We have also asked all parents to pick and 
drop their children. If a parent fails to come, 
teachers drop the child home,” he says, sitting 
in his office in a run-down building. 

While he admits there has been no case of 
kidnapping, he adds, “I can’t take a chance. We 
have told children, seedhejao, seedhe aao 
(Come straight to school, and straight home).” 
“The other day I saw a beggar roaming near 
the school. I told her to leave. I knew she was 
not a kidnapper, but people could have mis¬ 
taken her for one,” he says, while insisting that 
the incident “has not affected attendance 
much”. 

Twenty-five kilometres away, in Bhatta vil¬ 
lage, Navjeet Singh, who stands in for his 
sarpanch wife Umesh Devi, has been strug¬ 
gling to quell the child-lifting mmours. Over 
the past week, his village WhatsApp group, 
‘Jat Group’, has been flooded with videos and 
messages of child-lifting mmours. “Sab South 
se hee aa rahein hain (All these messages are 
coming from the south of India). We don’t 
know how to stop them,” he says. 

Singh says some of the youth in his village 
are using the mmours to “trick their parents”. 
“The young men in the village don’t want to 
work in the fields. Recently, a 15-year-old son 
of a farm labourer consumed some dmgs and 
passed out. When he woke up and went 
home, he lied to his family that two bearded 
men had forced him to inhale something and 
tried to kidnap him,” he says, adding, “There 
has not been a single case of kidnapping.” 

Singh has another argument, “All the ru¬ 
mours are circulating in places where the 
poor live. But who wants to kidnap children 
of the poor? What will they get? If there 
were real kidnappers roaming around, they 
would have eyed the kids of the rich, would¬ 
n’t they have?” 

Back in Echar village, with rumours 
swirling, both online and offline, Devi’s chil¬ 
dren are nagging their mother to let them go 
out to play. “No way .Abhi nahin (Not now),” 
she says, ushering them back into her room.

WHILE UNCERTAINTY hangs over Assam’s 
newly declared final National Register of 
Citizens (NRC), for the past eight months, 
work has been on at a steady pace to build 
what would be the state’s first exclusive de¬ 
tention centre to house people declared as 
‘illegal foreigners’ — a category into which 
people out of the list who don’t find reprieve 
at Foreigners’ Tribunals would eventually fall. 

On 20 bighas of land in Matia in Goalpara 
district, nestled between farmland and for¬ 
est, at least 15 contractors and 450-500 
labourers are at work to build the centre at a 
budget of over Rs 46 crore, with a capacity to 
house “up to 3,000 illegal foreigners”. 
Construction began last December and is ex¬ 
pected to be completed by this year end. The 
facility will be enclosed within two walls, the 
first one 6-ft high and the second 20 ft. 

In a reply in the Assembly in July, the 
Assam government had said it had sent a 
proposal for 10 such new facilities to the 
Centre, and was waiting for a response. 

Assam currently has six detention cen-

tres to hold ‘illegal foreigners’, but these are 
all located inside jails. Together they house 
1,000-odd detainees, in conditions which 
have been deplored by activists. As per a state 
government reply in the Assembly, FTs de¬ 
clared 1.03 lakh people foreigners between 
1985 and August 2018. This number is ex¬ 
pected to swell now after the final NRC. 

The detention centre at Matia, around 
150 km from Guwahati, is being built as per 
guidelines laid down by the Centre and cir¬ 
culated injanuary 2019. A senior Assam gov¬ 
ernment officer, who refused to be named, 
said, “The guidelines mention numerous 
points like a facility having a space to play, a 
school, etc. All that is being followed.” 

Talking about the “guidelines” in the Rajya 


Sabha on July 24, Union Minister of State for 
Home, Nityanand Rai, had said, “With a view 
to formalise the setting up of detention/hold¬ 
ing centres in States/U.T.s for restricting the 
movement of illegal immigrants/foreign na¬ 
tionals awaiting deportation, the Government 
has prepared a Model Detention Centre 


Manual... The Manual covers amenities to be 
provided... for the inmates to maintain stan¬ 
dards of living in consonance with basic hu¬ 
man needs. This includes amenities like elec¬ 
tricity, drinking water, toilets/baths with 
mnning water, communication facilities, pro¬ 
vision for kitchen.” 


As per the manual, members of the same 
family would be kept at the same centre, 
there would be segregated accommodation 
for male and female detainees, as well as spe¬ 
cial facilities for nursing mothers. 

A KJha, Chairman and Managing Director 
of the Assam Police Housing Corporation, 
which is executing the construction, told 
The Sunday Express, “Construction is going 
on in full swing. We are trying level best to 
meet the target deadline.” 

Rabindra Kumar Das, a junior engineer at 
the Matia construction site, said the deten¬ 
tion centre plan includes a primary school, a 
hospital, and a separate water supply system 
with a capacity of over 50,000 litres. “For de¬ 
tainees, there will be 15 four-storey build¬ 
ings... The construction would have been al¬ 
most complete if it had not rained. We are 
aiming now for the end of this year.” 

Apart from detention centres, the Assam 
government is trying to ready 200 new FTs to 
meet the post-NRC rush, to add to the exist¬ 
ing 100 tribunals. The locations of the new 
tribunals have been decided, in either exist¬ 
ing government establishments or newly 
hired ones. The panel of 221 to be appointed 
as Members at these FTs will undergo train¬ 
ing till the appeal processes start. 

Assam’s Commissioner and Secretary 
(Home and Political) Department Ashutosh 


Agnihotri said, “We are ready with the sys¬ 
tem and infrastructure for the filing of ap¬ 
peals. However, appeals can only be filed af¬ 
ter the NRC authorities issue 
exclusion/rejection orders.” The NRC hasn’t 
specified when the excluded people would 
receive the rejection orders. 

Ruing “the lack of data from the NRC of¬ 
fice”, an officer said, “We do not know the 
district or circle-wise break up of the ex¬ 
cluded people. Thus, we do not know in 
which district or circle of a district we should 
perhaps put two instead of one new FT.” 

A few metres down from the Matia de¬ 
tention facility itself, lies a refugee settle¬ 
ment. It houses Bengali Hindus, and Hajongs 
and Dalus, whose ancestors had fled from 
then East Pakistan in the 1960s. 

Pratima Biswas, 30, a Bengali, was among 
the 19 lakh people not in the NRC released 
on August 31, though her parents, siblings, 
three children and husband, who works as a 
daily wager, are in. Her neighbour Saraswati 
Hajong, 36, is also out, unlike her two sisters, 
husband, mother-in-law and two sons. 

Says Biswas, with a wry smile, “We 
women often joke amongst ourselves that 
we might be one day be taken to the deten¬ 
tion camp next door... We have to fight our 
case at an FT now, and fight we will. How 
dare they call us bideshis (foreigners)?” 


A DAY IN THE LIFE OF A PRE-CENSUS ENUMERATOR 
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Counting 135,00,00,000 

Process has begun for world’s largest head-count — India’s decennial Census. Armed with a mobile app 
and 36 questions, as the foot-soldiers try to iron out wrinkles, suspicious respondents the biggest hurdle

T HE LATEST estimate by the 
United Nations puts India’s 
population at 135 crore, catch¬ 
ing up to China as the world’s 
most populous country. In his 
Independence Day speech, Prime Minister 
Narendra Modi called the “population explo¬ 
sion” a matter of urgent concern. Against this 
backdrop, India has begun preparations for 
what is one of the world’s largest head-count 
exercises — its decennial Census. 

Between February 9 and 28,2021, India 
will count all its people. But so as to ensure 
that there are no hiccups, one-and-a-half 
years ahead of it, a pre-census began last 
month. The August 12-September 30 exer¬ 
cise is being conducted at select spots in all 
the states and Union territories. 

One of those enlisted for it is Naveen 
Shokeen, 31, a Computer Science teacher at 
Government Boys’ Senior Secondary School 
(GBSSS) in Ghummanhera, a village on the 
Delhi-Haryana border. Around 2.30 pm, his 
school duty having come to an end, Shokeen 
is standing in the room of Vice- 
Principal/Headmaster Prem Kumar Jha, the 
designated “charge-officer” of the pre-test, 
waiting for instructions. Shokeen hasn’t had 
lunch, and decides against a quick bite. 

Shokeen along with seven teachers of GB¬ 
SSS, Ghummanhera, and four from a neigh¬ 
bouring public girls’ school, will today collect 
‘House Listing (HL)’ data across 10 Census 
blocks of the Ghummanhera village. The data 
will include information on types of houses as 
well as the facilities they have, like LPG con¬ 
nection, dish antenna etc. A Census official 
says Ghummanhera was an obvious choice 
as it has “10 blocks as well as slum areas”, as 
required by the guidelines. 

In Delhi, the trial run is also being con¬ 
ducted in all the 67 Census blocks of

Vikaspuri, a residential locality in North Delhi, 
as the guidelines also call for an “urban” block. 
Here the pre-test is being carried out by 
teachers of GBSSS, Vikaspuri. 

It’s mostly principals who pick the teach¬ 
ers for Census duty, and the latter get a remu¬ 
neration for the work. 

After the briefing by Jha, Shokeen hurries 
to Ghummanhera, just 200 metres away. As 
he enters a three-storey house, one of the few 
such buildings in the area, Shokeen says, “I 
have finished surveying most of the houses 
allotted to me. Only those found locked dur¬ 
ing the survey are left.” 

As a resident opens the door, Shokeen 
flashes his Census identity card. “Janaganana 
vibhagse aye hain. Aapke makaan ke baarey 
mein jaankari chahiye (I have come from the 
Census Department. I want information 
about your house),” he says. 

Shokeen has a list of 34 questions, includ¬ 


ing on the construction material of the house, 
and its water and energy sources. He notes 
the answers down in a voluminous booklet. 
Most of the questions have remained the 
same over the decade. The one maj or change 
this year is the development of a mobile ap¬ 
plication that enumerators like Shokeen are 
expected to use to note the details. 

More than 90 per cent of the enumerators 
for the pre-test have registered for data collec¬ 
tion through their own mobile devices. 

However, Shokeen says he prefers taking 
down the answers in the booklet provided by 
the Census Department, and uploading them 
later. One of his fears is the leak of personal 
information of a respondent. However, he ad¬ 
mits the duplication slows down the process. 

Harjit Singh Mendiratta, a ‘Master Trainer’ 
with the Directorate of Census Operations, 
who has been training teachers at GBSSS 
Ghummanhera, admits the teething prob¬ 
lems with the app. “The pre-test helps us get 
a sense of the difficulties we might face,” he 
says. “When we plan the Census, we know 
which blocks could end up taking more time. 
Secondly, it helps us categorise a property as 
kachcha, puccajhuggi, residential, non-resi- 
dential, etc.” 

After the pre-test on collection of House 
Listing data gets over on September 4, a trial 
of the Population Enumeration (PE) basics 
would be conducted between September 10 
and September 30. The PE is a more elaborate 
exercise as it involves collecting detailed in¬ 
formation of each family member. 

Detailing the problems they face, Jha says, 
“Some houses are locked whenever we visit 
them during the day. As a result, we have to 
visit early in the morning. Often we have to 
take the help of neighbours and local leaders 
as respondents refuse to give information.” 

In the evening, even as Shokeen is near¬ 
ing the end of his rounds, over at Vikaspuri, 
36-year-old Srikrishna Sharma, a Sanskrit 
teacher at GBSSS, is getting ready to begin his.

Tired, Sharma says he will keep it short. 

“The density of houses as well as people is 
much higher in urban pockets. So we take 
more time to cover a specific area,” a perspir¬ 
ing Sharma says, climbing up a flight of stairs 
in a DDA building in Vikaspuri’s JG block. 

Plus Sharma faces the same problems as 
Shokeen. “Urban households mostly have 
children at home in the afternoon. If some¬ 
one is below 18 years, we cannot note their 
response. But often the adults too behave like 
children.” 

At such times, having ‘Master Trainers’ 
around, like S K Sood and Pramod Kumar to¬ 
day, helps. Sharma is flanked by both as he 
rings the bell to a second-floor flat. As the 
woman who answers looks uncertain about 
the purpose of his visit, Sood and Kumar, with 
‘Ministry of Home Affairs’ identity cards 
hanging around their necks, weigh in. Sharma 
wastes no time, and opens the booklet instead 
of the mobile to take down answers. 

Sharma has a different reason for not us¬ 
ing the app. “I realised that the moment I took 
out my phone, people became apprehensive 
and stopped answering. Somehow, people 
don’t trust phones... The booklet appears to 
be much more authentic to them.” 

Sharma next moves to the adjacent flat. 
The woman who answers speaks through a 
mesh door, and ignoring Sharma’s pleadings, 
slams the door. Sighs Sharma, “People refuse 
to answer because of the lack of awareness. 
The government must educate people on the 
importance of the Census, pre-test... Many 
people tell us they have not seen any adver¬ 
tisement or read news reports on the same.” 

It takes Sharma about an hour to go 
through just three flats in the building. 

Says a senior Census officer acquainted 
with the survey, “I have leamt that both the 
rich and poor don’t want to share personal 
details. The poor because they don’t care. And 
the rich because they are concerned their per¬ 
sonal information might be stolen.” 



Looking for Cong 
in Chanasma 

BJP claims all voters in this Gujarat town are 
now its members. Congress protests, feebly

S itting at his office in Chanasma 
GIDC (Gujarat Industrial 
Development Corporation) 
zone, Rajul Patel (52) is holding 
meetings with local Congress workers. 
Amidst dwindling Congress numbers in 
this BJP bastion, his is a difficult job — 
rendered even more arduous since na¬ 
tional BJP working president J P Nadda 
declared recently that all registered vot¬ 
ers in Chanasma had enrolled as pri¬ 
mary members of the saffron party. 
That is 10,600 people. 

While Nadda’s claim of 100 per cent 
enrolment is most certainly an exagger¬ 
ation, Patel, the Congress’s Chanasma 
tehsil president, knows he has little to 
be happy about. The recent entrants to 
the BJP include district Congress presi¬ 
dent Praful Vyas, who crossed over with 
50 supporters around two months ago. 

Chanasma used to be part of Prime 
Minister Narendra Modi’s home district 
Mehsana, but now falls under Patan. 
Dominated by Patidars, followed by 
Dalits and Thakors, the town, with a 
population of around 16,000, was de¬ 
clared a municipality in 1996. 

However, since the declaration, the 
Congress has only once fought the mu¬ 
nicipal elections on its own symbol, in 
February 2016. It won two seats, against 
22 for the BJP. 

“The BJP’s claim of all registered vot¬ 
ers having enrolled as its party mem¬ 
bers is completely baseless. However, I 
must admit that the Congress presence 
in the town is poor. For example, when 
the Congress decided to field candidates 
for the municipal polls in February 2016, 
we found it difficult to even find 24 
nominees. We had to personally ap¬ 
proach people and assure them that we 
will help them out during campaign¬ 
ing,” says Patel. 

The 52-year-old, who has been with 
the Congress since 30 years, reasons, 
“Chanasma is traditionally a BJP bastion, 
the RSS has a strong presence here. For 
more than 25 years, the BJP has been in 
power in Gujarat. So people join the 
party if they have electoral ambition... 
Only those who strongly believe in the 
ideology of the Congress join or stay in 
the party.” 

Standing in front of the local 
Executive Magistrate’s office in the 
Mamlatdar Office Area, a prominent 
landmark in the town, Patel hails down 
Congress workers Varun Vyas, Nikunj 
Dave, Ramesh Desai and Dr Viram Oza 
to show that Nadda isn’t right in club¬ 
bing all Chanasma voters as BJP support¬ 
ers. “Meet these people, they are our 


men. They are working to make the 
Congress strong here,” he says. 

Agrees Vyas, a 35-year-old farmer, 
“In the recent Lok Sabha elections, the 
Congress candidate (JagdishThakor) got 
around 2,500 votes out of the 7,000-odd 
cast in the 14 booths of Chanasma. The 
BJP candidate (Bharatsinh Dabhi) re¬ 
ceived about 4,500 votes. Does this not 
prove that we have a presence here?” 

However, even he admits that the 
party’s local leadership is finding it ex¬ 
tremely difficult to keep up the morale 
of workers and supporters. “We keep 
meeting and asking people about their 
needs. At the same time, we also stay 
firm against any attempt by the BJP to 
lure our workers,” he says. 

Oza, 74, believes that it is an uphill 
battle given the funds cmnch ailing the 
Congress not just in Chanasma but 
across the country. “Unlike the Congress, 
the BJP helps its workers financially. In 
the absence of such a system, there is 
lack of discipline and consistency 
among workers.” 

He adds that committed senior 
members like him have helped the 
Congress’s Chanasma unit even finan¬ 
cially to sustain the party’s organisa¬ 
tional stmcture and keep it relevant. “To 
keep the organisation vibrant, we moti¬ 
vate young workers to conduct pro¬ 
grammes in the town," Oza says. 

Still, the Congress held its last pub¬ 
lic meeting in Chanasma way back dur¬ 
ing the Lok Sabha polls, when senior 
party leader Siddharth Patel addressed 
a gathering. 

Satish Parmar (55), an LIC agent, 
wishes the Congress would raise prob¬ 
lems of Dalits like himself, pointing out 
that the community has traditionally 
been a supporter of the party. “There are 
hygiene-related issues in our locality. 
The gutters overflow during the mon¬ 
soons. The Congress should publicly flag 
such issues. I also want the party to raise 
the issue of atrocities against Dalits in 
various parts of the country.” 

Gujarat Pradesh Congress 
Committee leader and Patan district in¬ 
charge Kirtisinh Zala insists they are 
talking about the problems of the peo¬ 
ple, and that the situation in Chanasma 
is changing. “The town is dominated by 
Patidars, who have been loyal to the BJP. 
But we are drawing people’s attention 
to issues such as unemployment and 
economic slowdown," he says. 

Meanwhile, Patel talks of BJP work¬ 
ers approaching him, “regularly”, with 
offers to join the saffron party. That 
might definitely mean the end of the 
Congress in Chanasma, he says. “By get¬ 
ting me and my supporters, they want 
to wipe off the Congress here.”

I AM AT Mumbai airport waiting to take 
my flight to Ahmedabad. Since I have ar¬ 
rived very early I settle down and begin 
reading a book that I have brought along. 
As I read, I hear a voice call out my name.

I am surprised by the seriousness of 
his face... it seems strange on a man so ob¬ 
viously young. I also notice he is wearing 
slacks that are an incredible electric blue. 
As I try to take in all this information about 
the man, his voice interrupts my thoughts. 

“Are you?” he asks again and this time 
I recover and I nod. The young man breaks 
into a wide smile which lightens up his se¬ 
rious face and 1 smile too. 

“Sir, I am a big fan of yours... I have seen 
most of your films... some documentaries, 
one of your travelogues across India... and 
I have even read two of your books....” 


The young man’s smile widens. 

“Big fan...,” he adds. 

“Thank you,” I reply. “And what do you 
do?” 

“Sir, I am a painter. I came to check 
things out in Mumbai and now I am go¬ 
ing back home.” 

“Why don’t you sit down?” 

The young man does so and for the 
next 10 minutes he tells me everything 
about himself. He is 23 years old and from 
Udaipur. He took to painting early in life 
encouraged by his parents and despite the 
tremendous odds today he has almost 
made it. It was tough going for a young 
dreamer in a small town but the stmggle 
was worth it. 

“I just got Rs 14 lakh for one painting 
and I am elated... It was bought by a group 
of buyers in Europe and they have encour¬ 
aged me to carry on. It must be some 
record for a painter like me who is just 
starting out... isn’t it?” 

I smile and nod as he continues about 
his sojourn in Mumbai. 

“I felt so happy so I came to Mumbai 
to meet the famous art gallery owners... 
to check them out... but they put me off....” 

“Why?” 

“They told me that I am too ambi¬ 
tious... I should create smaller works, not 
large ones... that is how young painters 
start... start small and then grow... I don’t 


agree. I will paint the way I want to... no¬ 
body has the right to tell me what size my 
paintings should be... am I right?” 

I like his robust attitude and say, “I 
agree. Paint the way you want to.” 

“Thank you sir... they think they are big 
shots... just because they own galleries in 
Mumbai... so I have rejected them. In three 
days I made the rounds of all the galleries 
and I spent the rest of the week travelling 
from Colaba to the Prithvi Theatre in Juhu 
and saw plays... met some wonderful peo¬ 
ple... now I am going back... would you like 
to see some of my work., on my phone...?” 

I hesitate a bit and then nod. As soon 
as I do so he whips out his mobile phone 
and begins showing me his paintings and 
adds a running commentary that de¬ 
scribes his work... “I don’t agree with real¬ 
ism... I prefer the abstract... I like the work 
of Ram Kumar... Akbar Padamsee... ab¬ 
stract work is much more free... so much 
is left to the imagination... which painters 
do you like?” 

As I view the rapidly changing images 
Isay, 

“Well... quite a few... let me see... I like 
the works of Sudhir Patwardhan, Tyeb 
Mehta, Atul Dodiya, Nalini Malani, 
Ghulam Sheikh... lots of different kinds of 
painters....” 

“Do you like the works of Ram Kumar 
and Akbar Padamsee?” 


“Ofcourseldo.” 

“Do you like my work?” 

I stop looking at the paintings and look 
at the young man. I realise he is serious 
about knowing my opinion. So I say, 

“Can I see the work once again....?” 

I go over his work slowly this time and 
with each piece of work I tell him what I 
feel... the ones that I like and the ones I have 
problems with. In fact, there are two works 
that I find quite remarkable and the young 
man tells me that they have already been 
booked by the same group in Europe that 
had bought his earlier painting. I smile. 

“You have some ready buyers... you 
must be a very happy man....” 

“Iam sir... really....” 

Then slowly his face turns serious. 

“But today I am not.” 

Iam surprised 

“Why?” I ask. 

“Haven’tyou read the newspapers this 
morning?” 

“Why do you ask?” 

“Look what the government has done 
about Kashmir....” 

I realise that he is talking about the re¬ 
voking of Article 370 by the government 
of India. It was announced in Parliament 
yesterday (on August 6) and the headlines 
in the newspapers had been euphoric. 
There were numerous reports of rejoic¬ 
ing all around the country. I look at the 


young man silently... he seems to be in 
deep thought and then he began to speak 
very softly. 

“Most of the people in our country are 
so happy... shouldn’t I be happy too? But I 
am not I know this is a democracy and the 
will of the people matters... if there was a 
vote now, 90 per cent of the people of India 
would say they agree with the decision... 
but... we didn’t ask the people to whom 
this decision matters most... the 
Kashmiris... are they not Indians... does 
their opinion not matter?” 

The young man turns to look at me in 
anguish and I keep silent. Then he says 
softly, 

“Sometimes democracy can be ugly... 
today I am sad... and confused... is it okay 
to be this way...?” 

I smile and put my hand on his shoul¬ 
der. 

“It's absolutely okay to be this way... you 
are not just a painter... you are an artist” 

He smiles too. Just then I am informed 
that my flight is ready to depart. I get up 
and wish him goodbye. I slowly make my 
way towards the gate and as I do so I turn 
to look at the young man one more time. 
He is looking at me so I wave to him and 
he waves back.

Baby who lived, and 
baby who should have 


IT’S BEEN some days since I read Aieman’s 
story. Every hour, I have grappled with 
myself on what I would tell the 26-year- 
old sister of my colleague in Srinagar, who 
lost her unborn baby amidst the Kashmir 
lockdown. Nothing I tell her would be 
enough, but not telling her anything... 
whose purpose does that serve? 

So, here, let me tell her a story, about 
another time, another baby, another city 

— hoping that if and when she reads it, 
she knows that her baby is grieved, that 
he won’t be forgotten. 

December 22,2000, was a sunny day, 
unusual for a winter that was about to take 
a turn for the worse. I had one of my regu¬ 
lar appointments with my gynaecologist. 
The baby wasn’t due for another 20 days 
or so, and I hoped to use the maternity 
break to catch up on reading and to finish 
a pair of woollen booties—both tasks I had 
enthusiastically decided I was up to. 

There was some bad news though. My 
placenta had started drying up, and the doc¬ 
tor advised a week’s hospitalisation. The 
pregnancy wouldn’t last full term, she pre¬ 
dicted, and joked that maybe I would have 
a millennium baby, right on New Year. I re¬ 
turned home, packed a bag, gave a lingering 
look to the chest of drawers I had readied for 
the baby—with everything Dettol-sanitised 

— and headed to the hospital. 

It was sometime around 8 pm that the 
nurse walked in for her routine pre-lights 
out round. The hospital was retiring for the 
night—the buzz of the corridors had died 
down, rendering the phones ringing at pe¬ 
riodic intervals ominous, and the antisep¬ 
tic air lay heavy—when she placed a cone- 
shaped object upside down over my 
stomach. It was much like those hearing 
pieces that amateur spies fashion out of 
glasses to eavesdrop. She listened once, 
then twice, moved the thing around, and 
listened more intently. I learnt much later 
that the simple thing was a Pinard Horn, a 
stethoscope to hear foetal heartbeat. 

Within minutes, I was rushed to a pre¬ 
labour room where they told me they 
couldn’t hear the baby’s heartbeat and 
showed me a graph sheet with zig-zag 
lines of the kind seen in Bollywood hos¬ 
pital scenes. As I tried to understand what 
that meant, my gynaecologist/obstetri¬ 
cian rushed in. She is a beautiful woman, 
the red of her bindi standing out against 
the silver grey of her hair, the red of her 
bangles and the Punjabi parandi in her 
hair striking against the white of her doc¬ 


tor’s coat, and her diminutive size bely¬ 
ing the authority with which she com¬ 
mandeers a room. For the first time, I saw 
her tousled, missing the bangles, the 
parandi. 

She said they would have to immedi¬ 
ately do a Caesarean. The rest of what fol¬ 
lowed is a daze — the preparation for the 
operation, transfer to the OT, seeing my 
family blurred without my glasses and 
stupidly beaming at them (I can still feel 
that smile), confident completely in my 
doctor’s abilities, and breaking into a 
teary laugh as the doctor pronounced it 
was a boy, a very tiny premature boy, but 
healthy. And he had all 10 fingers and all 
10 toes. Somehow that detail, in all the 
craziness of that day, seemed to matter. 

I would learn later that for my 2.1-kg 
son, the day was not over yet. He struggled 
to breathe, and for a while, there was panic 
that the hospital didn’t have a ventilator in 
its neo-natal unit. Ultimately it turned out 
okay, and 18 years later, the baby who scar¬ 
ify fit into the crook of my arm is now that 
same length taller than me. 

What if I wasn’t in the Capital? What 
if the phones didn’t work — this was still 
a time when very few had mobiles? What 
if my family couldn’t reach because there 
were “restrictions” outside? What if the 
doctor couldn’t be contacted? What if, in 
short, I was in Aieman’s shoes? 

On just another “normal” day, in just 
another “normal” city, Aieman went into 
hospital for her delivery. Sometime dur¬ 
ing the day, her baby developed trouble 
breathing and died even as the senior doc¬ 
tor couldn’t be reached. Her brother spent 
the next several hours running around 
Srinagar trying to inform family members 
of the same. 

But would I dare put this question to 
Aieman? For, don’t I dread what she 
would say in reply? The 26-year-old, the 
same age as I was in 2000, waiting for her 
first child with as much anticipation, with 
a wardrobe put together as lovingly, 
would be right in turning around and ask¬ 
ing me: whose shoes am I really in? 

To Aieman, I am the biggest mass of 
social media users in the world who 
hasn’t blinked an eye over 7 million men, 
women and children blocked out from 
the world now for a month. To Aieman, I 
am the voter in the world’s biggest 
democracy whose eyes won’t see and 
ears won’t hear. To Aieman, I am the 
mother from one of those parent 
WhatsApp groups who fuss over the 
smallest details of their children, but who 
never cried over hers. To Aieman, I am the 
silent audience applauding the govern¬ 
ment’s semantics over Pakistan, while 
words like normalcy, detention, curfew 
lose meaning. 

One day, when she can, and she must, 
Aieman will ask that question. Would we 
have an answer?

In his attempt to sensitise people 
though his verses, Ravidas held caste dis¬ 
crimination as a mental disease at the root 
of all social strife. He also held forth the idea 
of one god as the creator of the universe. 

Jaat-paat ke pher mah urjhai rahe sabh 
log/Mannukhta ku khathai Ravidasjatka rog 
(Everyone is trapped in the caste-system/ 
Ravidas, humanity is being eaten up by the 
disease called caste) and; Ravidas ekBraham 
ka hoye rahyo sagal pasaar/Ek mati sab ghat 
siijai eike sab kou sarjanhar (All are made 
from the same clay, by the same creator). 

In fact, Gum Ravidas, along with his con¬ 
temporaries, launched a campaign using 
satsangs for a more equal society. Kabir and 
other saint-poets joined him. He gave a 
voice to the voiceless and made weavers, 
cobblers, barbers, butchers, washermen 
and others from the artisan community 
part of this wave. Sant Ravidas used lan¬ 
guage that avoided hyperbole and was eas¬ 
ily understood by the common folk. This is 
the reason his poetry became a weapon in 
the fight for equality. His people-friendly 
verses like Man changa tan kathoti vich 
Ganga (If the mind is pure, then Ganga flows 
in the small earthen pot) is part of lexicon. 

As he took his writings to the far comers 
of a multi-religious country, Gum Ravidas 
told people to see Ram and Rahim, Krishna 
and Karim as one. He put forth his views 
about Hindu-Muslim unity. 

MandirMasjid duo ek hai, eh ma antar 
nahi/Ravidas Ram-Rehman ka jhagra koyi 
nahi (The temple and the mosque are one. 
There is no difference between the two. 
Ravidas says that there is no dispute be¬ 
tween Ram and Rehman.) 

Six centuries ago, Gum Ravidas held in 
his heart a pious desire to create a society 
where no one faced discrimination on the 
basis of caste, gender, social and economic 
status; where people would pay no taxes 
and enjoy the freedom to freely migrate to 
the places of their choice. He envisioned a 
society with people living in harmony with¬ 


out any sort of discrimination. He named 
this ideal society “Begampur (a place with 
no pain)”. A shabad gives a detailed descrip¬ 
tion of this in Gum Granth Sahib: 

The regal real with the sorrowless name: 

They call it Begumpura, a place with no 
pain/ No taxes or cares, nor own property 
there/ No wrongdoing, worry, terror or tor¬ 
ture/ Oh my brother, I’ve come to take it as my 
own/ My distant home, where everything is 
right/ That imperial kingdom is rich and se¬ 
cure/ Where none are third or second—all are 
one/ Itsfood and drink are famous, and those 
who live there/Dwell in satisfaction and in 
wealth/ They do this or that; they walk where 
they wish/ They stroll through fabled places 
unchallenged/ Oh, says Ravidas, a tanner now 
set free/ Those who walk beside me are my 
friends. (Hawley andJuergensmeyer, 32.) 

Guru Ravidas praised work done by 
hand and gave it a special place in his writ¬ 
ings. Colouring leather, shoemaking tools, 
his caste are mentioned with pride. In his 
poems, he presented his vision for a world 
with a democratic and socialistic set-up. 

Aisa chahun raaj main,jahan mileysab- 
han ko ann/ Chote-barai sabh sum basai, 
Ravidas rahaiparsan (I want a regime where 
everybody has food/ Ravidas will be happy 
to see a country where there is no discrim¬ 
ination between lower and upper classes). 

Considering this, many Sikh scholars call 
Bhagat Bani within Gum Granth Sahib a 
Dalit text. In their opinion, Gum Nanak Dev 
changed the entire Bhakti tradition into a 
formidable wave. Sikh scholar Jaswant 
Singh Zafar in his book Bhagat Satguru 
Hamara has argued that Gum Arjan Dev, 
who compiled Gum Granth Sahib, consid¬ 
ered Ravidas Bani a source of inspiration. 
He, like Gum Ramdas, praised his writings 
in his Bani, which is recorded in pages 1,207 
and 835 of the Gum Granth Sahib. 

It is also important to reflect on the real¬ 
ity of how the Ravidas community redis¬ 
covered this radical saint and how it once 
again attained a social revival. It goes back to 
June 11 or 12 in 1926 when Gadar Party rev¬ 
olutionary Mangu Ram established ‘Adi 


Dharam Mandal’ in his village Muggowal 
in Hoshiarpur district. A packed house de¬ 
clared Ravidas, Kabir, Namdev and Rishi 
Balmiki as their Adi Gum. Under Mangu 
Ram’s leadership as president, a picture of 
Gum Ravidas was brought from Banaras in 
1934. Its copies were distributed among 36 
lower castes (Adi Dharmi community). For 
these castes that were then considered un¬ 
touchables (now Scheduled Castes) it felt 
like a new lease of life. In undivided Punjab, 
and even after Partition, there were several 
temples and gurdwaras where these castes 
were not allowed to enter. This forced the 
Adi Dharmis to set up their own places of 
worship. As of now, Dalits have 10,000 tem¬ 
ples or gurdwaras across 12,500 villages of 
Punjab. In neighbouring Himachal Pradesh, 
these religious institutions are called Adi 
Dwaras where the Adi Prakash Granth — 
which has 1,248 pages — is kept for wor¬ 
ship. Different historical places linked to 
Guru Ravidas have been identified and 
commemorative stmctures built there by 
those managing Adi Dharam’s affairs. 
Among these, Gum Ravidas Janam Sthan 
Mandir, in Kashi, Uttar Pradesh, is the most 
prominent. It is believed that Gum Ravidas 
was bom near this city in the 14th century. 

Gum Ravidas’s social consciousness is 
enunciated best through his lines Maati ka 
putra kaise nachta hai/Dekhe, dekhe, sune, 
bole, dauriophirathai (How does the puppet 
of clay dance. He looks and listens, hears 
and speaks, and mns around). 

This verse carries a deep meaning. 
While it warns an individual against being 
unjust, it also inspires him to do good. In an¬ 
other verse — Satsangati mil rahiye madho 
jaise madhup makhira (Always stick to¬ 
gether in prayer like honey bees) — he asks 
the Dalits to band together like bees in a 
hive. And if someone points a figure at you, 
then fight back as one to protect yourself.

OUT OF MY MIND

I WAS 13 at the time. In our poky sarkari 
flat in Bombay, my father was having a 
furious, noisy argument with my two 
maternal uncles. The neighbours were 
worried. They thought it was a property 
quarrel which would end up in violence. 

Alas, we did not have property to quar¬ 
rel over. The dispute was about Kashmir. 
Jawaharlal Nehru had just sacked Sheikh 
Abdullah, put him under house arrest 


without bringing any charges and put 
Bakshi Ghulam Mohammad, Abdullah’s 
deputy, as prime minister of J&K. 

Whatever sweet words Nehru may 
have used in his promise to the people of 
Kashmir that he would honour their spe¬ 
cial status ended in that moment in 1953. 
Soon, the ‘prime minister’ of J&K became 
‘chief minister’ as in rest of India, and the 
Sadar-i-Riyasat became the governor ap¬ 
pointed from New Delhi. 

Sheikh Abdullah was never tried but 
kept under house arrest. Abdullah was 
just as arbitrarily released and then 
Indira Gandhi gifted him and his heirs 
and successors the proprietorship of 
J&K. The more the powers were taken 
away from the J&K Assembly, the more 


fervent was the cry from the Congress 
that J&K as a Muslim-majority au¬ 
tonomous province (and not the 
Muslims elsewhere in India) was a proof 
of India’s secularism. 

After 1989, when the Taliban and re¬ 
lated Islamist terror organisations poured 
in from across the border, J&K was ethni¬ 
cally cleansed of Pandits as New Delhi 
watched. After that, the Indian Army be¬ 
came a permanent feature of the land. As 
did the separatist movement. 

The last 30 years have been fed by sev¬ 
eral delusions. India pretended when it 
suited it that J&K was sovereign and MPs 
needed special permission to visit it. For 
no other state were Internet and mobile 
telephone connections shut when the 


Prime Minister visited, except in J&K. 
Kashmir was and was not a part of India; 
it was and was not autonomous. It was the 
only state where between 40,000 and 
50,000 people, local and infiltrators, have 
been killed in the last 30 years. 

On 5/6 August, there came legal clarity. 
The steady de facto erosion of political au¬ 
tonomy for J&K has been ended. The Line 
of Control is now an international border 
between India and Pakistan. The partition 
of India is at long last complete. 

Now what? 

First, the urgent restoration of nor¬ 
malcy, such as it was, before August. 
Kashmir may no longer be a bilateral is¬ 
sue but it is a global concern. Every day 
of delay makes the move look more sin¬ 


ister both in Kashmir and around the 
world. Relax the curfew and face the ri¬ 
ots. There is no point in waiting for the 
day when the curfew can be relaxed 
without angry reactions. The anger in 
Kashmir Valley has a long history. To ex¬ 
pect it to die due to a constitutional 
change would be a delusion. It would re¬ 
quire concrete policy changes in eco¬ 
nomic and social sectors to heal the 
wounds of the past 65 years. 

The Prime Minister has promised a 
bright future. Integration of the region into 
India should prove the key to bringing the 
standard and quality of living in J&K rap¬ 
idly up to the level in rest of India in terms 
of income as well as human development, 
especially for women.

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Hindutva 
in modern

ON THE day that we sought to become the 
fourth country in the world to land a 
spacecraft on the moon it depressed me 
hugely to read this story about cows in a 
Mumbai newspaper. “Breeding female 
cows will help end lynching: Giriraj”, said 
the headline. The story that followed said 
the Minister for Animal Husbandry, Giriraj 
Singh, told reporters that the Government 
of India was working on a scheme to arti¬ 
ficially inseminate cows to ensure that 
mostly female calves were bom. The min¬ 
ister believes this will persuade cattle 
farmers to stop abandoning their animals 
and this will help reduce lynchings. Does 
the Minister of Animal Husbandry not 
know that it is not on account of stray cat¬ 
tle that Muslims and Dalits have been 
lynched with disturbing frequency in re¬ 
cent years? 

Muslim dairy farmers have been at¬ 
tacked while transporting their own cows, 
not stray cattle. And, Dalits have been at¬ 
tacked when caught skinning dead cows 
to provide raw material to leather, phar¬ 
maceutical and related industries. The 
lynching epidemic has forced dairy farm¬ 
ers to abandon old cows instead of selling 
them for slaughter, and it is this that has 
caused numbers of stray cattle to grow 
alarmingly. In states like Uttar Pradesh, 
they now roam in packs and have become 
feral. An old lady was killed by a cow re¬ 
cently and the video of this killing was up¬ 
loaded. In states across northern India 
gangs of wild cows have started ravaging 
crops. The menace is so serious that farm¬ 
ers are forced to waste their meagre earn¬ 
ings on fencing their fields. What really de- 
pressed me about the minister’s 
comments was that they reminded me 
that this obsession with protecting cows 
has caused primitive hatreds and hideous 
violence to rise to the surface in our dear 
motherland. And, this makes a very bad fit 
with our lunar dreams. 

In this column I have often blamed 
cow vigilantism on Hindutva. I was 
wrong. Last week, I read two biographies 
of the father of Hindutva, Vinayak 
Savarkar, and discovered that one of the 
things he disapproved of totally was cow 
worship. Let me use Savarkar’s own words 
as quoted by Vikram Sampath in his biog¬ 
raphy. “The symbol of Hindutva is not the 
cow but the man-lion or Narasimha... con¬ 
sidering the cow to be divine and wor¬ 
shipping her has rendered the entire 
Hindu nation docile like the cow.” 

From the two biographies I read of 
the revolutionary that the Congress 
party erased from our history books, I 
discovered that I was completely wrong 
about Hindutva. Instead of being an ide¬ 
ology akin to Nazism, as the prime min¬ 
ister of our neighbouring Islamic 
Republic believes, it is an ideology of 
Hindu reform. Savarkar rejects the caste 
system and makes a serious case for 
Hindus to respect science and modern 
technology. He is scathing not just about 
Gandhiji’s attempts to blame the Bihar 
earthquake on untouchability but also 
about the Shankaracharya saying that it 
happened because of attempts to end 
the caste system. 

Having grown up believing that 
Hindutva was a dangerous, divisive ide¬ 
ology, I find myself surprised at how im¬ 
portant an idea it could be for our times. 
Savarkar was no fan of the RSS but since 
the BJP’s mothership has huge influence in 
today’s India, it is my sincere hope that 
Mohan Bhagwat finds time to read the 
two biographies I just finished reading. He 
may discover that what India needs to 
build on is the very enlightened view of 
Hindutva that Savarkar evolved in the 
long years he spent in prison. On days of 
dark despair in his tiny cell in Port Blair’s 
notorious Cellular Jail, he used thorns and 
whatever else he could find to write his 
thoughts on the walls. He was denied 
books, paper and ink and spent months 
in solitary confinement. 

It is true that he was unsympathetic to 
Muslims, but he would have disapproved 
of them being killed on the excuse of sav¬ 
ing cows. He would have approved 
proudly of India trying to enter her name 
in the small list of countries which have 
dared to explore the unknown frontiers 
of outer space. At the risk of invoking the 
wrath of secular trolls, I am going to say 
that I believe his ideas of modernity and 
cultivating the scientific spirit make him 
more relevant today than Gandhiji. 

The Mahatma was a very great man, 
so I speak with respect, but it is hard not 
to admit that some of his ideas were ob¬ 
scurantist to the point of being danger¬ 
ous. Had they been acted upon, India 
would today have been pacifist enough 
to be fully vulnerable once more to be in¬ 
vaded by people with only contempt for 
her ancient heritage, her wise religions 
and her vast contribution to civilisation. 
Even as we keep our eyes on the moon 
this week, we must not take them too far 
away from the Islamic Republic next door.

IRAN SAID Saturday it has fired 
up advanced centrifuges to 
boost its enriched uranium 
stockpiles, in the latest scaling 
back of commitments under a 
crumbling 2015 nuclear deal. 

The country’s Atomic Energy 
Organisation said, however, that 
it would honour commitments 
to give UN inspectors access to 
monitor its nuclear sites. Three 
European countries — Britain, 
France and Germany—have been 
engaged in talks to try to rescue 
the 2015 deal that gave Iran relief 
from sanctions in return for curbs 
on its nuclear programme. 

Tensions have been escalat¬ 
ing between Iran and the United 
States since May last year when 
President Donald Trump pulled 
out of the accord and began 
reimposing sanctions that have 
crippled its economy. 

The arch-foes were on the 
cusp of confrontation in June 
when Iran downed a US drone 
and Trump ordered retaliatory 
strikes before cancelling them at 
the last minute. 

On Saturday, Iran’s Atomic 
Energy Organisation said it had 
activated 20 IR-4 and 20 IR-6

centrifuges as its latest step back 
in rolling back its commitments. 

“The centrifuge machines, as 
they are engaged in research and 
development, will help with in¬ 
creasing the stockpile,” said the 
agency’s spokesman, Behrouz 
Kamalvandi. “The capacity of 
these machines is many times 
more than the previous ma¬ 
chines. This started as of yester¬ 
day (Friday),” he said. 

Under the 2015 Joint 
Comprehensive Plan of Action 
QCPOA), Iran was allowed to en¬ 
rich uranium using only first gen¬ 


eration — or IR-1 — centrifuges. 

US Defence Secretary Mark 
Esper said he was “not surprised 
that Iran has announced that it’s 
going to violate the JCPOA”. 

“It’s no surprise that the 
Iranians are going to pursue 
what the Iranians have always 
intended to pursue,” he said in 
Paris. 

Kamalvandi said Iran would 
allow the International Atomic 
Energy Agency to continue 
monitoring its nuclear pro¬ 
gramme, as it has done under 
the 2015 accord.

IRAN SEIZED a boat and arrested 
12 Filipinos as it busted a “fuel¬ 
smuggling ring” in the Strait of 
Hormuz on Saturday, the semi-of¬ 
ficial news agency ISNA reported. 

“A foreign tugboat was con¬ 
fiscated as well as 283,900 litres 
(75,000 gallons) of petrol worth 
233.71 billion rials ($20.2 mil¬ 
lion),” ISNA said, citing the coast 
guard chief in the southern 
province of Hormozgan. 

“Twelve Philippine nationals 
were arrested and the relevant 
judiciary officials are currently 
taking the required legal meas¬ 
ures,” Major Hossein Dehaki was 
quoted as saying. 

Dehaki said the group was 
suspected of operating a fuel¬ 
smuggling ring and the confis¬ 
cated shipment had been inter¬ 
cepted close to Sirik county in 
the Strait of Hormuz. 

The seizure comes amid 
tensions in the Gulf after the 
United States unilaterally with-

drew from a nuclear deal put¬ 
ting curbs on Iran’s nuclear pro¬ 
gramme in return for relief 
from sanctions. 

The escalation has seen 
ships mysteriously attacked, 
drones downed and oil tankers 
seized in the Strait of Hormuz 
— a chokepoint for a third of 
world’s seaborne oil. 

Iran’s Islamic Revolutionary 
Guard Corps detained a “for¬ 
eign tanker” in Gulf waters on 
July 14 for allegedly smuggling 
contraband fuel. 

“With a capacity of two mil¬ 
lion litres and 12 foreign crew 
on board, the vessel was en 
route to deliver contraband fuel 
received from Iranian boats to 
foreign ships,” the Guards said 
at the time.

Russia, Ukraine 
swap prisoners in 
step to thaw ties

RUSSIA AND Ukraine carried out 
a long-awaited prisoner swap on 
Saturday in a step that could 
thaw a deep freeze in relations 
since Moscow’s annexation of 
the Crimea region in 2014. 

While the unfolding exchange 
could help rebuild confidence be¬ 
tween Moscow and Kiev and al¬ 
low them to start negotiating se¬ 
riously on other issues, any road 
to a full rapprochement is likely 
to be long and complex. 

On Saturday a Russian aircraft 
carrying freed Russian prisoners 
from Kiev landed in Moscow 
while a Ukrainian plane with re¬ 
leased Ukrainian prisoners aboard 
touched down in Kiev. Ukrainian 
President Volodymyr Zelenskiy 
hugged the freed Ukrainians 
while Russia’s Rossiya 24 TV 
showed Russian prisoners disem- 
barking the plane in Moscow. 
Zelenskiy said at Kiev airport the 
swap was part of his deal with 
Russian President Vladimir Putin. 

He said all steps had to be 
taken “to finish this horrible 
war,” referring to the five-year- 
old conflict with pro-Russian 
separatists in eastern Ukraine. 

The swap was carried out 
on a “35-to-35” basis, Interfax 
news agency quoted Russian 
human rights commissioner 
Tatyana Moskalkova as saying. 
“Ukraine has handed out 35 
people to Russia, we handed 
out the same number to 
Ukraine,” she said. REUTERS

Trump considers plan for drastic 
cut in refugees allowed to enter US

THE WHITE House is consider¬ 
ing a plan that would effectively 
bar refugees from most parts of 
the world from resettling in the 
United States by cutting back the 
decades-old program that ad¬ 
mits tens of thousands of people 
each year who are fleeing war, 
persecution and famine, accord¬ 
ing to current and former ad¬ 
ministration officials. 

In meetings over the past 
several weeks, one top adminis¬ 
tration official has proposed ze¬ 


roing out the program alto¬ 
gether, while leaving the presi¬ 
dent with the ability to admit 


refugees in an emergency. 
Another option that top officials 
are weighing would cut refugee 


admissions by half or more, to 
10,000 to 15,000 people, but re¬ 
serve most of those spots for 
refugees from a few hand-picked 
countries or groups with special 
status, such as Iraqis and Afghans 
who work alongside American 
troops, diplomats and intelli¬ 
gence operatives abroad. 

The issue is expected to come 
to a head on Tuesday, when the 
White House plans to convene a 
high-level meeting in the 
Situation Room to discuss at 
what number President Donald 
Trump should set the annual, 
presidentially determined ceil¬ 
ing on refugee admissions for the 
coming year.

THE CHINESE and Pakistani air 
forces held their joint training, 
‘Shaheen (Eagle) VIII’, at an un¬ 
specified location in northwest¬ 
ern China on Friday, adopting a 
“back-to-back systematic con¬ 
frontation” since neither were 
aware of the other’s movements. 

The joint training, which ran 
for a fortnight, is the eighth of 
its kind between the two coun¬ 
tries, Chinese news agency 
Xinhua reported. The agency 
also quoted sources saying “the 
annual joint training does not 
target any third party, and aims 
to improve training standards 
of the two air forces through 
mutual learning”. 

According to Chinese news 
site thepaper.cn, the joint train¬ 
ing was the “first to achieve a 
full-process confrontation” and 
said it was the “largest number 
of Chinese and foreign air force 
joint training personnel" and 
was fully equipped and was the 
“most complete combat unit.” 

Fifty aircraft from both sides 
are reported to have partici¬ 
pated, as per reports. 

CMO also quoted military ob¬ 
server Senior Colonel Du 
Wenlong, who noted that the 
quality of the training this time 
was considerably boosted. 

“Both sides dispatched their 
typical, classical and leading 
equipment, indicating their 
confidence and the great im¬ 
portance they have attached to 
the joint training. Carrying out 
realistic operations with the 
best equipment, the two sides 
aimed at better confrontation 
performance and greater capa¬ 
bility improvement,” he was 
quoted as saying.

TALIBAN KIDNAPPED six Afghan 
journalists working for private 
and government media organi¬ 
sations in eastern Paktia 
province, government officials 
and Taliban said on Saturday. 

The reporters, working for ra¬ 
dio and TV news companies that 
broadcast news in the Pashto 
and Dari languages, were ab¬ 
ducted while travelling together 
from neighbouring Paktika 
province to Paktia to attend a 
media workshop on Friday. 

“We are trying to negotiate 
their release with the Taliban,” 
said Abdullah Hasrat, a 
spokesman for Paktia’s governor. 

A Taliban spokesman con¬ 
firmed the abduction of sixjour- 
nalists by their fighters but said 
they will be released soon. 

“Yes, our mujahideens (fight¬ 
ers) have mistakenly kidnapped 
them,” said Zabihullah Mujahid, 
a spokesman for the hardline in¬ 
surgent group. 

“Right now mobile services 
are not working, but they will be 
released as soon as we establish 
contact with the local com¬ 
mander,” he said. 


Blurring line between man and beast, Jallikattu makes fine debut

IT’S BEEN a five-film, sandpaper- 
eyes-exhausting-yet-fulfilling- 
day, and yes, it’s odious to com¬ 
pare, but I’m thrilled to report 
that Lijo Jose Pellissery’s new 
film Jallikattu is the clear winner: 
its world premiere, for which the 
director, his cast and crew are 


present, is a smash-hit. 

It’s one of those films where 
nothing much happens and yet 
everything happens. A water 
buffalo has run amok in a tiny 
Kerala village, and in the 96- 
minute run time, we see warring 
residents, greedy outsiders, wise 
old coots, nosey neighbours, 
men and women involved in 
that oldest dance of lust and 
stealth, displaying all the emo¬ 
tions known to humans, from 
pettiness to grand gestures and 
everything in between. 

If you’ve seen Pellissery’s 
Angamaly Diaries (2017) and Ee 
Ma Yau (2018), you will be famil¬ 
iar with the way the director or¬ 
chestrates chaos. The strands he 
plays with simmer away at a 
slow burn till there comes a 


crescendo, and you are left gasp- 
ing. Through the immersive 
method of his filming, he makes 
sure the viewer is both observer 
and participant, and we emerge 
from that experience knowing 
more and feeling more. 

In Jallikattu, that feeling is in¬ 
tensified. The control Pellissery 
displays as the film races along, 
showing us the buffalo crashing 
through built inhabitations and 
the surrounding forests, is evi¬ 
dent. Through it we see what the 
film is aiming at — a galloping, 
raging mass of masculinity 
where being a man is equated 
with how you can kill and subju¬ 
gate and snarl — and even more 
importantly, amongst men and 
beasts, who, really, is bestial? 

Amongst the men chasing

the buffalo, and often their own Varghese, who made his debut 
tail, is the good-looking Antony in Angamaly Diaries, and 


Chemban Jose, both of whom 
were present on stage, with 
Santhy Balachandran, resplen¬ 
dent in a kasavu sari. They clean 
up well, these actors, because in 
the film they are unrecognisable, 
hidden under layers of fear, un¬ 
controlled greed and grime they 
collect during the chase, crash¬ 
ing through bushes and am¬ 
bushing their own. 

Jallikattu is exhilarating, and 
I’m still all shook up, a few hours 
after the standing-ovation gala 
screening. The other Indian films 
at TIFF—Shonali Bose’s The Sky Is 
Pink, Geetu Mohandas’s 
Moothon, and Gitanjali Rao’s 
Bombay Rose — have a tough act 
to follow. 

The other film I really liked 
was Sarah Gavron’s Rocks, all 


about a young woman strug¬ 
gling to cope with the most chal¬ 
lenging circumstances without 
once asking us to feel sorry for 
her. In Gavron’s debut 2007 Brick 
Lane ( based on a novel of the 
same name by Monica Ali), you 
could see how comfortable this 
British director was portraying 
the lives of‘people of colour’: 
Satish Kaushik, whom we usu¬ 
ally see playing the fool in 
Bollywood movies, puts in a ca¬ 
reer-best performance here as a 
middle-ager trying to hack a life, 
and a young wife. 

Olushola, 15, better known as 
Rocks (Bukky Bukray) and her 
group of friends are clearly chil¬ 
dren of immigrants, but are 
equally clearly trying to create a 
space for themselves in a coun¬ 


try they consider their own — 
much more so than their par¬ 
ents. When we first see them, 
they could be a group of girls 
hanging, joshing, having fun, but 
soon the film turns dark when 
Rocks comes home to a mother 
who has absconded, leaving be¬ 
hind her seven-year-old brother, 
a slim envelope with some cash 
and a hastily scrawled ‘sorry’. 

Gavron films with authen¬ 
ticity and empathy. We see this 
bunch of young women as they 
see themselves — dealing with 
teenage insecurities and other 
messy details of home and 
school. The end credits tell us 
that the cast of non-profession- 
als helped create their per¬ 
sonas. That, right there, is why 
you believe.

E-CARS THAT double up as 
mobile power sources to electric 
vehicles (EV) incorporating 
folded e-scooters in the boot as 
a compliment to the main 
vehicle, both for last mile con¬ 
nectivity and as a back-up option 
if the user were to ever be 
stranded at some point due to 
low battery in the car. 

As the task of thrashing out a 
consensus on the template for 
driving in electric mobility for 
mass market adoption gets un¬ 
derway in India, global carmak¬ 
ers are already pushing the en¬ 
velope to new frontiers of EV 
technologies. Japanese carmaker 
Nissan is marketing the new Leaf 
electric — now the world’s 
largest selling electric car model 
— as not just a mobility provider, 
but also as a mobile power 
source by leveraging the car’s 40 
kWh (kilo watt hour) battery to 
plug in and power the owner’s 
house in the event of an ex¬ 
tended outage or if the solar 
electricity source were to get 
fully exhausted, or for even 
wheeling electricity back to the 
grid if such a market evolves. 

Other such as South Korea’s 
Hyundai are exploring the idea 
of using e-scooters as a compli¬ 
ment to their vehicles instead of 
an alternative, by releasing an e- 
scooter prototype that can be 
mounted and automatically 
charged on upcoming Hyundai 
and Kia vehicles using electric¬ 
ity that is produced while driv¬ 
ing. Once the vehicle is parked, 
the compartments open and the 
driver is able to quickly transfer 
from car to the scooter after un¬ 
folding the latter. 

German carmaker BMW too 


has unveiled its own electric 
scooter with a range of about 12 
miles, which is on sale at the 
company’s German dealerships. 

For Nissan, its vehicle-to- 
home (V2H) technology- 
equipped Leaf could theoreti¬ 
cally be an alternative to a home 
battery system, such as those 
used in back-up inverters, saving 
consumers money by storing so¬ 
lar energy for night time use. 

In countries where there is 
time-of-the-day metering of 
power, the owner of a Leaf can 
technically make a daily earning 
by simply charging at off-peak 
rates overnight and discharging 
power to the grid during the day. 

Analysts estimate that the 40 
kWh version of the Leaf offers at 
least ten times the energy stor¬ 
age capacity of a large-sized 
home battery. While it is still 
early days, Nissan Motor India — 
a unit of the Yokohama-based 
Japanese carmaker — has indi¬ 
cated that this technology could 
be “a strong asset” for a new mo¬ 
bility framework in the proposed 


Smart City projects in India. 

Elaborating on the applica¬ 
tion of its bidirectional vehicle 
charging system in India, Bruno 
Grippay, director of Connected 
Cars and Product Planning-AMI 
(Africa Middles East and India) 
Region of Nissan, told The Indian 
Express that the auto major is 
working with various govern¬ 
ments and private companies to 
make plugging in as accessible 
as possible. 

“The new Nissan Leaf links 
drivers, vehicles and communi¬ 
ties through the user-friendly 
systems that share power be¬ 
tween electric vehicles and 
homes, buildings and power 
grids. One of the most famous 
projects has been implemented 
in Hawaii with the local electric 
company to use hundreds of Leaf 
as a storage of electricity during 
low demand period in the day,” 
Grippay said. 

In India, he indicated that 
Nissan had recently demon¬ 
strated V2H technology in the 
new Leaf by powering live

screening of several matches of 
the Indian cricket team at the 
2019 World Cup. 

“V2H allows Nissan Leaf 
owners to charge their cars 
when power demand from the 
grid is low, such as night, then 
use the power to run their 
homes during peak demand pe¬ 
riods. We are welcoming all po¬ 
tential Indian partners who 
want to experiment (with) this 
unique V2H technology in their 
building, infrastructure, grid, ve¬ 
hicle, etc. For instance, it could 
be a strong asset for a new mo¬ 
bility framework in a Smart city,” 
according to Grippay. 

Analysts predict that con¬ 
sumers are likely to use their cars 
more as batteries than as vehi¬ 
cles, given that vehicles are 
parked 90 per cent of the time 
and that it can be a more efficient 
asset if it is doing work even 
when it is parked. 

The electric scooter plans of 
auto majors such as Hyundai of¬ 
fer interesting solutions too. The 
South Korean carmaker plans to 


leverage e-scooters as a compli¬ 
ment to their vehicles and this is 
being promoted as a foldable 
scooter — which, going by a 
promo video released by 
Hyundai, looks like it could 
nearly fit inside an big handbag 
— being stored in several poten¬ 
tial compartments inside the car. 

Once the vehicle is parked, 
the boot or other compartment 
can be opened, the scooter un¬ 
folded and the driver is able to 
quickly shift from car to scooter. 
Hyundai said the idea for adding 
e-scooters to their vehicles came 
from research showing that the 
‘Last Mile Mobility’ market in the 
US, Europe and China is pro¬ 
jected to grow to $500 Billion by 
2030. “This is the vehicle- 
mounted personal scooter 
which could be featured in fu¬ 
ture Hyundai Motor Group vehi¬ 
cles,” according to Dongjin Hyun, 
head of Hyundai Motor Group 
Robotics Team. 

While Hyundai and BMW’s 
entry into the e-scooter space 
does mean additional competi¬ 
tion in an increasingly crowded 
market, the prototypes released 
by both companies appear much 
smaller than rentable models 
produced in the United States 
and Europe by companies such 
as Bird, Lime, Bolt and Skip. 

Despite its small dimensions, 
Hyundai claims that the device’s 
10.5 Ah (ampere hour) lithium 
battery is powerful enough to 
help the scooter achieve a top 
speed of more than 12 miles per 
hour and traverse 12 miles on a 
single charge. Hyundai says the 
“tri-folding” rear-wheel drive 
scooter weighs just under 8 kg 
and features a digital display that 
shows battery status and speed, 
while its engineers have added 
suspension to the device’s front 
wheel for a smoother ride. 


The transition from a front- 
wheel drive, as was the case in 
the prototype, to rear-wheel 
drive is key in enhancing safety 
and stability as it positions 
weight near the rear, according 
to the auto manufacturer. 
Looking at further potential de¬ 
velopment, Hyundai plans to in¬ 
stall a regenerative braking sys¬ 
tem to increase the scooter’s 
range by another 7 per cent. 
Ongoing efforts to provide cus¬ 
tomers with last mile trans¬ 
portation align with trends high¬ 
lighted in research data by global 
consultancy McKinsey & 
Company, which said that the 
‘Last Mile Mobility’ market in the 
US, Europe, and China is ex¬ 
pected to grow to $500 Billion by 
2030. 

According to McKinsey, “mi¬ 
cromobility could theoretically 
encompass all passenger trips of 
less than 8 km, which 
account for as much as 50 to 60 
per cent of today’s total passen¬ 
ger miles traveled in China, the 
European Union, and the US. For 
example, about 60 per cent of car 
trips are less than 8 km and 
could benefit from micromobil¬ 
ity solutions, which could also 
cover roughly 20 per cent of pub¬ 
lic-transport travel (in addition 
to closing the first- and last-mile 
gap) as well as all trips done by 
private bike, moped, scooter, or 
walking today”. 

Those numbers could work 
in the Indian context too. 
According to a Deloitte report of 
April 2019 on ‘Making 
Micromobility Work’, sidewalk 
riding reflects, in part, more fun¬ 
damental limitations of many 
cities’ infrastructure, which for 
decades has prioritised cars at 
the expense of other modes — a 
potential impediment in the 
Indian context too. 


ONLINE RESTAURANT discovery 
and food delivery company 
Zomato has laid off as many as 541 
people, representing 10 per cent 
of the firm’s strength. The com¬ 
pany said thejob cuts were across 
its customer, merchant and deliv¬ 
ery partner support teams — 
which were rendered redundant 
due to reduction in order-related 
support queries. The current 
round of handing over of pink 
slips comes in addition to the 60 
employees that Zomato laid off 
last month to reduce costs and 
eliminate redundancies, taking 
the total number of layoffs by the 
company to at least 600 this year. 

“Over the last few months, we 
have seen our technology prod¬ 
ucts and platforms evolve and im¬ 
prove significantly. While busi¬ 
ness has continued to grow 
consistently, this has led to an 
overall reduction in direct order- 
related support queries. We have 
dramatically improved the speed 
of service resolution, such that 
now only 7.5 per cent of our orders 
need support (down from 15 per 
cent in March),” a Zomato 
spokesperson said. 

“Unfortunately, the culmina¬ 
tion of these factors has also led to 
certain redundancies across our 
customer, merchant and delivery 
partner support teams. Today, we 
let go of 541 people (~10 per cent 
of Zomato’s strength) across these 
support teams,” the person added. 

Zomato said severance pay of 
2-4 months will be extended to 
those who have been handed the 
pink slips, depending on their 
tenure with the firm, in addition 
to extending insurance support 
for these employees till January 
2020. It pointed out that there was 
no one intervention or optimisa¬ 
tion that led to the move “but a se¬ 
ries of technological and process 
advances that on one end spurred

THE SUPREME Court has ordered 
a probe into the alleged abuse of 
dominance and anti-competitive 
practices by popular taxi-hailing 
app operator Uber India Systems. 
It also requested the Director 
General of the Competition 
Commission of India(CCI) to com¬ 
plete the probe within six months. 

Refusing to interfere with the 
erstwhile Competition Appellate 
Tribunal’s (Compat) December 
2016 order, an SC bench led by 
Justice RF Nariman dismissed 
Uber’s appeal, saying it would be 
difficult to say that no prima facie 
case is made out from the mate¬ 
rial provided by the informants. 

It found sufficient material to 
order an investigation into allega¬ 
tions against Uber, which inten¬ 
tionally was losing as much as Rs 
200 per ride, and offering cheap 
rides to customers and heavy in¬ 
centives to drivers. As per Meru 
Cab’s complaint, Uber allegedly 
resorted to many abusive prac¬ 
tices with the sole intent to estab¬ 
lish its monopoly and eliminate 
otherwise equally efficient com¬ 
petitors from the market by way 


of discounts and incentives. 

The radio taxi service provider 
had alleged that Uber was inten¬ 
tionally suffering losses on rides 
on its application, pricing them 
below cost to gain customers 
(predatory pricing) and directly or 
indirectly forcing cab drivers to re¬ 
main exclusively on its platform, 
thus indulging in anti-competi- 
tive practices. It added Uber was 
willingly losing as much as ap¬ 
proximately Rs 200 per trip, and 
alleged that Uber is spending 
about $885 million to generate a 
revenue of $415 million. 

“Given the allegation made,... 
it is clear that if, in fact, a loss is 
made for trips made, Explanation 
(a)(ii) would prima facie be at¬ 
tracted in as much as this would 
certainly affect the appellant’s 
competitors in the appellant’s 
favour or the relevant market in 
its favour. In so far as ‘abuse’ of 
dominant position is concerned, 
under Section 4(2)(a), so long as 


this dominant position, whether 
directly or indirectly, imposes an 
unfair price in purchase or sale in¬ 
cluding predatory price of serv¬ 
ices, abuse of dominant position 
also gets attracted. Explanation (b) 
which defines ‘predatory price’ 
means sale of services at a price 
which is below cost This being the 
case, on the facts of this case, on 
this ground alone, we do not think 
it fit to interfere with the order 
made by the Appellate Tribunal,” 
the Supreme Court said. 

Earlier in 2017, the apex court 
had put on hold the Compat’s or¬ 
der which directed CCI, the fair 
trade watchdog, to investigate 
afresh the alleged abuse of domi¬ 
nance by Uber. 

The Compat had in December 
2016 ordered a probe after Mem 
Travels Solutions challenged CCI’s 
earlier decision that refused to or¬ 
der a probe into allegations 
against Uber’s unfair practices in¬ 
cluding predatory pricing. FE

A DAY after pushing state-owned 
companies to accelerate invest¬ 
ments, the Centre on Saturday 
constituted a task force to identify 
and prepare a pipeline of infra¬ 
structure projects that can be ex¬ 
ecuted over the next five years. 
The task force, headed by the 
Economic Affairs Secretary, will 
draw up a ‘National Infrastructure 
Pipeline’ of Rs 100 lakh crore ex¬ 
pected to come up by 2024-25. 

This would include greenfield 
and brownfield projects costing 
above Rs 100 crore each, a Finance 
Ministry statement said. The task 
force will comprise secretaries 
from different ministries, other 
senior officials and the CEO of NITI 
Aayog. It will identify technically 
feasible and financially/econom- 
ically viable infrastructure proj¬ 
ects that can be initiated in FY20. 

The panel has been asked to 
list the projects that can be in¬ 
cluded in the pipeline for each of 
the remaining five years between 
fiscals 2021-25. 

The task force, constituted by 
Finance Minister Nirmala 
Sitharaman, will submit its report 
on the pipeline for 2019-20 by 
October 31,2019 and on the in-

ing appropriate sources of financ¬ 
ing and suggest measures to mon¬ 
itor the projects to minimise cost 
and time overruns. 

Other qualifications for inclu¬ 
sion in the pipeline for the current 
year will include availability of a 
detailed project report (DPR), fea¬ 
sibility of implementation, inclu¬ 
sion in the financing plan and 
readiness/availability of adminis¬ 
trative sanction. 

Each ministry/department 
would be responsible for moni¬ 
toring of projects so as to ensure 
their timely and within-cost im¬ 
plementation. The task force will 
also enable robust marketing of 
the pipeline of projects requiring 


private investment through the 
India Investment Grid and 
National Investment and Infrast¬ 
ructure Fund, among others. 

The move comes a day after 
the government suggested large 
central public sector enterprises 
(CPSEs) to “accelerate investment 
activities” and speed up clearance 
of outstanding dues to contrac¬ 
tors. On Friday, senior Finance 
Ministry officials held a meeting 
with heads of CPSEs including 
NTPC, SAIL, NHAI and PGCIL, as 
well as financial advisors of infra¬ 
structure ministries, to review and 
speed up the planned capex. 

The measures come in the 
backdrop of economic growth 
falling to a six-year low and other 
lead indicators (such as car/trac- 
tor sales, FMCG volume growth) 
presenting a pessimistic picture. 

Weak manufacturing and 
consumption numbers dragged 
the country’s gross domestic 
product (GDP) growth to a 25- 
quarter low of 5 per cent in the 
first quarter (April-June) of the 
current fiscal, data released by 
National Statistical Office last 
Friday showed. 

The GDP growth rate has now 
slowed for the fifth consecutive 
quarter with the previous low 
recorded at 4.3 per cent in March

STATES WILL have to become key 
agents of growth to help achieve 
India’s target of becoming a $5 
trillion economy, NITI Aayog 
Chief Executive Officer Amitabh 
Kant said on Saturday. 

Speaking at an event organ¬ 
ised here by industry chamber 
PHDCCI, Kant said states have to 
work together and learn from 
each other to radically transform 
the country. 

Kant said one of the things 
which Prime Minister Narendra 
Modi has been focusing on in re¬ 
cent times is the target of becom¬ 
ing a $5 trillion economy by 2024 
and subsequently a $10 trillion 


economy by 2030. 

“... therefore, our challenge re¬ 
ally is that it will not be possible 
for India to achieve this till states 
do not aim to double and triple 
their GDPs. And this would re¬ 
quire major structural reforms 
and structural reforms over a vast 
range of sectors,” he said. 

He underlined sectors like 
agriculture and labour where 
structural reforms are required. 

The current size of the Indian 
economy is estimated at $2.7 tril¬ 
lion. The Centre has announced 
and initiated several steps to 
make India a $5 trillion economy 
over the next few years. Kant was 
speaking at the ‘States’ Policy 
Conclave 2019’ organised by PHD 
Chamber of Commerce and 
Industry (PHDCCI).

CHINA’S FOREIGN exchange re¬ 
serves rose unexpectedly in 
August, even as the yuan posted 
its biggest monthly drop in 25 
years amid escalating trade ten¬ 
sions with the United States. 

The country’s foreign ex¬ 
change reserves — the world’s 
largest — rose by $3.5 billion in 
August to $3.1072 trillion, central 
bank data showed on Saturday. 

Economists polled by 
Reuters had expected reserves 
would fall $4 billion from July to 
$3,100 trillion, likely due to fluctu¬ 
ations in global exchange rates 
and the prices of foreign bonds 
that China holds. 


The increase in August was 
due to China maintaining a stable 
balanceof international payments 
and generally stable economic 
growth, the foreign exchange reg¬ 
ulator said in a statement after the 
data release. 

Bond prices in major countries 
also rose, it added. China has been 
able to keep capital outflows un¬ 
der control over the past year de¬ 
spite an escalating trade war with 
the US and weakening economic 
growth at home. 

Reserves have rebounded 
from an October 2018 low thanks 
to capital controls and rising for¬ 
eign investments in Chinese 
stocks and bonds. 

In August, the Chinese yuan 
tumbled about 3.8 per cent 
against the dollar.

In school he wanted to change his name, but has made peace with it now. 
Having fought ULFA militants while posted in Assam, the ‘ghatak 
commando’ finds competitive boxing much easier. He even battled 
depression when afflicted by vitiligo. GAURAV BHATT tells the story of 
India's welterweight medal hope at the World Championship. 


WHAT'S IN a name? Don't ask a man who 
shares his with the chief antagonist of the great 
Indian epic Mahabharata. 

"Pandilji nepata nahi l<yasoch ke naam mkh 
diya (Don't know what the priest was thinking 
when he named me)," wonders Duryodhan 
Singh Negi, India's welterweight contender at 
the upcoming boxing World Championships 
in Russia. “My father too was very religious, 
so I'm guessing he didn't interject either. Back 
in school, I even tried to get it changed but it 
didn't work out.” 

A common misconception about the eldest 
of the Kauravas, stemming from a cursory 
grasp of the linguistics, goes that Suyodhan be¬ 
came Duryodhan as his character grew viler, 
nevermind that both monikers are used inter¬ 
changeably in several translations. The logic 
being Su means good, and dur, bad. (Think 
durgam i.e. inaccessible, like the treacherous 
Himalayan locale of Duratoli, Munsiyari in 
Pithoragarh district, Negi's hometown). 

“Honestly, I'm okay with it now. The tar¬ 
get now is to make it to the point that if some¬ 
body looks up the name Duryodhan, it should 
show my picture,” Negi says. “I know 3-4 
Duryodhans. Such names are common in our 
area,” sniggers Kavinder Singh Bisht, the ban¬ 
tamweight from Bungbung, 60km further east 
of Duratoli. “Paryuddh toh inhone hi lade hain 
(but only this one has been in wars).” 

Bisht, of course, alludes to Negi's days of be¬ 
ing a' ghatak commando' for the 4th Kumaon 
regiment, a past which makes 
the latter a popular raconteur 
in the national camp at NIS, 

Patiala. "He is a very intelligent 
person. We all go to him when 
we have any doubt or want to 
discuss news. Everyone keeps 
asking him about army life. Tell 
me bhai, do you have any sto¬ 
ries filled with action?’” 

There’s one in particular 
Negi uses for regaling purposes. 


Negi recalls the chilly, 
sleepless nights of December2008 in Assam's 
Karbi Anglong district, spent in the open with 
a service rifle in his hands, on the lookout for 
ULFA militants. After receiving the intel, 4th 
Kumaon's Charlie company advanced towards 
the hideout, nestled in the thick foliage of the 
Garo hills, and Negi was part of the raid. 

“They had higher ground and direct ad¬ 
vancing was risky, so our commanding officer 
played a trick. He took half the team through 
the main path. Our team of 8-10 soldiers 
moved slowly through the jungle towards their 
location. The militants were resting, and it was 
when we had sneaked really close to the hide¬ 
out, that a flashlight came on. We took our po¬ 
sitions and opened fire.” 

The firelight lasted about half an hour, and 
the soldiers checked the site the morning af¬ 
ter. “Some fled, but 7-8 of them had died," Negi 
says, a matter-of-fact retelling devoid of 
bravado. “It's duty. As a soldier, certain things 
are expected of you. Just like as a boxer, I'm ex¬ 
pected to do certain things.” 

Surely any similarities end there? 

“You can say that," Negi laughs. “Army ex¬ 
periences make training for world champi¬ 
onship seem easy. I've finished the morning 
practice now, and I am free. I've got nothing to 
do with anybody. In the army, you could've 
had the most grueling of training sessions, 
with 2-3 hours of sleep, but you'd still have to 
be ready to go anywhere at any time. A soldier 
never switches off. That's also a kind of fun I 
miss now.” 


Growing up in a lower-middle class family 
in Uttarakhand—a state which contributes the 
second-most number of army recmits (100 
per lakh) — meant enlistment was the default 
career option for Negi. 

He passed all tests butthe medical in 2003, 
failed on account of high blood pressure. 
Thoughts of giving up crossed his mind, but the 
simple sight of soldiers running in tandem 
every dawn kept fuelling the passion. Negi 
trained and got the BP under control, and made 
it the following year. “I just had to succeed. If 
before I wasn't sure, after the failure I desper¬ 
ately wanted to be an army man. And Igot post¬ 
ings in areas such as J&K, Nagaland and Assam, 
where you're always waiting for intelligence, 
always ready to follow orders,” says Negi. “One 
has to be ready to put life on the line.” 

Or take up boxing at the age of 26. Little dif¬ 
ference, if you ask Negi. 

“I was ordered to compete in the inter-bat¬ 
talion competition as part of the training. I had 
no experience, and I was very worried that my 
face will get smashed. I won that tournament. 
Perhaps others were more worried about their 
faces,” laughs Negi. 

Boxing was new, but fighting was no big 
deal for Negi. Be it playfighting during rounds 
of chor- police, making loud dishoom noises 
lifted from Mithun Chakraborty films, or sim¬ 
ply roughing up bullies. Negi did have a refer¬ 
ence for boxing as well. 

“I remember watching Suranjoy's Olympic 
quarterfinal (2000, Sydney) on 
Doordarshan. He was so close 
to winning the medal,” says 
Negi. “I met him sometime 
back at a camp, but couldn't 
bring myself to walk up to him 
and tell him how much he in¬ 
spired me.” 

Bisht speaks of Negi with 
similar reverence. 

“I feel motivated just 
watching him train. I think, 'if 
this guy is training like this at 
34, why can't I do it?'” says 
Bisht, 24. “My dream is that I 
box till I'm his age, and he con¬ 
tinues till 40. Anybody who looks at him thinks 
he's maximum 25-26. He trains more than us 
younger boxers at camp.” 

Then there's the fact that the two come 
from a region not exactly known for being a 
boxing hotbed. 

“There is talent among juniors, but for so 
long it's been the two of us, not just from the 
same state but the same district. He has been 
my room partner since 2015.1 have seen all the 
ups and downs. So many competitions, trials. 
Never takes an off day, never breaks down,” 
says Bisht. “Kabhi tootte hue nahi dekha iss in- 
saan ko (I have never seen this guy break).” 


Five years ago, Negi was broken to the point 
of keeping himself locked in a room. 
Everything seemed to be working out for Negi 
in 2014. A silver at the army nationals got him 
the chance to train at the state-of-the-art Army 
Sports Institute (ASI), Pune. He'd go on to win 
his first national title the same year. But it was 
the onset of vitiligo — an autoimmune condi¬ 
tion that causes the skin to lose pigmentation 
— which left the boxer debilitated. The pale 
patches first appeared on the neck and fingers, 
then the face and within months Negi had lost 
pigment in almost all of his body. 

The loss of pigmentation, and in turn con¬ 
fidence, meant that at a time when Negi should 
have been fighting rivals and jostling for the 
spotlight, he was left battling inner demons 


The firefight lasted 
about half an hour, 
and the soldiers 
checked the site the 
morning after. 
“Some fled, but 7-8 
of them had died," 
Negi says.

He aced the litmus test 
with a gold at the Asian Championships. 

THREATS: Yosvany Veitia (Cuba, reigning 
World champion, 2019 PanAm silver), 
Daniel Asenov (Bulgaria, 2019 Euro silver) 

KAVINDER BISHT 57KG 
Bisht was one win away from a medal at 
the last edition. That was in 52kg, 
reached after a draining weight cut that 
almost made him walk away from the 
sport Now boxing at bantamweight 
Bisht got silver at the Asian Cship, where 
he defeated the reigning world 
champion Kairat Yeraliyev. 

Threats: Yeraliyev (Kazakhstan, reigning 
world champion), Duke Ragan (USA, 2017 
silver, 2019 PanAm silver) 

MANISH KAUSHIK 63KG 
Kaushik was supposed to be India's 
lightweight fix after the CWG silver last 
year, but trading wins with two-time 
Olympian Shiva Thapa took a toll on his 
confidence. With both boxers moving 
up to the bridging Olympic weight of 
63kg, Kaushik got the last laugh at the 
selection trials in July. 

Threat: Andy Cruz (Cuba, 2017 world 
champion, PanAm champion) 

DURYODHAN NEGI 69KG 
The biggest tournament of the career of 
the 34-year-old, who qualified on the 
basis of consistent performances over 
the year and a win over Asian 
Championships bronze-medallist 
Ashish in the trials. Muscled out in the 
welterweight by boxers such as Manoj 
Kumar, and with seasoned Vikas 
Krishan dropping down to 69kg, Negi 
would hope to seize his chance. 

Threat: Roniel Iglesias (Cuba, 2017 silver 
medallist, PanAm champion) 

ASHISH IOJMAR75KG 

National bronze-medallist broke out on 

the scene seemingly out of nowhere 


with a silver at the Asian 
Championships. Ashish had a run of 
close defeats and dubious decisions but 
tempering aggression in the ring has 
resulted in increased confidence and 
performance. Like Negi, for Ashish too 
this is a baptism by fire, with Olympic 
medallist Vijender Singh interested in 
an amateur comeback. 

Threat: Aden Lopez (Cuba, Olympic 
champion, PanAm champion) 

BRIJESH YADAV 81 KG 
With the light heavyweight division 
absent at CWG and Asian Games, Brijesh 
comes into the squad with a resume 
lighter than his celebrated peers. The 
one chance he got, at the Asian 
Championships, was ruined by a cut in 
the second round. With the category 
part of the Olympic scheme of things, 
the national silver medallist will look to 
be the top contender. 

Threat: Julio Cesar La Cmz (Cuba, 
Olympic, World and PanAm champion) 

SANJEET91KG 

Once struggling to box out of the 
shadow cast by the much flashier 
Naman Tanwar, Sanjeet has become the 
top heavyweight thanks to multiple 
wins over his statemate, most recently 
in the trials. But with no major 
performance under his belt, and the 
heavyweight division stacked with 
talent at the world level, each win would 
be an upset for the 20-year-old. 

Threat: Erislandy Savon (Cuba, Olympic 
bronze, reigning World and PanAm 
champion) 

SAHSH KUMAR+91KG 
The most consistent boxer in the Indian 
set-up (there aren't many talented 
superheavyweights to choose from), 
Satish earned a silver at CWG (with wins 
over boxers from Trinidad & Tobago and 
Seychelles) and bronze at the Asian 
Championships. The 30-year-old will be 
outstruck by top boxers at the World 
level. 

Threat: KamshybekKunkabayev 
(Kazakhstan, World silver, Asian 
Championship silver 


and hiding from the public glare. 

“It affected my confidence a lot. Whenever 
I would go out, I would feel that everybody is 
looking at me. It's incurable too, but then 
somebody suggested Ayurveda, and that I 
should give up doodh, dahi. How could a boxer 
survive like that?" 

It was when the funk started affecting his 
performance, that coach Narendra Rana and 
the rest of the coaching staff at the ASI staged 
an intervention. “It was depression, and you 
could see it in his boxing. I took other coaches 
and went to his room. We just reminded him 
that there are people less fortunate than him, 
stmggling with various problems in life. You 
have a fit body, you are a fit boxer, what's this 
superficial thing holding you down for?',” re¬ 
calls Rana. “I think the thing clicked when we 
assured him that it will have no effect on his 
boxing. I confirmed it with AIBA if such cases 
are considered fitness issues. We got him a cer- 
tificate of full fitness after all the tests and 
everything. And that's when I think it clicked 
for him that whatever this situation is, it's not 
going to stop him from being a proper boxer." 

Negi says it was all about putting things in 
perspective. 

“I realised that I have a wife, a son and a 
daughter who will always love me uncondi¬ 
tionally. I know many differently-abled peo¬ 
ple, who not just battle every day but continue 
to live life and enjoy it. My problems were es¬ 
sentially only skin deep. I remember how 
tough it was, but the only mes¬ 
sage I have for anybody deal¬ 
ing with the same issue is that 
you try and feel comfortable in 
your own skin, in your mind,” 
says Negi. “Because honestly, 
if you feel comfortable and 
walk around with full confi¬ 
dence, then the rest of the 
world also treats you with re¬ 
spect and looks past your 
colour. It's about the realisation 
thatyou aren't 'suffering'. Now 
I go out without any issues,” 
says Negi, and with a chuckle 
adds: “In fact, I think I'm even 
better looking now.” 


Being simultaneously older and less expe¬ 
rienced than rivals is a stinging 1 -2 to the body 
for a boxer. Negi thus was long overshadowed 
by senior boxers. Olympian Manoj Kumar was 
the chosen one when both competed at 64kg, 
and also when both moved up a division. As 
Manoj petered out, statemate Ashish took the 
reins, and despite finishing second to Negi at 
last year's nationals, earned the Asian 
Championships call where he took bronze. 

“I should have gotten a chance at such a 
major tournament before,” says Negi, who 
beat Ashish in the selection trials in July. “But 
I also started late so it's nobody's fault. There 
were doubts in my mind when I was the num¬ 
ber 2 or 3 boxer. But it's motivating that the 
coaching staff was keeping track of our per¬ 
formances and training.” 

In fact, 17 months ago, half of this Indian 
squad — Negi, Bisht, Brijesh Yadav( 81 kg) and 
Sanjeet (91kg) — were B-listers competing in 
the semi-professional WSB competition in 
Rohtak, while the first-stringers basked in the 
glory of their CWG exploits. On one of those 
nights in Rohtak against Russians, Negi lost and 
Bisht won. But afterwards, both spoke with a 
hint of indifference about their performance, 
alluding to doubts about their place in the 
larger scheme of things. 

“I was one win away from a medal at last 


Worlds, and then last year I realised that I was 
the number 2 boxer in my division and that 
bothered me. But then again, it was my prob¬ 
lem because I wasn't sure of my weight and 
was thinking of going up a division,” says Bisht, 
who went from 52 to 56kg and has cleaned up 
the competitive division since. 

“It's understandable that a boxer will 
have doubts when they aren't picked,” says 
high-performance director Santiago Nieva. 
“Those guys who were number 2, number 3 
now know that there was nothing pre-de- 
cided on who the top guys are, who will go to 
all tournaments. Anyone who impresses, no 
matter the level of competition or even just 
during training sessions, will be selected for 
trials before major events.” 

Nieva adds: “Duryodhan has a very high 
work rate, tremendous combinations and abil¬ 
ity to put pressure on opponents. The problem 
was that he was not fast enough, and after 
some time his defence would start slipping and 
he would get punched. The defence has since 
improved, he has looked good in the training. 
I have high hopes for him.” 

Negi is neither the most graceful welter¬ 
weight nor the most technical. And at 5'6, he 
gives up inches in reach and height to most in 
the division. Simply put, in a division full of 
killers (like 2017 Worlds silver-medallist and 
current PanAm champion Roniel Iglesias of 
Cuba), Negi isn't going to be a world-beater on 
tactical acumen alone. The one thing he has 
going for him is the gas tank. 
Staying at a distance against 
taller opponents presents the 
risk of being picked off. Negi 
fights close and relies on long 
combinations, a strategy de¬ 
manding top-shelf endurance. 
Negi's got stamina for days and 
the rule changes in amateur 
boxing, promoting aggressive 
punching, mean he will always 
be in with a shot. 

“Pahadis are known to be 
naturally good when it comes 
to endurance. Then his years 
training with the army," says 
Rana. "His game is built on offence, he doesn't 
let his opponents breathe, and such offensive 
boxers with high endurance mle boxing in to¬ 
day's world." 


Negi's is a story of fighting odds as an out¬ 
lier. From being unfit for the army to becoming 
a 'ghatak commando' engaged in firefights. 
From being scared from putting on the gloves 
to being the one dishing out pain in the ring. 
From lowly inter-battalion tournaments, be¬ 
ing a gatekeeper in the national set-up, to be¬ 
coming a medal hope at the World 
Championships. From standing out from the 
crowd to coming to terms with his own skin, 
and, not to forget, his name. “We used to watch 
Mahabharat on TV when we were kids, and 
nobody liked Duryodhana's role. Negi's par¬ 
ents or the priest must have had something in 
mind to name him Duryodhan. It is most def¬ 
initely an unusual name... But it suits him,” 
Rana laughs but is quick to substantiate the re¬ 
mark. “Don't get me wrong, outside of the ring 
he is a very honest and dedicated person. He 
never argued, no matter what the training. He 
is helpful and an all-around good fellow. But in 
the ring, he punishes opponents," Rana says, 
addingjustthe perfect descriptor." Bohotkroor 
boxer hai. (He is a cmel boxer). In the ring, he 
tmly becomes Duryodhan." 

After all, in the literal sense, Duryodhan 
means an unconquerable fighter.

DANIIL MEDVEDEV, US OPEN FINALIST WHO HAS HAD RUN INS WITH THE FANS 

Russ hour in New York 

Russian fifth seed Daniil Medvedev stands in the way of Rafael Nadal and a 19th Grand Slam title 
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Rafael Nadal has won the US Open 
on three previous occasions, in 
2010,2013 and 2017. USA Today 
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CAN MEDVEDEV BREAK THE BIG 3’S GRIP ON SLAMS? 

For the 3rd consecutive year, the Big 3 of men’s tennis - Federer, Nadal and 
Djokovic - are gunning for a clean sweep of the four Grand Slams in the 
calendar year. The last time it happened was in the 2006 - 2008 seasons. On 
Sunday, Nadal will have a chance to complete the hat-trick.

Starting from the 2005 French Open final, 
at least one player from the Big 3 has 
reached the final 57 times in the last 59 
majors. The only two exceptions were 
Marin Cilic’s beating of Kei Nishikori at 
the 2014 US Open, and Andy Murray’s 
2016 Wimbledon title against Milos 
Raonic. 

‘OUTSIDE’CHALLENGE AT US OPEN 

In the last 10 editions of each Grand Slam, 
the US Open has had more winners from 
outside the Big 3 than any other. Juan 


Martin Del Potro (2009), Murray (2012), 
Cilic (2014) and Stan Wawrinka (2016) are 
the four outside the Federer-Nadal- 
Djokovic triumvirate to have claimed the 
US Open title. In comparison, Wimbledon 
has had a winner outside the Big 3 twice - 
Murray winning in 2013 and 2016. 
Meanwhile Wawrinka is the only player 
to have claimed a title at the Australian 
Open (2014) and French Open (2015). 

NADAL’S RUN AGAINST OUTSIDERS 

Nadal will play his 10th Slam final against 
a player apart from Federer & Djokovic. He 
has lost once, to Wawrinka (T4 Aus Open).

MEDVEDEV’S RUN 

The 23-year-old Russian 
has more number of 
tour-level wins this year 
than any other player.

He’s won the last 20 of the 22 matches he’s played since 
Wimbledon, maldng it to the finals of each of the four tournaments he’s 
competed in - Washington Citi Open (lost to Nick Kyrgios), Montreal Masters (lost 
to Nadal), Cincinnati Masters (won against David Goffin), and the US Open. 



Medvedev starts to prove doubters wrong

RAFAEL NADAL will play for his 19th Grand 
Slam title, one shy of Roger Federer's all-time 
men's record, after battling past Italy's 
Matteo Berrettini on Friday and into his fifth 
US Open final. 

The 33-year-old Spaniard dispatched 
Berrettini 7-6 (8/6), 6-4,6-1 at Arthur Ashe 
Stadium to reach a Sunday showdown 
against Russian fifth seed Daniil Medvedev, 
who ousted Bulgarian Grigor Dimitrov 7-6 
(7/5), 6-4,6-3. 

“Very happy to be back into the final of 
the US Open," Nadal said. “It means a lot to 
be back where I am today after some tough 
moments at the beginning of the season.” 

Nadal, who shook off an early season 
right hip injury to win a 12th French Open ti¬ 
tle, seeks his fourth US Open crown — one 
shy of the Open-era record of five shared by 
Federer, Pete Sampras and Jimmy Connors 
— to reach the brink of Federer's mark. 

“It's just another chance on Sunday,” 
Nadal said. “I want to enjoy a day off, have a 
good practice and Sunday is the day to play 
my best.” 

Nadal, into his 27th Grand Slam final, 
beat Medvedev in last month's Montreal fi¬ 
nal in their only prior meeting. But the 
World No.2 skipped Cincinnati, where 
Medvedev was champion the following 
week. “He's one of the more solid players on 
tour,” Nadal said of Medvedev. “He's mak¬ 
ing steps forward every single week. I need 
to be playing at my best.” 

Medvedev, in his first Grand Slam final at 
23, has gone 20 for 2 in the past six weeks 
with runner-up efforts in Washington and 
Canada, a title in Cincinnati and a break¬ 
through US Open run, “I'm just happy to be 
in the final," Medvedev said. “When I was go¬ 
ing to USA, I didn't know it was going to be 
this good. So I have to say I love USA.” 

Medvedev is the first Russian in a men's 
Grand Slam final since Marat Safin won the 
2005 Australian Open title and the first 
Russian to reach the US Open final since Safin 
won the 2000 crown. Nadal has dropped 
only one set at the Open but was severely 
tested by 24th seed Berrettini, the first Italian 
man in the US Open semi-finals since 
Corrado Barazzutti in 1977. 

Berrettini denied Nadal on six break 
points in the first set, jumped ahead 4-0 in 
the tie-break and seized two set points at 6- 
4 as the Ashe crowd roared with delight. But 
the Italian netted two backhand volleys, a 
baseline backhand and then hit a forehand 
long to hand Nadal the set. 

“I was lucky to win that first set,” Nadal 
said. “First set had been a little bit frustrat¬ 
ing. You don't want to be in a tie-breaker 
against a player like Matteo after you have 
missed all those opportunities.” 

Nadal, who never faced a break point, 
took his first break for a 4-3 lead in the sec¬ 
ond set, held twice to take the set, then rolled 
to victory in two hours, 35 minutes. “I sur¬ 
vived at the moment and finally I had the 
break in the second set and the match 
changed,” Nadal said. “I played calm more 
and super aggressive.” 

US Open fans gave solid applause to 
Medvedev after earlier-round boos for flash¬ 
ing an obscene gesture and taunts saying he 
thrived on their jeers for energy to win. He 
later apologized. 

Medvedev took the first-set tie-break af¬ 
ter Dimitrov netted a forehand and sent an¬ 
other long on the last two points. “The con¬ 
fidence means a lot in this case because I do 
think he was better player in first set. I do 
think I was kind of lucky to win it,” Medvedev 
said. “Then the momentum changed com¬ 
pletely. I was playing better than him in the 
next two sets. We had some amazing level.” 

Dimitrov netted a backhand to surrender 
a break and the second set in the 10th game. 
Medvedev broke for a 3-1 lead in the third 
set and held to the finish. 

“These crucial points, this moment in my 
game, there is something strong that makes 
me win these crazy sets and crazy matches, 
which maybe two months ago I would have 
lost,” said Medvedev.

DANIIL MEDVEDEV has enjoyed silencing 
those who questioned his fiery tempera¬ 
ment and wrote him off during his teenage 
years after a sizzling hardcourt season that 
has left him on the cusp of US Open glory. 
The Russian secured a place in his first Grand 
Slam final Friday with a 7-6 (7/5), 6-4,6-3 
defeat of Grigor Dimitrov, setting Medvedev 
up with an instant shot at revenge for last 
month's Montreal loss to Rafael Nadal. 

However, his path to Sunday's champi¬ 
onship match in New York has been a rocky 
ride — embraced at first by Medvedev but 
one he is now keen to forget as he tries to 
shed his image as the wacky villain. 

Booed by fans after an obscene gesture in 


the third round, Medvedev taunted them in 
response by saying he thrived on their jeers 
for the energy to win. He later apologized 
and admitted it has been a long road to clean 
up his act.“There were many who would say, 
coaches or something, at the age of 16 or 14, 
I could get engaged during the match be¬ 
cause I thought they clapped on a double¬ 
fault or something. I would scream at them. 
They would scream at me,” Medvedev re¬ 
called of his younger years. 

“Many of these people would say, 'Okay, 
the guy is completely crazy, he's never be a 
good tennis player.' Which is maybe hap¬ 
pened to some of the tennis players. I'm glad 
I proved them wrong. Talk about reactions, 
they were totally different. Some wanted to 
just help me get better. Some, as I say, said, 
'OK, who is this crazy guy and what is he do¬ 
ing on the tennis court?' I've improved big- 


time. Hopefully I will improve even more.” 

The glacial relations with the Flushing 
Meadows faithful appears to be thawing, the 
frosty reception that greeted his quarter-final 
entrance against Stan Wawrinka replaced by 
more generous applause ahead of his clash 
with Dimitrov. While 18-time Grand Slam 
champion Nadal figures to attract considerable 
support from the 24,000 fans at Arthur Ashe 
Stadium in the final, Medvedev doesn't expects 
the boos to return. “I would be surprised, but I 
would have to take the energy and go again 
with this energy. As I say, I'm not proud of what 
I did. I'm working to never do it again," said 
Medvedev, described as a misunderstood ge¬ 
nius by his coach. “I will not say that I'm a kind 
person or a good person. I can only say I'm a re¬ 
ally calm person in life. I actually have no idea 
why the demons go out when I play tennis.” 

Medvedev was hit with a $9,000 fine for 


his antics in the third-round win over 
Feliciano Lopez, his third fine in as many 
matches, but the 23-year-old — a mellow fig¬ 
ure off the court — wants his racquet to do 
the talking in future. 

“I lost a lot of matches in my career when 
I was getting crazy. You never know when 
you lose a match just because you lost it or 
because you get crazy and lost some concen¬ 
tration. You can never be sure about it,” he 
said. 

“I was sitting after these matches, I was 
like, 'I don't want to lose these matches be¬ 
cause I get crazy or because I lose some con¬ 
centration because of the fans, because of the 
referees, something that happens during the 
match.' I want to lose matches because I was 
a worst tennis player on the court than my 
opponent. If I manage to do it every time, 
that's going to be great.”

IBRAHIM ZADRAN and Asghar Afghan hit 
half-centuries while Rashid Khan played a 
quick cameo after claiming five wickets in an 
innings, as Afghanistan took command in the 
one-off Test against Bangladesh in 
Chittagong on Saturday. 

The visitors — playing only their third Test 
in history — reached 237 for 8 at stumps on 
the third day, setting a huge target for 
Bangladesh by taking an overall lead of 374 
runs. Debutant Zadran hit highest 87 off 208 
balls for Afghanistan in the second innings 
while former skipper Afghan made 50 off 
108 balls, his second fifty, adding to 
Bangladesh's frustration. 

Rashid added 24 off 22 balls before wick¬ 
etkeeper-batsman AfsarZazai's unbeaten 34 
runs extended Afghanistan's lead. Skipper 
Shakib A1 Hasan took three wickets for 
Bangladesh, including two in the first over of 
the innings, but Zadran and Afghan shared 


108 runs for the fourth wicket to snatch the 
momentum back for Afghanistan. 

Shakib trapped Ihsanullah Janat for four 
in the third ball of the innings and then dis¬ 
missed first innings centurion Rahmat Shah 


for a golden duck in the next ball. 

Afghan, who also made 92 mns in the first 
innings, joined Zadran after off-spinner 
Nayeem Hasan removed Hashmatullah 
Shahidi for 12.Taijul Islam dismissed Afghan, 


who hit four fours and two sixes in his sec¬ 
ond fifty of the game, before Nayeem ended 
Zadran's brilliant innings featuring six fours 
and four sixes. The spinner also dismissed 
Mohammad Nabi in the next ball after the all- 
rounder hit him for a six to revive some hope 
for Bangladesh. Rashid then took the attack 
on Nayeem, hitting him for five boundaries 
in one over before Taijul bowled him finally. 

The Afghan skipper earlier completed his 
five-wicket to finish with 5-55 as Afghanistan 
bowled out Bangladesh for 205 runs in the 
first innings after the hosts resumed the third 
day's play with 194-8. 

Rashid, who scored 51 runs with the bat 
making his debut as youngest-ever Test cap¬ 
tain, took the final wicket of Nayeem to wrap 
up Bangladesh's innings after Nabi gave a 
breakthrough in the first over of the day.

FORMER INDIA captain and coach Anil 
Kumble is “not sure” whether Mahendra 
Singh Dhoni fits in the current set-up and 
wants the selectors to have a “conversation” 
with him before preparing for a send-off be¬ 
fitting his contribution. Dhoni's future in in¬ 
ternational cricket has been a subject of de¬ 
bate and there are enough indications that 
the selectors are looking ahead. 

“I'm not really sure. I think Pant has cer¬ 
tainly made a lot of claims as a keeper-bats¬ 
man, especially in theT20 format. So, it's im¬ 
portant to have a conversation and you need 
to have a proper send-off, he certainly de¬ 
serves that,” Kumble told CricketNext when 
asked if he would like to see Dhoni continue 
in top flight cricket. 

It's for MSK Prasad's committee to decide 
whether they want to look back or move for¬ 
ward. “But having said that, Pant has also 
shown some inconsistency. That's a call the 
selectors need to make. Today, in spite of all 
of that, are you going to back him (Pant) or 


someone else, or would you look back. I 
wouldn't but I think it's important that the 
selectors take a call on that.” 

Kumble wants the selectors to decide in 
the next couple of months the way forward. 

“...For the team's sake, the selectors need 
to sit down and have as discussion around 
what the plans are because it's important 
that things be communicated. If the selec¬ 
tors believe that Dhoni is in the scheme of 
things for the T20 World Cup, then I think he 
should be playing every game. If he's not, 
then it's important that they have a discus¬ 
sion around how they need to make this hap¬ 
pen. I think they need to do that in the next 
couple of months,” said India's highest 
wicket-taker across formats. 

Kumble also said that he is not very sure 
whether Rohit Sharma is the perfect choice 
for the Test opener' slot.“You only know 
when you actually do that but I am not really 
sure about pushing Rohit at the top unless it 
is a desperate situation. Yes, are we in a des¬ 
perate situation where we are looking for an 
opener in someone who has done well at the 
domestic level, is it worth considering that 
or should Rohit.” 
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Ferrari’s 
Leclerc 
takes pole in 
Italian GP

CHARLES LECLERC put Ferrari on pole posi¬ 
tion for their home Italian Formula One 
Grand Prix on Saturday in a qualifying ses¬ 
sion that ended in farce and with drivers un¬ 
der investigation. Five times world champion 
Lewis Hamilton joined the 21-year-old 
Monegasque on the front row for Mercedes, 
with Finnish team mate Valtteri Bottas third 
and Ferrari's Sebastian Vettel fourth. 

The last lap saw nine drivers cruising 
around, weaving and braking but with no¬ 
body willing to take the lead, and only 
McLaren's Carlos Sainz making it to the line 
in time for a final fast lap. He ended up sev¬ 
enth. "That was worse than a junior formula," 
a fuming Toto Wolff, team principal of world 
champions Mercedes, told Sky Sports tele¬ 
vision. "The problem was everyone wants a 
slipstream and nobody wants to go firsthand 
then everyone looks like idiots." 

Stewards said in a note on the timing 
screens that the last lap was under investi¬ 
gation. Alfa Romeo's Kimi Raikkonen, the 
other driver through to the final phase of 
qualifying and last year's pole sitter for 
Ferrari, had earlier crashed at Parabolica — 
halting the session for 11 minutes. 

When the session re-started, with Leclerc 
on provisional pole after setting the pace be¬ 
fore the red flag, there were minutes of inac¬ 
tion. That was followed by a sudden flurry, 
with cars streaming out of the pitlane and 
jostling for position in a closely-grouped 
pack. The irony of the slowest of qualifying 
laps at the fastest of tracks, a circuit where 
slipstreaming can be a huge benefit to lap 
times, was not lost on Hamilton, who has 
taken more poles than any driver in history. 

"They basically timed us out," said 
Hamilton. "It's interesting. Get pole position 
in the first run and then just time everyone 
out. "It's dangerous for us all. There's people 
slowing down and you don't know who's 
alongside you and that," he continued. "It's 
definitely risky business out there." 

Ferrari's army of fans were left celebrat¬ 
ing anyway in grandstands strewn with ban¬ 
ners from all over Italy declaring their pas¬ 
sion and loyalty. The pole was Leclerc's fourth 
of the season and second in a row. The 
Monegasque will be chasing his second suc¬ 
cessive victory on Sunday after winning for 
the first time in Belgium last weekend. 

"I'm happy with the pole but it's a shame 
at the end there was a big mess and I hoped 
our last lap was enough," said the youngster. 

"I think the pace was quite good actually 
during the race simulations," he said of 
Ferrari's hopes of ending a win drought at 
Monza dating back to 2010, when Spaniard 
Fernando Alonso was triumphant. 

"It's looking positive, better than in Spa." 

Renault's Nico Hulkenberg, who quali¬ 
fied a provisional sixth and behind Australian 
team mate Daniel Ricciardo in fifth, took 
much of the heat afterwards for running off 
track after being first out of the pits.

ENGLAND FOUND themselves with a fight on 
their hands at stumps on Day Four of the fourth 
Ashes Test after being reduced to 18 for 2 in 7 
overs. They had been set a target of383. The 
hosts seemed to be losing grip over proceed¬ 
ings after Australia gamely declared at 186 for 
6 in 42.4 overs with Steve Smith once again 
proving to be the thorn in the flesh of England 
bowlers with a quickfire 82 off 92. 

Even when Smith was dismissed off left- 
arm spinner Jack Leach, it was more a case of 
the batsman going for quick mns with a decla¬ 
ration looming rather than England foxing him. 
England’s hopes of surviving the last 40 min¬ 
utes withoutlosinga wicketwentup in smoke 
as Pat Cummins dismissed Rory Bums in the 
third ball of the innings and in the next ball had 
captain Joe Root bowled with one that nipped 
off the seam and hit the top of off-stump. A 
grim-faced Root walked off with the look of a 
man who knew that his team would have to 
face a tough battle on the final day. 

The England batsman would have been 
happy not to face any more overs from the 
Australian quicks who had their tails up. 

With the five-match series at 1 -1, Australia 
can retain the Ashes with victory at Old 
Trafford. That’s more likely than England sur¬ 
viving a fifth-day pitch against an Australia 
team full of self-belief. The forecast is for a dry 
Sunday. After England’s first innings was ended 
on 301, conceding a lead of 196, Smith and 
Matthew Wade revived Australia from 44-4 in 
their second innings with a stand of 105. 

Wade added 34, and captain Tim Paine had

the luxury of declaring their second innings on 
186 for 6 in the middle of the 43rd over, and a 
lead of 382. On 23 not out at the time, Paine 
sprinted off the Old Trafford field so he could 
give his bowlers seven overs to attack England 
in evening light. 

Smith was at his best yet again and looked 
set for another big score, but put his team’s 
needs - that of a quick declaration before his 
personal milestone. It once again looked like a 
hundred was there for the taking and it was 
only his unusual haste to up the mnrate that 
saw him perish. The Australian innings didn’t 
begin on a bright note as open David Warner 
continued to struggle against the pace of Stuart 


Broad. 

Broad dismissed David Warner for a third 
duck in as many Test innings at Old Trafford on 
Saturday as the England paceman continued to 
torment the Australia opener in the Ashes se¬ 
ries. Broad, bowling from around the wicket, 
had left-hander Warner lbw sixth ball to leave 
Australia none for one in their second innings 
of the fourth Test. 

Broad also had Warner caught behind for 
nought in Australia’s first innings 497-8 de¬ 
clared, having had him lbw for nought in the 
second innings of England’s dramatic one- 
wicket win in the third Test at Headingley. 

This is Warner’s first Test series since a 12- 
month ban for his role in a ball-tampering 
scandal in South Africa. 

But this Ashes has seen the 32-year-old 
Warner, now playing in his 78th Test, become 
Broad’s ‘bunny’. 

Saturday’s dismissal meant 33-year-old 
fast-medium bowler Broad had now taken 
Warner’s wicket six times this series for a cost 
of32 runsin93 balls. Warner, who did not even 
bother to review umpire Marais Erasmus’s de¬ 
cision when given out on Saturday, is only the 
third Australia opening batsman to make three 
successive noughts in Test cricket after Victor 
Tmmper in 1908 and Graeme Wood in 1980. 

Marnus Labuschagne failed to reach fifty 


for the first time in four Test innings since com¬ 
ing in as a substitute for Smith at Lord’s when 
he was bowled lbw for 11 by 
Archer.Labuschagne appeared to take excep¬ 
tion to being given a ‘send-off by Broad as he 
left the field. 

Travis Head then exchanged words with 
Archer after being hit by a rising delivery on 
the left bicep. The next delivery saw Head drive 
Archer through the covers for four, but the ball 
afterwards saw Head clean bowled middle 
stump for 12 by a 91.7 mph Archer delivery that 
beat his forward defensive stroke. England, 
who resumed on their overnight 200-5, 
avoided following-on with just one wicket 
standing thanks to Jos Buttler’s cover-driven 
four off Mitchell Stare. 

That boundary came after Australia were 
unable to challenge an lbw decision against No 
11 Jack Leach — whose last-man resistance in 
support of century-maker Ben Stokes helped 
England win at Headingley—because they had 
used up all their reviews. 

Buttler was last man out in total of 301, 
bowled for 41 by Pat Cummins.

Netherlands 
give Loew’s 
Germany a 
reality check

NETHERLANDS SCORED four times in 32 sec¬ 
ond-half minutes to secure a remarkable 4-2 
comeback victory against hosts Germany in 
their Euro 2020 Group C qualifier on Friday. 
Goals from Frenkie de Jong, a Jonathan Tah 
own goal, Donyell Malen and Georginio 
Wijnaldum wrapped up the win after Serge 
Gnabry had given the hosts an early lead and 
Toni Kroos had pulled them level at 2-2 with 
a controversial penalty. 

The result leaves Germany on nine points 
from four games, three behind leaders 
Northern Ireland, who they face on Monday in 
Belfast. The Netherlands move to six points 
from three games and next face bottom side 
Estonia. It was a winning return to Hamburg 
for Dutch coach Ronald Koeman, who won in 
the port city against the Germans as a player 
during Euro' 88, and a clear mark of his team's 
improvement after they failed to reach the last 
two major tournaments. "I told my players (at 
halftime) to stay in the game, not to give them 
so much space, control the ball better," Koeman 
told reporters. 'That we should just keep go¬ 
ing and we would get our chances. In the sec¬ 
ond half the Germans looked more tired and 
we benefited from that." "Overall we worked 
harder than Germany for this victory," he said. 

Joachim Loew's Germany side, undergoing 
their own overhaul after a disappointing 2018 
World Cup first round exit and Nations League 
relegation, got off to a good start with Gnabry 
scoring on the rebound in the ninth minute. 
There was little to be seen in terms of attacks 
from the Netherlands but that changed after 
the break. They turned the game around 
within seven minutes, first scoring through De 
Jong in the 59th and then taking the lead cour¬ 
tesy of Tah's unfortunate own goal. 

The Germans, missing several injured play¬ 
ers, including Leroy Sane and Leon Goretzka, 
were struggling with the Dutch pace down the 
wings and were lucky to level with a 73rd 
minute Kroos penalty after Matthijs de Ligt ac¬ 
cidentally handled. 

There is no video replay for referees in the 
qualifiers. The visitors got revenge for their 3- 
2 loss in Amsterdam in March, striking through 
debutant Malen in the 79th after a quick com¬ 
bination left the German defence frozen. 
Wijnaldum completed the victory in stoppage 
time and ended Germany's 14-match winning 
mn in World Cup and Euro qualifiers. 

'We played below our skill level and abili¬ 
ties," Loew told reporters. "The Dutch were the 
better team and we deserved to lose. We went 
ahead but I never had the feeling that we were 
in control of the game. 

Robertson upset 

Scotland captain Andy Robertson delivered 
a withering verdict on their 2-1 Euro 2020 
qualifying defeat by Russia on Friday which he 
said was one of the most disappointing of his 
career. Liverpool defender Robertson said 
Scotland appeared scared after taking the lead 
at Hampden Park and then leaking goals ei¬ 
ther side of halftime. The Scots are fourth in 
Group I, nine points adrift of leaders Belgium, 
who they play in Glasgow on Monday, six be¬ 
hind Russia and a point off Kazakhstan. "(The 
defeat) was one of the most disappointing be¬ 
cause of how much was on the line," said 
Robertson. 'We had a chance to go level with 
them and that would have opened this group 
right up. Referring to Scotland's disappointing 
results over recentyears, he added: "Russia are 
a very good team, so it's probably not up there 
with the Georgia (1-0) and Kazakhstan (3-0) 
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
